I s there life after racing? Fortunately these days there are a number of avenues open 
for Thoroughbred racehorses who retire from competition. One path that allows 
these former stars to start a second “career” and stay on the backstretch they love is 
working as a pony.

Cathal “Cal” Lynch, who trained Javerre for Smith Farm and Stable, said his first 
thought was to make the retiree a stable pony. “He’s just such a cool horse to be around. 
He has a great personality, and I just thought, with his temperament and outgoing way, 
he’d make a good pony,” Lynch reported. 

Javerre was given some eight months to wind down, then reacclimated. “He had to 
be broke to a Western saddle and also had to be taught not to kick when other horses 
were laying on him,” the horseman explained. “That’s one of the biggest things that 
prevents a lot of former racehorses from becoming ponies. Racehorses often kick 
when other horses get into their personal space or when things are stirred up, and you 
can’t have that with a pony since they spend a lot of time with us leading or ponying 
horses, and there’s going to be a horse right on them a lot of the time. Fortunately, 
Javerre learned not to kick in those situations.” 

But that doesn’t mean the racehorse doesn’t come out in the 9-year-old. 

“He’s still got the fire in the back of his mind,” Lynch said with a chuckle. “The 
other morning my son was on him, and he decided he was going to kick it up to a two- 
minute lick pace. It took a bit to get him slowed down. It was kinda like he was saying, 
4 can still do it.’” 

Lynch said Javerre’s personality makes him fun to be around. “His stall is next to my 
office, and he’s there to greet me every morning when I get to the barn,” Lynch said. 
“Of course he knows I’ve got a mint in my pocket for him, but I think he’s glad to see 
me. And I’m glad to see him.”

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What’s in a Name? 

Sylvia Bishop Memoriai Stakes 

A periodic look at the names of various stakes races in the region or with a regional 
connection. Who were thej? And what did they do to get honored in such a way?

I t would be easy to call Sylvia 
Bishop the Rosa Parks of Thor¬ 
oughbred racing, but Shirley 
Chisholm might be a more apt 
comparison. Chisholm was the 
first African-American elected to 
Congress, and Bishop was one of 
the first (if not the first) African- 
American women licensed to train 
Thoroughbreds in the United 
States. 

Each August, West Virginia’s 
Charles Town Races honors 
Bishop’s life and legacy with the 
$50,000 Sylvia Bishop Memorial 
for 3-year-old West Virginia-bred 
fillies. 

Bishop obtained her trainer’s 
license in 1954, the year the land¬ 
mark Supreme Court case of 


Brown v. Board of Education 
ruled segregation in public schools 
unconstitutional. At a time when 
the country was divided. Bishop 
turned to horses, who seemingly 
couldn’t tell the difference between 
skin tones. 

Born and raised in West 
Virginia, she took to horses early 
in life. Her godparents, who raised 
her, bought her a pony when she 
was 5. For fun, the family went to 
the races, and a fascination began 
to brew. 

Fascination turned into an 
obsession, and shortly after, a 
dream. Bishop would bike to the 
racetrack and spend time on the 
backside, learning to ride race¬ 
horses in her early teens. At 17, 


she completed 11th grade and 
dropped out of school to become 
an exercise rider and groom. She 
would spend more than 60 years 
working with Thoroughbreds. 

Driven to make her dream 
a reahty, she bought her first 
horse —an unbroken 2-year-old 
named Chalkee-for $200. Bishop 
followed her passion for decades, 
and built up a training business. 
When she began, she charged a 
daily rate of $12.50 to $18 per 
horse. Her stable typically num¬ 
bered 25. Her best season came 
in 1961, when her horses won 25 
races. Bright Gem’s Iron Horse 
Mile at Shenandoah Downs 
among them. She also won a train¬ 
ing title at Maryland’s Cumberland 
Race Track. 

A member of the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Associ¬ 
ation, she was quoted speaking 
to the organization in an article 
by the Associated Press: “When I 
began training, men were definitely 
shocked and surprised to see me. 
The fact that I was a woman, and 
on top of that a black woman, was 
almost too much for some of the 
fellows. But I loved horses and 
horse racing far too much to let my 
dream go. I knew from the begin¬ 
ning I would have to take the bitter 
with the sweet.” 

Bishop and her husband John 
(of course they met at the race¬ 
track) had a daughter LaVerne, 
who recalled fond memories. 

“My mother had a connection 
with the horses. She said she got 
more respect from the horses than 
she did from humans,” LaVerne 
said. “It was challenging for her 
as a trainer, but she earned the 
respect from her colleagues.” 

Bishop grew up training in an era 
of segregation—when the grand¬ 
stand separated seating for blacks 
and whites. The track kitchen was 
divided, but the barns never were. 

“I was treated better inside the 
racetrack than outside it,” Bishop 
told the Daily Racing Form in 2002. 


“Everyone on the backstretch was 
always very respectful to me.” 

LaVerne is proud of her mother. 

“She was a tough woman 
who stood her ground,” she said. 
“That’s how she got to where she 
was in life. Anybody who worked 
for her would tell you that if you 
didn’t do what you were supposed 
to for Ms. Bishop, she would tell 
you right then she doesn’t need 
you. She was very specific in the 
way she wanted things done.” 

Sylvia’s grandson, Michael E. 
Jones Jr., followed her vocational 
path and knew instinctively grow¬ 
ing up that he wanted a role in 
racing. 

“I like to think my grandmoth¬ 
er paved the way for women in 
my generation to be active in the 
industry,” said Jones. “She was a 
loved by all on the backside—they 
called her 'Mums.’ She would 
always have a Crock-Pot going in 
the tackroom. She was generous: 
Even if she didn’t have a good 
day at the races she would always 
take care of those around her, 
feeding strangers that didn’t have 
anything.” 

There was one overarching 
message Bishop passed on to any¬ 
one who knew her. 

“The most important lesson 
she instilled in me is putting the 
animal first—if you do that they’ll 
take care of you,” Jones said. “My 
grandmother taught me to be a 
horseman. She taught me every¬ 
thing I know about horses from 
their feet up. The values and les¬ 
sons she instilled in me has gone 
a long way with me and has given 
me the confidence to step out as 
a trainer.” 

Jones, who saddled his first 
horses in 2014, had 11 Charles 
Town victories this year through 
mid-August. 

Bishop trained until 2000, and 
died in 2004 at age 84. Along 
the way, various organizations paid 
homage to her work. In 1991, the 
African American Heritage Society 
honored her at Pimlico Race 
Course. In 2002, the Jefferson 
County, W.Va., chapter of the 
NAACP also recognized her 
achievements. And every August, 
Charles Town hosts her race. *

PENSIONER ON PARADE by Maggie Kimmitt 



T he tale of Royal Champagne and 
Mary Dubbink begins on a very 
famikar note. Young, horse- 
crazy girl is taken to the track by her 
doting granddad, igniting a love of 
Thoroughbred racing that deepens and 
endures with each passing year. 

“But I never rode,” Mary explained. 

“I remember thinking when I was 
very young, one day I’d love to own a 
Thoroughbred. I didn’t know what that 
meant or where I was going with that, but 
I just feU in love with the breed.” 

That love affair persisted weU into 
adulthood. When Mary and husband 
Rick relocated from South Carolina 
to Greensburg, Pa., just southeast of 
Pittsburgh, they endeavored to attend 
each of the three Triple Crown races 
every year. Putting their plan in motion in 
2005, they ventured to Churchill Downs 
for Kentucky Derby 131. 


“I won a lot of money on Giacomo 
that day,” she said. “With the exception 
of the Preakness in 2005, we have been 
to every Triple Crown race. We thought it 
would be really fun to do, and of course I 
wanted to see a Triple Crown. Who would 
have thought we’d see two?” 

Involvement with the huge, fan-based 
Friends of Barbaro group after his 2006 
Kentucky Derby victory prompted Mary 
and Rick to add the Breeders’ Cup to 
their annual calendar. Plans were made 
to attend the 2006 renewal at Churchill 
Downs; with four tickets in hand for the 
weekend, they invited friends to join them. 
When their traveling companions had to 
bow out, Rick advertised the extra tickets 
on eBay. 

Longtime Thoroughbred trainer/ 
owner and Kentucky native Dana 
OUier responded, and a deal was struck. 
Arrangements were made to meet Ollier 
on a street corner not too far from 


Churchill. Mary remembers hoping aloud 
to her husband that the purchaser “wasn’t 
weird or an ax murderer.” 

“He got in the back of our car and said 
'Hi, I’m Dana. . . and I’m an ax murderer.’ 
We knew then that we were going to be 
good friends. So we spent that Breeders’ 
Cup with him and his family and friends. 
We got to know them over the weekend, 
and Dana gave us an amazing experience. 
He took us on the backside—we met Nick 
Zito, Shug McGaughey. You can imagine, 
I died and went to heaven.” 

The new friends stayed in touch, and 
when Mary mentioned an upcoming 
trip to Florida in February 2007, Ollier 
suggested that she go to Gulfstream 
to check out his newest acquisition, a 
3-year-old filly named Royal Champagne 
(Double Honor—Over Ice, by Desert 
Wine). 

“Dana was so excited about her, and 
I fell in love with her. She was so sweet 
and so pretty. We started to follow her in 
our Virtual Stable, and then Dana invited 
us to the Kentucky Cup. So we went 
to Turfway and got to visit her. I was 
scratching her ears and hugging her, and 
I remember thinking that I really wanted 
to give her a retirement home. Honest 
to God, I stiU didn’t ride, I didn’t know 
much about owning a horse . . . but I 
§ really wanted to give her a home.” 

I Mary and Rick were frequent guests 
^ of Ollier’s when Royal Champagne ran 
at Mountaineer Park. Ollier recalled what 
happened after one of those races. 

Not fond of an off track. Royal 
Champagne trailed the leader by close 
to 20 lengths. And although she was 
“hopelessly beaten” according to Ollier, 
her rider employed what the three of 
them considered excessive use of the 
whip. Ollier headed to the track to meet 
the jockey post-race, with mad-as-a-wet- 
hen Mary close on his heels. 

Ollier: “As soon as he dismounted, I 
said, Wou’re gonna want to leave before 
that woman catches up to you.’” 

When Royal Champagne was claimed 
for $15,000 out of a race at Mountaineer 
on Oct. 29, 2007, her connections were 
disheartened. The silver lining: She 
had been claimed by prominent owner 
Maggi Moss, whose strong position 
on Thoroughbred aftercare was well 
documented throughout the racing 
industry. 

“At first I was upset, but then I knew 
Maggi had a reputation for taking great 
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care of her horses,” Mary said. “If she 
was going to be claimed, it could not have 
been by a more wonderful owner. Dana 
was kind of upset because he really loved 
that horse. His kids loved her, she was 
so sweet. He had talked about maybe 
claiming her back at some point, but that 
never worked out. But I never ever gave 
up hope that someday I would be able to 
offer her a home.” 

She continued to foUow the filly, 
keeping close tabs on her whereabouts 
and results. In September 2008, Rick 
suggested that Mary contact Moss about 
her desire to provide Royal Champagne a 
loving home post-career. 

“I was trying to figure out how to 
reach Chris Richard, the trainer at the 
time. So I contacted the racing secretary 
at Hawthorne Race Course and explained 
who I was and what I was trying to do. I 
said that I had no idea how much Maggi 
Moss would want, and I was hoping Fd 
be able to afford Royal Champagne. But I 
at least wanted the opportunity to discuss 


it with her when she decided to retire 
the horse. Five minutes later I got an 
email from the racing secretary, who told 
me Chris Richard had been in his office 
immediately after he read my email, so he 
was able to deliver my message to him.” 

Mission accomplished, Mary went 
on about her daily life and didn’t give it 
much more thought. On Oct. 13—her 
birthday—she came home from work to 
find Rick eager to deliver some news. 

“He said, Mou’U never believe this, 
but I just got off the phone with Chris 
Richard. Maggi Moss wants to know 
when you’re going to come get your 
horse.’ I didn’t know what she wanted for 
Royal or if we could even afford her. But 
he said, Mou don’t understand—she wants 
to gift you the horse. You just have to get 
her.’” 

After 32 starts with a record of 6-5-9 
and $83,918 earned. Royal Champagne 
was headed to Pennsylvania. When 
dreams come true, they often do so at 
warp speed. Mary and Rick didn’t own 


a trailer at the time. Their 10-acre farm 
wasn’t properly fenced for horses, and the 
stalls in the small barn weren’t ready. 

“We hadn’t been exactly sure what we 
were going to do with the land,” she said. 
“But when Royal Champagne came into 
our lives, it became pretty clear.” 

A friend in Pittsburgh drove his truck 
and trailer to Hawthorne to pick up the 
fiUy, keeping her at his own farm a few 
days until Mary was set up and fuUy 
functional. In November 2008, Royal 
Champagne arrived at her new home. 

Now 14, she’s spent her days there with 
Magnum, a 21-year-old Quarter Horse 
belonging to Mary and Rick’s next-door 
neighbor. 

So Mary gave 'Royal’ a retirement 
home, and in time learned to ride her. 

“We pleasure ride, hack around and enjoy 
ourselves,” Mary said. “She and I have 
had so much fun; she’s just a people 
pleaser. She is literally the only horse I’ve 
ever had and very probably will ever have.”

Everybody 
wins with 
wagering 
push for 
junipers 

I magine for a moment racing without 
betting, where each racetrack attracted 
spectators with atmosphere, amenities 
and customer experience. 

There’s no television pundit, no odds 
board, no post-time delay, no carryover. 
It’s just racing, a day out, entertainment 
with horses and jockeys. What would the 
purse structure look like? How different 
would it all be? Would racing survive? 
Could it actually happen? 

Well, this is —essentially—American 
jump racing. 

The sport, as small as it is, survives 
without pari-mutel wagering—other than 
a few visits to racetracks and a handful 
of meets with on-site betting. Instead the 
model relies on creating events people 
want to attend. Spectators buy tickets, 
reserve tailgate spaces, rally friends and 
simply go to the races. To watch, to be 
seen, to take part in a community event, to 


benefit a worthy cause. Companies spend 
marketing or community-outreach dollars 
on corporate tents and other hospitality. 
Families literally will tailgate spaces to the 
next generation, or try to anyway. In Aiken, 
S.C., people sleep in the street for a chance 
to buy the precious few railside spaces that 
become available each year. 

Attendance varies from meet to meet, 
but the crowds can be massive—especially 
at the Carolina Cup in Camden, S.C., at 
Far Hills in New Jersey, at both Gold 
Cup meets in Virginia, at the Iroquois 
in Nashville, Tenn. The Maryland Hunt 
Cup’s annual race dates to the late 1800s 
and no longer rivals the others in sheer 
attendance figures, but cannot be matched 
when it comes to prestige. A parking spot 
in the Subscriber Lot requires putting your 
name on a six- to seven-year waiting list. 

The National Steeplechase Association 
circuit includes 29 race meets in 11 states. 
Each relies on some variation of that 
business plan, where revenue from atten¬ 
dance and corporate sponsorship supplies 
the budget to support purses and other 
expenses. 

Again, just for a moment, ponder what 
the overall Thoroughbred world would 
look like if this were the model. Then 
shudder, and thank the people betting their 
money. 

Then take one more moment, and 
consider the step jump racing is about to 
take this fall. The Far HiUs Races, home to 
the country’s most successful steeplechase 
meet, adds pari-mutuel wagering—on site 
with 60 mutuel clerks and simulcast to 
dozens of outlets through an agreement 
with Monmouth Park. The move probably 
won’t result in a massive influx of revenue, 
but it’s a great step. With $850,000 in 
purses, international participation, world- 
class turf and all the rest. Far HiUs should 
have wagering. 

The New Jersey race meet joins the 
Virginia and International Gold Cups and 
Fair HiU as the only American steeplechase 
venues with pari-mutuel wagering. Far 
HiUs takes it aU a step further by simulcast¬ 


ing the signal, thereby expanding the reach 
of the day and the sport. Any site that 
receives Monmouth Park’s signal can take 
bets on Far HiUs. That move spared Far 
HiUs the work of negotiating individual 
contracts, and spread the potential impact 
far beyond the reach of one steeplechase 
meet in New Jersey. 

An ever-changing landscape, wagering 
can open new revenue streams, expose the 
sport to new fans and maybe even cultivate 
new racing venues. Consider Far HiUs an 
experiment of sorts for the others. If the 
simulcast signal generates any attention- 
and/or handle-Fair HUl and the Gold 
Cups could use the same model. Add in 
a few other meets in pari-mutuel states, 
and pretty soon you might have a package 
to seU people. You’d have to breed some 
famUiarity, which would only help. 

In addition, the move offers a chance to 
further the connection between American 
jump racing and the National Hunt indus¬ 
tries of England and Ireland. American 
owners and trainers routinely buy horses 
overseas. Most American jockeys are trans¬ 
plants from those circuits. And, especiaUy 
at places like Far HiUs, foreign participa¬ 
tion has become common. ActuaUy being 
able to watch, and wager on, U.S. jump 
racing would prove an added benefit. 

The move won’t come without chal¬ 
lenges. Steeplechase post times are fre¬ 
quently mere guideUnes rather than strict 
codes. Steeplechase racegoers show up for 
the atmosphere, and won’t appreciate too 
much of a change. Turn a jump meet into 
an OTB, and you’U lose the feel everybody 
wants. Video, officiating, professionaUsm 
and licensing wiU matter more with wager¬ 
ing. 

But think of the possibilities. The 
Thoroughbred industry perpetuaUy strug¬ 
gles to create new fans and entice people 
to the track. The theory always goes that 
maybe, just maybe, if more people see 
it, they’U turn into bettors. Jump racing 
already has the people, the events, the 
spectator appeal. And if they become bet¬ 
tors, weU, everybody wins. ^

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Good Magic conjures new attention 
with showy Haskell-G1 performance

\—^hc flashy chestnut colt, sent off as the overwhelming favorite, 
explodes on the Monmouth Park far turn and gallops home the 

_ easiest of winners in the Haskell, just as everyone imagined. Sort of 

The 51st running of the Grade 1 HaskeU got its champion when 2-year- 
old Eclipse Award winner Good Magic blew away the field and cruised 
home a 3-length winner July 29. It was a great start to the second half of 
the 3-year-old season for the colt who began the year as the favorite for 


the classics, but took a backseat to Ju 
blamed through the spring. 

Justify dominated the sport when 
becoming the second Triple Crown winner 
in four years. With eight-time Haskell- 
winning trainer Bob Baffert plotting the 
schedule for the rest of the year, it seemed 
a foregone conclusion that the colt would 
be targeted for Monmouth’s signature race, 
just as American Pharoah had been in 
2015. 

But as quickly as the comet burst on the 
scene, he was gone. A filling that appeared 
in Justify’s left front ankle in early July 
wouldn’t go away—the summer schedule 
was shot, and just days before the HaskeU 
came the announcement that the gUttering 
chestnut colt had been retired. 

The racing world was deflated, but 
Monmouth Park officials forged ahead to 
aSkSemble a solid cast for the $1 million 
. Ha§keU Invitational, a Win and You’re 
In ChaUenge Race for the Breeders’ 

' . Cup Classic-Gl. Ready to step out of 
. Jusify’s shadow were Kentucky Derby-Gl 


stify, the '‘other” flashy chestnut who 


runnerup Good Magic and Preakness 
Stakes-Gl runnerup Bravazo, as weU as 
rising talent Core BeHefs. With the divi¬ 
sion leader out of the way, local con¬ 
nections also took their shot at HaskeU 
glory as Long Branch Stakes winner Navy 
Commander, New Jersey-bred Golden 
Brown and Monmouth-based Roaming 
Union joined the field. 

Good Magic had aU the credentials 
to be the 1-2 favorite. The e Five Racing 
Thoroughbreds and Stonestreet Stables 
LLC runner was by far the richest entrant, 
having earned more than $2.3 miUion. He 
was one of a handful of 2-year-old cham¬ 
pions to contest the HaskeU, the most 
recent being HaskeU winners Lookin At 
Lucky and American Pharoah. A $1 mil- 
Uon sales yearUng, he won the Breeders’ 
Cup Juvenile Stakes-Gl. He was bred to 
the nines-a son of two-time Horse of the 
Year CurUn out of a stakes-winning daugh¬ 
ter of Hard Spun. And he was sent out by 
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With an “expert ride” from Jose Ortiz, Good Magic effected a Haskeii victory that had eiuded both sire Curiin and grandsire Hard Spun. 


Chad Brown, the Eclipse Award-winning 
trainer the past two years. 

Brown had been pointing Good Magic 
to the Haskell since the Preakness, where 
the colt was beaten a length when fourth, 
the only time he had been worse than third 
in seven starts. “He got a freshening,” 
noted the trainer after the race. “But he 
had come out of the [Preakness] well, and 
just got stronger.” 

Given what Brown described as an 
“expert ride,” Jose Ortiz settled the colt 
off solid fractions of :23.15 and :46.83 
posted by longshot Roaming Union, rolled 
up to take the lead approaching the far 
turn after three-quarters in 1:11.48, then 
spurted away from the field. At the top 
of the stretch Good Magic was up by 
4 lengths and never in danger of being 
caught, although the Wayne Lukas-trained 
Bravazo finished strong as he pulled away 
from the others. 

Lone Sailor was another 6 lengths back 
in third, and IV 2 lengths better than Core 
Beliefs, reversing the result of their previ¬ 
ous meeting in the Grade 3 Ohio Derby, 
which Core Beliefs won by a nose. Golden 
Brown made a promising move heading 
into the far turn but flattened out to finish 


fifth. Navy Commander was never in the 
running and wound up far back in last. 

Good Magic completed the 1 Vs miles in 
1:50.01, well off the HaskeU record of 1:47 
set by Majestic Light in 1976 and equaled 
by Bet Twice 11 years later. But the colt 
outperformed his sire and grandsire, who 
faced off in the 2007 Haskell, with Hard 
Spun finishing second, a head in front of 
9-10 favorite Curiin, as both conceded the 
win to Any Given Saturday. 

The $600,000 winner’s share of the 
purse increased Good Magic’s earnings to 
$2,945,000 as he won for the third time, aU 
in miUion-doUar races. 

In less than three years, 49-year-old 
Bob Edwards and his family—wife Kristine 
and children Cassidy, Riley and Delaney, 
thus the name “e Fives”—have found suc¬ 
cess at the highest level in racing. Among 
their first purchases in 2015 was a yearling 
Medaglia d’Oro filly. New Money Honey, 
who would carry their colors to victory 
in the 2016 Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Fillies 
Turf-Gl with Brown as trainer. The stable 
has a remarkable streak in the Breeders’ 
Cup, as their other two starters have been 
Good Magic and Rushing Fall, the latter 
winner of last year’s Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Fillies Turf-Gl. 


On the advice of bloodstock agent 
Mike Ryan, Edwards purchased Good 
Magic for $1 million at the Keeneland 
September yearling sale from his breeder, 
Barbara Banke’s Stonestreet Stables. With 
a bit of seller’s remorse, Banke wanted 
to buy back a piece of colt, and Edwards 
accepted. 

Edwards, a pharmaceutical executive 
who founded Boca Pharmacal in Florida 
in 1998, sold his interest in 2013, and has 
since branched out in pet pharmaceuti¬ 
cals under the company name e5 Animal 
Health, joked with the press following the 
Haskell that he “brought luck” to the part¬ 
nership, adding “I’m blessed to be a part of 
this, and have Barbara as a partner.” 

Racing at Monmouth Park brings back 
many good memories for Banke and for 
Brown. Stonestreet colorbearer Curiin 
returned to the Jersey shore track after 
his third-place Haskell finish to win the 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl and title of 
Horse of the Year. Two years later, the 
indomitable Rachel Alexandra swept home 
a 6-length winner of the Haskell on her 
way to her own Horse of the Year title. 

Stonestreet bred Good Magic’s dam 
Glinda the Good and kept her to race after 
she failed to reach her reserve as a yearling. 
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Chad Brown, who took his trainer’s test at Monmouth in 2007, found cause for upiift foiiowing the Haskeii. ‘To finaiiy win this race is speciai, ’ he said. 


Her first win came at Monmouth as a 
2-year-old in 2011, and she eventually won 
two stakes and was graded stakes-placed 
before joining Stonestreet’s exceptional 
broodmare band. 

“Having the mare and the sire makes us 
very proud,” said Banke after the race. 

Brown is based in New York but has 
a string in New Jersey, and through mid- 
August ranked first by earnings and fourth 
by number of wins at Monmouth. Among 
his other stakes winners at the 2018 meet 
are Funtastic in the United Nations-Gl, 
Money Multiplier in the Monmouth 
Stakes-G2, and Dream Awhile in the 
Grade 3 Eatontown. The HaskeU carried 
special meaning. 

“To finally win this race is special,” 
said Brown. “I got my start here. I took 
my trainer’s test here the day after the 
Breeders’ Cup in 2007. I came back a year 
later and had horses here. Last year we ran 
two horses in the [HaskeU], and one was 
the favorite [TimeUne] and didn’t win, so 
it means a lot. You have to come with the 
right horse, and this is a reaUy nice horse.” 

Brown knew he had the right horse 
with Good Magic. “He’s always been at the 
head of the class. He was a terrific foal, a 
high-priced yearling, when he arrived in 


our barn he showed his talent right away. 
This horse has always been at the top.” 

Brown added: “This horse is Uke his 
father. He’s made of steel.” 

The flashy son of CurUn wiU now aim 
to make his own history the rest of the 
year. 

Haskell Day notes 

I For the second year in a row, the 
weather was perfect (breezy, sunny, with 
temperatures in the 80s), and attendance 
of 37,186 showed was a 5 percent increase 
over 2017. OveraU handle for the day was 
also up 5 percent over the previous year, 
$13,395,279 bet on the 14-race card. 

■ Three riders had multiple wins on 
the HaskeU Day card, Jose Ortiz tak¬ 
ing four—the Monmouth Cup-G3 with 
Name Changer for trainer Alan Goldberg, 
Matchmaker Stakes-G3 on Elysea’s World 
(Ire) for Brown, Wolf HiU aboard Joseph 
Orseno-trained Imprimis; and the HaskeU. 
Joe Bravo won the Grade 3 Oceanport on 
the Michael Stidham-trained Synchrony, 
the MoUy Pitcher-G3 aboard Berned for 
Graham Motion, as weU as the third race, 
a turf aUowance, with favored Business 
Expense for Brown. Paco Lopez kicked 


off the day hitting the daUy double with 
Megacity and Deep Sea, and also won the 
fifth with Tapit Today, one of Brown’s four 
winners on the card. 

■ Monmouth offered New Jersey’s first 
“Grand Slam Wager” on HaskeU Day, a 
sports bet combining three races and a 
basebaU game. “Monmouth Park has been 
talking about trying to make crossover bets 
combining sports and horse racing for 
some time,” said Dennis Drazin, Chairman 
and CEO of Darby Development, opera¬ 
tors of Monmouth Park. “We’re happy to 
offer our customers the first opportunity to 
wager on a bet Uke the Grand Slam as weU 
as the other prop bets that are being made 
available for the HaskeU Invitational.” 

Customers needed to select the win¬ 
ners of the MoUy Pitcher, Wolf HiU and 
HaskeU Invitational—races 10 through 
12-as weU as the winner of the basebaU 
game between the Cubs and Cardinals (the 
Cubs won). A total of $4,233 was wagered. 
Other proposition (prop) bets included 
head-to-head matchups as weU as margin 
of victory (from a dead heat to a nose to 10 
lengths or more) in the HaskeU. Handle for 
the head to head matchups was $15,012; 
margin of victory, $4,396. ^ 
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fter 30 years of military service that included two overseas deploy¬ 
ments, Gail Watts returned to civilian life—an unfamiliar, less regi- 
ented life—and discovered she needed help getting back to who 


she was. 

Strong and willing in the military. Watts engaged civilian life with an 
array of new emotions that left her tired and miffed. When Veterans 
Affairs doctors and medications failed to help, she agreed in 2015 to 
participate in a nascent therapy program called Saratoga WarHorse, a non¬ 
profit venture established in Saratoga Springs, N.Y. 


The free program uses rescued or 
retired Thoroughbreds—most of whom 
can no longer be ridden—to help military 
veterans, emergency personnel and other 
first responders try to overcome the varied 
effects of post-traumatic stress and other 
action-driven iUs. Amid a growing trend in 
which humans were finding ways to save 
and retrain retired racehorses, now the 
horses were working to aid humans. 

“I was skeptical, and I really didn’t want 
to do it,” Watts recalls. “I thought, 'How 
can a horse help me?’ But then I thought, 
'What do I have to lose?’” 

In the end, it was a second-chance 
Thoroughbred who came to her rescue. 

"That program, that horse brought 
about a nonverbal therapeutic change for 
me,” says Watts, now the Baltimore County 
director of corrections. "I can’t explain 
how a horse could get me to a point where 
I believed it said to me, 'It’s OK. It’s going 
to be OK.’ 

"I still replay the video of my program, 
and I stiU get emotional when I watch 
one part of the interaction. I’m emotional 
now,” she says, her voice breaking. "The 
horse took its head and wrapped it around 
my body, like it was hugging me. And that’s 
when I had my breakthrough.” 

A way back 

Suzanne Berger, Baltimore County 
deputy director of human resources and 
equine program manager, oversees the pro¬ 
grams—including Saratoga WarHorse—at 
the Center for Maryland Agriculture and 
Farm Park in CockeysviUe. She says she 
often hears questions similar to the one 
Watts asked. 

WarHorse executive director AUison 
Cherkosly has heard them too. 

"People often wonder how a three-day 
experience and 30 minutes with a horse in 


a round pen can substantially help veterans 
who have been experiencing symptoms 
of post-traumatic stress for years, and 
even decades,” Cherkosly says. "Well, each 
veteran who comes to us for help does 
so because they have experienced a trau¬ 
matic event-fire fights, an lED going off, 
people getting shot next to them—which 
has long-lasting negative effects, such as 
sleeplessness, nightmares and trouble cop¬ 
ing with everyday life. 

"When veterans ask how we can help 
them in three days to overcome issues they 
have been dealing with for years, we pose 
the question, 'How long did the traumatic 
event last that caused you to call us?’ The 
answer is usually 'seconds’ to 'minutes.’ 
Since a traumatic event can have a pro¬ 
found negative effect, why is it so hard to 
believe that a three-day Saratoga WarHorse 
experience can have a positive effect of a 
similar magnitude?” 

Watts says she got her life back through 
"an experience I can’t put into words, 
really.” She adds, "I really didn’t know 
anything about horses. But to really learn 
about what those horses had been through, 
what their careers had been like—at the 
racetracks or other places —I just felt after 
I learned about them, about their lives, I 
could relate. 

"It was almost as if I could under¬ 
stand what he was going through, and he 
understood what I was going through. I 
had compassion for the horse, and he had 
compassion for me.” 

When Watts got back to Maryland, she 
couldn’t wait to tell other veterans about 
the program. She knew of their sleeping 
disorders, marriage issues, children issues. 
She told them, "You’ve got to go through 
this program.” 

Since Watts took part in Saratoga 
WarHorse, approximately 40 other Balti-

more County police, corrections and fire 
employees have been through it. Berger 
says that while most of them had no prior 
horse experience, the feedback from all 
attendees has been positive and uplifting. 

“I can pinpoint to the moment when 
that horse came to me, and I felt I was 
worth it,” says one veteran. “He had no 
judgment. His eyes were ever so shiny, and 
he gave me a chance. . . Today, I am ready 
to give life a chance.” 

And then there was another, who wrote 
to his fellow vets: “If you are tired of the 
darkness and tired of the long sleepless 
nights ... go to saratogawarhorse.com. I 
can’t really explain what exactly happens 


when you have your ‘connection’ with one 
of these beautiful animals . . . But I left a 
lot of baggage in that pen ... I hope you 
find the peace that was gifted to me.” 

Berger says everyone has a hard time 
“telling you how it works, but it works.” 

Maybe Winston Churchill was right: 
“There is something about the outside of 
a horse that is good for the inside of a man 
[and woman].” 

Giving a leg up 

Nine Thoroughbreds unable to be raced 
or ridden graze on ro llin g hill s behind 
two restored barns at the park’s Kevin 


Kamenetz Equine Center, named for the 
Baltimore County executive who died May 
10 amid a primary bid for governor. The 
horses await their next assignment with 
Saratoga WarHorse, which has sites in 
New York, Aiken, S.C., and, as of this sum¬ 
mer, Maryland. 

The Kamenetz center, which opened 
late in May on land that was once the 
Thoroughbred nursery Ro llin g Mill Farm, 
expands the program’s capacity substan¬ 
tially, its horse-country location near a 
major airport within reach of those seek¬ 
ing its services. And its presence helps 
Maryland rescue operations with horses 
looking for work. 
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Getting closer all the time: Recent program arrival Another Badge finds her way to Gerald Brooks. 
A Veteran Program Facilitator with Saratoga WarHorse with a nearly 40-year career in law 
enforcement in Baltimore County Brooks has been instrumental in the Maryland program. 


To that aim, the center’s facility and 
programs draw support from Beyond the 
Wire, the Maryland Thoroughbred indus¬ 
try’s retirement arm; The Foxie G Founda¬ 
tion, a retirement, rehoming and rehab 
farm; Sagamore Farm, a historic racing 
operation that provides homes for all of 
its horses for life or until another home 
can be found for them; and the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association, 
which has donated $13,333 to the center. 

Support has also come in other forms. 
The Manor Equine Hospital has donated 
veterinary services for the herd; Cigna 
Health Care has come forward with a sig¬ 
nificant financial contribution, and familiar 
racehorse shipper Dale Novak has donated 
transportation services. 

FuUy stocked, the restored horse farm 
will house up to 18 horses in spacious, 
12-by-12 and 14-by-14-foot stalls in two 
barns on the 149-acre site. Twenty-two 
acres of fields are fenced, with another 17 
acres to be done. 

The sun on this day gleams off the 
horses’ backs as they lift their heads with 
interest when human visitors approach. 
Several, including Rift, begin walking 
toward the wooden fence. 

In his short time at the equine center. 
Rift has become a star. It’s easy to see why. 
The 10-year-old Not For Love offspring, 
who earned $94,215 during his racing 
career, radiates a friendly disposition. He 
can no longer be ridden due to an inoper¬ 
able large chip and associated arthritis in a 


front ankle. But he likes to be petted and 
rubbed, and his sympathetic nature imme¬ 
diately instills a corresponding warmth in 
new acquaintances. 

Turn the Tables, a 13-year-old mare, 
occupies an adjacent field. Bred by Nancy 
Leonard, the El Corredor offspring out 
of Power Play was a $100,000 sales year¬ 
ling, didn’t place in her two races, and was 
sold for $18,000 carrying her first foal, by 
Master Command, at Keeneland in 2009. 
Seven years later. Turn the Tables was in a 
kill pen in Pennsylvania awaiting transport 
to a Mexico slaughterhouse. 

That’s when Foxie G Foundation owner 
Laurie Calhoun received a call. With assis¬ 
tance from Beyond the Wire and Leonard, 
who helped with expenses. Turn the Tables 
was rescued. 

AU the horses here have come from 
Foxie G or Sagamore Farm and have simi¬ 
lar stories of injury, disappointment, birth 
defects, mistreatment and/or near-death 
experiences. They are not unlike the veter¬ 
ans they are here to help. 

“There are a lot of parallels,” says 
Cherkosly, an Afghanistan vet. “They are 
both trained very rigorously for a spe¬ 
cific job—horses to run fast and win races, 
veterans to kill the enemy. Then one day 
neither of them have that. With us, the 
horses and the veterans are looking to their 
futures.” 

A major reason these specific horses 
have been selected is their curiosity in 


humans. But there are more requirements. 
In fact, WarHorse has a protocol for the 
horses it uses. 

Shoeless wonders 

Like the humans they serve, the Thor¬ 
oughbreds here seek a new way of life. 

“Initially, people were concerned when 
they retired Thoroughbreds because they 
are high energy,” says Calhoun. “But 
Thoroughbreds are very social and very 
connected to people. At some point, they 
got labeled un-useful. People are now real¬ 
izing that’s not true. Thoroughbreds can 
give a lot back.” 

In finding trust, the Ag Center Thor¬ 
oughbreds help restore a veteran’s ability to 
trust others. The horses assist EquiTeam 
Support Services, a southern Pennsylvania 
company that gives psychological support 
to those in need, and Baltimore County 
has moved to sharing the facility and the 
herd with other public-outreach programs. 
In turn, the horses enjoy human contact, 
a new and useful lifestyle, a peaceful envi¬ 
ronment and open spaces. 

To qualify for these programs, the 
Thoroughbreds must be 5 to 12 years old; 
preferably no longer racing; comfortable 
barefoot, as they won’t wear shoes; 15- to 
16-hands taU; sound enough to accomplish 
round pen maneuvers; even-tempered and 
responsive; acquiescent to a herd environ¬ 
ment; content interacting with people, and 
good travelers. 
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here, it also uses at least one horse from 
Sagamore Farm—Go Hard, an unraced 
Candy Ride (Arg) offspring. Sagamore, not 
far from the center, also provides horses 
for other programs and projects there. 

‘'Our horses have homes for life at 
Sagamore,” says Jocelyn Brooks, chief of 
staff at Sagamore Racing. “Some of them 
race and are retired, others never raced. 
But they’ll all be here until we can find 
them a home, and if we can’t, they’ll just 
stay. The WarHorse program and others at 
the center offer an opportunity for some 
of our horses to be useful.” 

Once the horses meet the Saratoga 
WarHorse basic protocol, they receive fur¬ 
ther evaluation and an independent vet¬ 
erinarian’s examination. If accepted to the 
program, the horse works one day out of a 
three-day session. 

The session begins with arrival of the 
veterans and a get-acquainted dinner. On 
Day 2, in a classroom setting, participants 
learn more about the program and the life 
of their equine partner. In the afternoon, 
the Thoroughbreds enter their workplace, 
an enclosed ring: The instructed veteran 
takes a long lead, walks behind the horse 
and snaps the lead so the horse moves for¬ 
ward while a program supervisor provides 
support from outside the ring. At some 
point, the veteran stops urging the horse 
forward and invites the horse to interact. 

Typically, the horse wiU turn its head 
to look at the veteran, who extends both 
hands and waits. When the curious horse 
approaches, the potential takes place for 
a connection between horse and human. 
These interactions can spark connections 
that result in life-changing, long-lasting 
breakthroughs. 

On Day 3, the veterans and the 
WarHorse staff meet for breakfast and 
share thoughts and goodbyes before 
returning home. 


An hour’s drive from the equine cen¬ 
ter, at the Foxie G Foundation in Union 
Bridge, Md., Calhoun busies herself with 
a new arrival from Beyond the Wire. Five 
Foxie G retirees moved to the Maryland 
Agriculture and Farm Park; Another Badge 
is about to join them. 

The 5-year-old mare ran 21 times and 
earned $69,019 before a left-hock infection 
forced retirement. Difficult to ride at the 
racetracks, she’s become kind and friendly 
in retirement.

Social animals 


“The horses are very social,” says Cal¬ 
houn, who owns The Foxie G Founda¬ 
tion with husband Jerry. “A lot of them 
are about being out in the field with their 
[equine] friends. Others, like the ones I’m 
sending to the programs at the equine cen¬ 
ter, want to be with people. They’re used 
to human contact, and if I could have a 
wish it would be that every one of them 
could have their own person. They want 
that contact.” 

Outside Maryland, the WarHorse pro¬ 
gram uses only Thoroughbred Aftercare 
Alliance-approved farms for its horses. But 
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Like Calhoun, Beyond the Wire pro¬ 
gram director Jessica Hammond sees these 
programs as a rare way for under-utilized 
Thoroughbreds to perform a valuable ser¬ 
vice. 

“Most of the horses we see are ride- 
able,” Hammond says. “They’re re-homed 
for riding or hunting. Now, this is another 
option for a horse with special needs. A 
place to go. A job to do.” 

With her retirees going off to work, 
Calhoun says she will be able to take in 
others she might not have had room for. 

“We don’t have a formal contract, just 
an understanding,” Calhoun says. “We are 
working together. We supply all the horses 
for the program and they take care of all 
of their expenses while they are in service 
there. That means so much. Just for them 
to cover all the costs. It frees up spots here 
for other horses to come into our farm.” 

In six months, she speculates, she can 
re-home three to six other horses. 

“It’s what I specialize in,” she says. “I’m 
home to horses with injuries that need 
rehabbing from arthritis to chips in knees 
to broken sesamoids. Horses that need 
care for six to nine months.” 

Some heal and return to the racetrack; 
some can’t go back to the track, but they 
get retrained and often adopted. Certain 
rescues eventually get adopted too; others 
stay at Foxie G as retirees. 

Berger hopes the equine center pro¬ 
grams she oversees will bring attention 
to these horses and lead to more adop¬ 
tions. Cherkosly, the WarHorse executive, 
says horses who participate in the pro¬ 
gram become “happier, healthier and more 
adoptable.” 

To protect the interests of horse and 
human, WarHorse participants must wait 
six months before adopting a program 
partner. 

“Many of the veterans who go through 
the program have never had anything to 
do with a horse prior to going through 
the program,” Berger says. “They may 
form an attachment to their horse, but 
they don’t know what it means to own a 
horse, what facilities they need, how to 
care for it. Over those six months, if they 
are serious about it, it gives them a chance 
to find out the things they need to know 
and determine whether they can handle the 
commitment.” 

Calhoun says program videos’ spo¬ 
ken tales evince the moving interactions 
between veterans and horses. 

“I am always surprised, and yet I 
shouldn’t be,” she says, “I know if I’m 
having a bad day and one walks up and 


tucks his head under my arm, it’s an 'Oh 
my God’ feeling. It just restores you.” 

And the horses. ^

Horses from The Foxie G Foundation 

Rift: A Maryland-bred by the late great Not For Love out of stakes winner 
Indian Head Penny (by Waquoit). Sold for $120,000 as a yearling but had chronic 
soundness issues. Retired to Foxie G in 2014. The 10-year-old can’t be ridden but 
is sound in the pasture and loves people. 

“Drama,” an 8-year-old gelding (never named with The Jockey Club) was 
training to race when he bowed a tendon in 2013. Adopted out by Foxie G and 
returned when diagnosed with Kissing Spines disease (pain-causing bone attached 
to vertebra). Can’t be ridden, but a friendly, confident horse who eagerly interacts 
with people. 

Come Home Cate: Maryland-bred mare won $29,552 in 22 starts. Adopted as 
a show horse but didn’t enjoy it and returned to Foxie G. Very sociable at age 13. 

Turn the Tables: A 13-year-old survivor. Maryland-bred by El Corredor out of 
Power Play (by Fast Play). Bred by Nancy Leonard, she sold for $100,000 as a year¬ 
ling. Years later, she was rescued by Foxie G with personal and financial help from 
Leonard. Her sweet nature bespeaks potential as a therapy horse. 

Start Swinging: The 7-year-old Maryland-bred, by Jump Start, won $63,791 
before chips and arthritis in both knees ended her career. Retired in 2017, she can’t 
be ridden but is sound on the ground and “great to work around.” 

Another Badge: Came to Foxie G from Beyond the Wire. She earned $69,019 
before being retired. Not always compliant on the track, she’s mellowed enough at 
age 5 to become a therapeutic companion. 

Horses from Sagamore Farm 

Fifty Two: The 7-year-old Grand Slam homebred raced for a different owner 
before Sagamore reacquired him toward the end of his career. The five-time win¬ 
ner of $77,065 is the tallest horse in the stables. 

Go Hard: The 4-year-old unraced Candy Ride (Arg) gelding is inquisitive, 
accepting and engaging with humans. 

Done Done Done: The 9-year-old Latent Heat gelding won a couple of races 
and retired as a track pony for several years. A big horse with a giant personality. 

Crooked Bridge: Known as Alma at the equine center, the 2-year-old Verrazano 
fiUy can’t be ridden for conformation issues but has a sweet disposition. Too young 
for the WarHorse program, she’ll be used by other programs at the center. 
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Doctor Yes 

Parx physician Rizen sees to failen jockeys, and 
most anyone else with healthcare needs

T he boy grasped his grandmother’s hand, moved toward the outer 
rail at Delaware Park and beheld the wonder of it all: the clatter¬ 
ing doors of the starting gate, the flash of color and cracks of 
slapping leather, the power of Thoroughbreds racing past with chest¬ 
thumping percussion. 

'T was fascinated by racing,” Brian Rizen said. ''Instead of having pic¬ 
tures of football or baseball players on my bedroom walls, I would have 
pictures of beautiful horses.” 


Years later, the man grasped his satchel 
and hurried toward the outer rail at Parx. A 
race had gone horribly awry—horses lurch¬ 
ing, jockeys flying—and track physician 
Brian Rizen hurried to aid the fallen. 

‘'Several horses and riders went down 
simultaneously, and thank goodness I had 
my best ambulance crew working that 
day,” Rizen said. “They boarded and col¬ 
lared the riders, and I went down to the 
loading dock, and it looked like a scene 
from There’s four ambulances, 

a jockey in each ambulance, and one of 
them was Anibal Prado. He had a broken 
arm, and I put a splint on. Then I got to 
Tony Black, he was bad, really bad. He had 
a crushed pelvis, multiple broken bones, I 
had to stabilize him and ship him ASAP to 
a local hospital; he had a very bad concus¬ 
sion.” 

Smitten by the sights and sounds of 
Thoroughbred racing as a child, Rizen 
never thought his life’s work as a physi¬ 
cian would one day take him back to the 
racetrack. But after many years in private 
practice, that’s exactly where Rizen found 
himself Instead of retiring, he became a 
Parx doctor. 


A white-haired, affable whirlwind, 
Rizen seems in perpetual motion, relish¬ 
ing the time he spends with those who 
seek his services. Yes, he cares for those 
who risk their lives on horseback, but the 
“Jock Doc” moniker diminishes his scope: 
He also counts as patients the grooms and 
hotwalkers who often put their horses’ 
weU-being before their own. 

In addition to being on-caU racing days, 
every Tuesday and two Saturday mornings 
each month Rizen opens the door to the 
clinic he founded on the backstretch—in 
the rec haU, no less—which he named in 
memory of the late Parx steward Donald 
C. LeVine. Through the work of Rizen and 
the La SaUe University community nurses 
with whom he works in concert, racetrack 
workers have had their healthcare needs 
tended for nearly two decades. 

“Dr. Rizen cares about us, and under¬ 
stands the sport,” Black said. “He’s a great 
guy, and I really love him.” 

Rizen attended Johns Hopkins Univer¬ 
sity on scholarship, then Temple University 
medical school. Upon graduation, he prac¬ 
ticed in pediatrics and later enlisted in the 
Navy, caring for the dependents of naval 


personnel at Naval Air Station Memphis in 
Millington, Tenn. 

From there, the return to private prac¬ 
tice proved burdensome. 

“I wasn’t making a living,” he said. “I 
had three kids and a mortgage. I was work¬ 
ing odd jobs, doing insurance physicals, 
working in emergency rooms, trying to get 
my private practice established.” 

Rizen learned through a friend that 
the doctor at Keystone Racetrack (now 
Parx) was going away for a week; the track 
needed somebody to manage First Aid 
and do the jockey physicals. Might he be 
interested? 

“I said, ‘Darn right I would be interest¬ 
ed,’” he recalled. “I did it for a week, and I 
loved it. And I got friendly with the nurse, 
a woman named Dottie, who ran the show, 
and after my week was up, that was it. So 
afterwards I would go to the races and see 
the horses; I’m a $2 bettor. And every six 
months, I would visit Dottie, give her my 
business card, ask if she needed any help. 
She would say ‘No, we don’t, good to see 
you.’ For four years, I did that. Then she 
called me. She asked if I would like to be 
the third doctor, to fiU in when one of the 
two regular doctors went on vacation. And 
the camel got his nose in the tent.” 

Rizen said he would work about once a 
month—until one of the doctors resigned. 

“They asked, ‘Do you want a job here? 
Do you want to be Dr. Tuesday?’” he said. 
“Of course I did.” 

Rizen stiU works every Tuesday but 
makes himself available 24-7 to anyone 
who needs him. Herman McGill serves as 
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La Salle nurses Mary NIemlec, Paige Wegener, Debbie Jankowski and Angelina Vitale In the 
Donald LeVIne Clinic, which RIzen founded and named for the former Parx steward he treated. 


track doctor Mondays, and they divide days 
on weekends. 

Rizen’s first order of business was learn¬ 
ing basic Spanish. Now, he said, he’s fluent 
enough to communicate with Spanish¬ 
speaking jockeys during physicals. 

He’ll care for track patrons and employ¬ 
ees when the need arises, although diag¬ 
nosing and treating accident-involved jock¬ 
eys remains his priority. To that end, the 
aforementioned late-1990s spill involving 
Black and Prado compelled him to learn 
more about the protocols, here and abroad, 
pertaining to head injuries. 

“I was on the lead in that race, and 
my horse broke its leg at the head of the 
stretch,” recalled Black. “Four other horses 
went over me. I remember Dr. Rizen com¬ 
ing to the hospital; he asked me to sign my 
name on a piece of paper. It wasn’t until 
days later, when I came home, that I real¬ 
ized I was in an accident. That’s how the 
concussion affected me.” 

A second episode many years later only 
furthered Rizen’s interest. Steeplechase 
jockey Paddy Young had suffered a con¬ 
cussion in a fall at Parx; Rizen ran out 
on the course to tend to him before the 
ambulance arrived, and stayed abreast of 
Young’s progress. He happened to be at 
the Radnor Races in Malvern in 2017 when 
Young had a traumatic brain injury after 
another accident. 

Rizen said that Parx implements 
a “safety monitor,” but not a bona-fide 
jockey protocol program like that recently 
implemented in Maryland, one of the first 
in the U.S. 

Maryland requires jockeys to undergo 
a “preparticipation physical” that includes 
a SCAT 5 (Sport Concussion Assessment 


Tool) baseline exam. The exams help med¬ 
ical personnel assess a rider’s condition 
after a fall or other riding incident; a jockey 
cannot ride after a head injury until re¬ 
achieving baseline levels. Licensed jockeys 
are examined every year as part of their 
annual physical. 

Rizen covets such a program for Parx. 
“There’s a wave coming, but right now it’s 
only a ripple,” he said. “We need that here.” 

Said Black: “My personal mission is to 
get that concussion protocol at Parx. Right 
now, if a jockey hits the ground hard, it’s 
totally up to him if he wants to continue 
to ride. It’s important to get that protocol 
for the rider’s safety, as well as the safety of 
those he’s riding against in a race.” 

An Illuminating Diagnosis 

Rizen had been working at Parx for 
more than a decade before he made his 
first trip to the backstretch, a visit precipi¬ 
tated by an experience that deeply affected 
him. 

“One day a young woman came to me 
for a physical to get her jockey license 
renewed, and although she was a college 
graduate, she had the shabbiest clothes on 
I’d ever seen in my life,” he said. “I asked 
her, 'What’s your story?’ She told me she 
used to be a jockey when she was younger, 
and then her husband got a good job with 
the Navy as a civil employee and accepted 
an opportunity for early retirement, choos¬ 
ing a lump sum payment rather than a pen¬ 
sion with health benefits.” 

Soon after, Rizen said, her husband 
developed progressive multiple sclerosis, 
and medical expenses quickly sapped their 
savings. The woman had too much pride 
to consider welfare. Rizen wondered how 


many others at the track encountered simi¬ 
lar experiences. 

Later, after going onto the backstretch, 
he said he had an “epiphany.” 

“I had just sold and closed my private 
office and had all this equipment, and I had 
time,” he said. “The backstretch looked 
like a third world to me; people riding on 
bicycles carrying their groceries into what 
I call 'cell blocks.’ And they had no medical 
care. I vowed right at that moment to do 
something about it.” 

Rizen had befriended and ministered to 
the needs of Parx steward Donald LeVine, 
living his final six months with terminal 
cancer. 

“I decided I wanted to open a clinic 
on the backstretch to honor Don,” said 
Rizen. “I tried to bend elbows and get 
support—jockeys, trainers, administrators, 
owners of the track and casino—but every¬ 
body turned a deaf ear.” 

LeVine died in December 2000; on 
Aug. 18, 2001, Rizen’s dream was realized. 
With LeVine’s wife, Lizanne (the sister 
of Grace Kelly, who became princess of 
Monaco), and son Christopher in atten¬ 
dance, a dedication ceremony took place 
at the rec haU. Rizen found a room there 
for the clinic, had it gutted and fumigated, 
added a refrigerator, and installed his medi¬ 
cal equipment. 

The Donald C. LeVine Memorial Clinic 
became the complement to the La Sake 
Community Nurses, with both having 
hours the same days and times. 

“We offer screenings: blood pressure, 
glucose, cholesterol, vision, and vaccina¬ 
tions for influenza and tetanus,” said nurse 
Mary Niemiec. “We’ve called in prescrip¬ 
tions, we’ve made appointments. Anything 
a little complicated wiU go to Dr. Rizen.” 

Niemiec said that trying to relate to 
people who don’t take time for themselves, 
putting horses first, remains the medical 
staff’s greatest challenge. 

“They don’t realize if they don’t take 
care of themselves, they’re no good for the 
horses,” she said. “And they think they can 
treat themselves.” 

On the track’s dark days, Rizen finds 
other causes, considering himself only 
“semi-retired”: He’s the head of the 
department of pediatrics at The Woods 
School in Langhorne, Pa., where he cares 
for 600 brain-injured, autistic, emotion¬ 
ally disturbed or neurologicaUy impaired 
children. 

Here again, Rizen looks out and sees 
beauty and danger and one more way to 
make a difference. ^ 
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Elated 

Breeder/co-owner Dilschneider delights in 
emphatic Grade 2 Delaware Handicap score

A dele Dilschneider had never been 
to Delaware Park. She picked the 
perfect time to make her first visit. 
Elate, a filly she bred and owns in part¬ 
nership with Claiborne Farm, was making 
her first start in more than eight months, 
returning in the $750,000 Delaware Handi- 
cap-G2 July 14 after an outstanding 3-year- 
old campaign in which she won the Ala¬ 
bama and Beldame stakes, both Grade 1 s. 

Dilschneider was impressed by the 
Stanton oval’s lush, shady paddock and the 
hospitality shown her and Dell Hancock, 
who’d traveled with her from Kentucky. 
Through the years, Dilschneider and 
Claiborne have bred and raced many top 
Thoroughbreds in partnership, including 
champion Blame, fellow Grade 1 winners 
Arch and Lea, and the graded stakes- 
winning filly Yell, the granddam of Elate. 

Though unfamiliar to Dilschneider, 
Delaware Park was known to Elate. 
She’d won her first stakes there, the Light 
Hearted, in June 2017. 

The Light Hearted had propelled Elate 
into the country’s top 3-year-old filly races: 
She placed in the Coaching Club American 
Oaks-Gl before her Alabama and Beldame 
victories. In the Grade 1 Breeders’ Cup 
Distaff at Del Mar in early November, she 
finished a lackluster fourth behind Forever 
Unbridled. 

Trainer BiU Mott said Elate’s coat was 
duU before that race and her performance 
cycle ebbing. 

Mott eased up on Elate early this year 
for a shin problem and brought her back 
for the 81st Delaware Handicap. The class 
of the eight-horse field, she looked the 
part as she stroUed into the paddock for 
the 10-furlong contest, the centerpiece of 
the Delaware Park meet.

“It’s so nice here, so gorgeous —and 
Elate shone like a star,” commented 
Dilschneider. “I hadn’t seen her since 
March down in Florida, and today she just 
blew me away.” 

The Del ’Cap outcome was never in 
doubt. With one of New York’s leading 
jockeys, Jose Ortiz, Elate swept into strik¬ 
ing position entering the far turn, coUared 
85-1 shot Sneaky Betty at the head of 
the stretch and never wavered, rolling 
to a deceptively easy 3%-length victory. 
Completing the 1% miles in 2:04.83, she 
earned $400,000 for a career total of 
$1,270,325. 

The dominant performance likely 
stamped Elate as one of the nation’s best 
older fillies entering the second half of the 
season. 


“She felt really good,” Ortiz said. “I 
think this year she’s more mature, more 
powerful. She grew a little bit, which is 
amazing because she already was huge.” 

Mott said the 4-year-old daughter of 
Medaglia d’Oro weighed 1,248 pounds 
before shipping to Delaware from his base 
at Saratoga, just a few pounds less than 
robust Triple Crown winner Justify. 

“She’s a lot of filly,” said Mott. And 
he added: “We knew she was capable of 
winning a race like this off the layoff if we 
had her right. Her works were good. They 
were good and solid, and we kept her in 
company for a few of those. It made her 
take a little more out of herself” 

Mott targeted the Personal Ensign 
Stakes-Gl, Aug. 25 at Saratoga, as Elate’s 
likely next start and cited another chance 
at the Breeders’ Cup Distaff (this year at 
Churchill Downs) as the ultimate goal. 

“We gave her a lot of time,” Mott said. 
“Now you can see she’s in good form, and 
we hope she can hold this form through 
the end of the year.” 

Dilschneider was joyous, nearly speech¬ 
less, during the winner’s circle presentation. 

“I’m so excited, and the race was every¬ 
thing I was hoping for,” she said. “I’m 
going to watch the replay a hundred times.” 

Undercard Action 

On the Del ’Cap undercard. New 
Jersey-bred Golden Brown showed his 
affinity for the lawn in the $200,000 Grade 
3 Kent Stakes for 3-year-olds with a game 
score at 15-1. Under Jairo Rendon, the son 
of Office Wild covered the IVs miles in 
1:48.06, less than a second off the course 
mark. It was his first stakes win. 

Stonehedge LLC’s Always Sunshine 
came from slightly off the pace to prevail 
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‘She grew a little bit/jockey Jose Ortiz said of 
Elate (above), ‘which Is amazing because she 
already was huge. ’ Golden Brown, under Jairo

Bargain Counter 

Redeem My Heart becomes Girten’s 
latest undervalued overachieving horse

T rainer Tim Girten has a knack for 
buying inexpensive yearlings at auc¬ 
tion and turning a nifty profit. His 
latest diamond in the rough: Redeem My 
Heart. 

A Pennsylvania-bred Redeemed filly 
Girten plucked from the 2017 Fasig-Tipton 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale at Timonium 
for $5,000, Redeem My Heart broke her 
maiden at first asking July 29. But that 
barely tells the tale. On the way to a run¬ 
away score at 5y2 furlongs the 2-year-old 
engaged Scowling Ridge from the outset 
and blazed through fractions of :21.91 
and :45.44. As Scowling Ridge folded at 


the head of the lane. Redeem My Heart 
powered away to an 8%-length victory in 
1:04.77 for Girten and co-owner Muirfield 
Farm. 

“This first-time starter is leaving this 
field in her wake!” exclaimed Presque Isle 
track announcer Robin Burns, who noted 
her “eye-opening” first quarter. “She came 
out a runner here. It is Redeem My Heart 
in a rocking-chair ride” by Scott Spieth. 

The Equibase chart also referenced the 
wicked pace, describing Redeem My Heart 
as “dueling in very fast time.” 

Girten said he was moved, not sur¬ 
prised, by Redeem My Heart’s smash 


debut. “I knew back in February, when she 
started training, that she was going to be 
fast,” he said. Others apparently shared the 
insight. Redeem My Heart played to 3-1 in 
a field of eight. 

A May 1 foal of average size. Redeem 
My Heart has “a really nice hind end and 
is very correct,” Girten said. Redeem My 
Heart, bred in Pennsylvania by William E. 
Riddle Jr. and out of the Clever Trick mare 
Miss Gemstone, is a half-sister to allow¬ 
ance winners Citrine Harbor and Firey 
Diamond. 

Girten has made news with other inex¬ 
pensive buys. Last year, he won Presque 
Isle’s $125,000 Mark McDermott Stakes 
for Pennsylvania-bred 2-year-olds with 
Oldz four for tytwo, a gelding purchased 
out of the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky year¬ 
ling sale for $3,500 by Leland Hayes and 
later bought privately by Girten for not 
much more. The Pennsylvania-bred son of 
Offiee Wild also finished third in the Fitz 
Dixon Jr. Memorial Juvenile Stakes and 
won a Presque Isle optional claimer Aug. 6. 
That victory, his third in eight starts, hiked 
his earnings to $131,465. 

Girten completed a sweep of Presque 
Isle’s Pennsylvania-bred juvenile stakes in 
2017 when the filly Stardoza, a $14,000

yearling buy, won the $100,000 Mrs. Henry 
D. Paxson Memorial. Redeem My Heart, 
Girten said, could try to duplicate the feat. 

On July 8, Girten won the $100,000 
Leematt Stakes with 22-1 shot Beyond 
Smart, whom he co-owns with Donald L. 
Brown Jr. and Muirfield Farm. A 7-year- 
old son of Smart Strike bred by George 
Strawbridge Jr., Beyond Smart began his 
career in England at 2, won the Crowd 
Pleaser at Parx at 3 and resided in various 
stables before entering Girten’s Erie barn 
just before the Leematt. Rejuvenated in his 
new digs, the bay gelding had won three 
straight races, bringing his career totals to 
lO-for-40 and $321,019. 

Girten began training in 1994 and sta¬ 
bles at Presque Isle during the spring and 
summer. He lives in Florida the rest of the 
season, leasing a farm near Ocala at which 
he breaks and trains young horses. 

One of his best early runners was 
the tough-as-nails Little AUadin Rib, an 
Ohio-bred whose many stakes victories at 
Thistledown included the $100,000 Best 
of Ohio Endurance Championship Stakes 
at Beulah Park in 1996. The gelding ended 
his career in 2001 with 23 wins, 19 seconds 
and 16 thirds in 98 starts, and $379,620. 

Girten enjoyed a career-best year 
in 2017 with 29 winners of $589,608. 
Through the first week of August, he’d 
saddled 13 winners of $322,713. 

ROSE TREE BLOSSOMS AGAIN 

The complement to the Leematt 
Stakes proved a compliment to Rose Tree. 
Buttonwood Farm’s 4-year-old filly ended 
14 winless months by unleashing a potent 
rally in the $100,000 Northern Fling for 
Pennsylvania-bred fillies and mares. 

Trained by Jonathan Sheppard, the 
champion Pennsylvania-bred juvenile fiUy 
of 2016 covered a mile in 1:37.37. 

With Andrew Wolfsont aboard. Rose 
Tree advanced from deep in the 12-horse 
field to score by iy4 lengths at 8-to-L 
Off the board only twice in 10 starts, she 
pushed her bankroll to $231,938 with her 
fourth victory and second stakes score. 

NAUGHTY ‘AMY’ 

Fans of the popular sitcom The Big Bang 
Theory doubtless took note at the name of 
Amy Farah Fowler in the May 21 program, 
the filly’s debut at Presque Isle Downs. 

Named for the brainy microbiolo¬ 
gist girlfriend of lead character Sheldon 
Cooper, Amy Farah Fowler made a last¬ 
ing impression on Presque Isle punters 
that evening. First she ran off in the post 


parade. Then she shied three times from 
the right-handed whip of jockey Huber 
Villa-Gomez. Then she lugged in to the 
wire—and won by 5% lengths. 

Her stretch-running antics prompted 
a foul claim by second-place jockey Scott 
Spieth. The order of finish stood. 

The 2-year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
daughter of Astrology recorded three bul¬ 
lets in four breezes before her next start, 
July 5, an open allowance at 5y2 furlongs. 
Hammered at the windows, Amy Farah 
Fowler went off at 1-5 and again showed a 
flair for the dramatic. 

Amy’ was brought to the paddock by 
two handlers, yet still managed to get loose. 
Eventually apprehended, she was checked 
by a veterinarian, cleared to race and placed 
in the starting gate. She broke like a shot 
and then dueled with two others. 

Amy’ spurted away from them and 
sped away to a 4-length lead down the lane. 


a lead that increased to nearly 9 lengths by 
the time she crossed the finish line, again 
under Villa-Gomez. 

Bred by Blackstone Farm and pur¬ 
chased by trainer Ron Potts for $8,500 
at last year’s Fasig-Tipton Eastern Fall 
yearling sale, Amy Farah Fowler followed 
that score with a second-place run in the 
Colleen Stakes at Monmouth. In three out¬ 
ings for owner Potts, she’s earned $54,900. 

PRESQUE ISLE PURCHASE 

In mid-July, Eldorado Resorts, the com¬ 
pany that owns Presque Isle Downs &

Hard Hitter 

With NFL ties, Eiysea’s Worid upends 
stabiemate in WinStar Matchmaker

E iysea’s World (Ire) showed her athleti¬ 
cism, toughness and will to win by ral¬ 
lying past stabiemate Dream Awhile 
for a thrilling neck-length victory in the 
Grade 3 WinStar Matchmaker Stakes at 
Monmouth Park July 29. Perhaps she got 
those attributes from some of her owners. 

On a stacked Haskell Day undercard, 
the 5-year-old Chad Brown trainee cap¬ 
tured her second graded stakes for Sheep 
Pond Partners and All Pro Racing. All 


Pro Racing is the nom de course for 
Vince Wilfork, Devin McCourty and Jerod 
Mayo, who together earned five Super 
Bowl rings and nine National Football 
League All-Pro selections while starring 
for the New England Patriots. The retired 
Wilfork and Mayo and active McCourty 
once comprised the Patriots’ three defen¬ 
sive captains, Wilfork leading the linemen, 
Mayo the linebackers and McCourty the 
secondary. 


“Their partnership with us is awesome,” 
said Sol Kumin of Sheep Pond Partners. 
“Vince is a buddy of mine, and we had 
spent some time with Chad, who a few 
years ago said, ‘Hey, look: If I find a nice 
Euro, it would be fun to do one together.’ ” 

Oceanic Bloodstock agent Michel 
Zerolo had bought some horses for Sheep 
Pond in Europe and found Eiysea’s World, 
then 2, in France. Kumin said he and 
Brown inspected and liked her, though 
he couldn’t precisely recall the purchase 
price—around $200,000. 

“Then we called Vince and said, ‘This is 
the price range we talked about,’ and Vince 
said, ‘We’re in.’ And they took the other 
half, and it’s been a lot of fun.” 

By multiple Grade 1 winner Champs 
Elysees (GB) out of the unraced Irish-bred 
Ideal World, by Singspiel (Ire), Eiysea’s 
World sold for $31,900 at the 2014 Arqana 
Deauville October Yearlings Sale. She won 
her first start, an open-maiden race at 
Chantilly, France, in June 2015, after which 
Sheep Pond made the deal and brought her 
to America. 



Eiysea’s World (7), urged by Jose Ortiz in the Matchmaker, proved a neck better than Chad Brown-trained stabiemate Dream Awhile as their rivalry intensified. 
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In a developing rivalry against Joseph 
Allen’s Dream Awhile, her younger stable- 
mate, Elysea’s World persevered in a deep- 
stretch battle on the Monmouth turf. The 
victory, her fifth in 20 starts and second 
Grade 3, pushed her earnings to $502,383. 

“Obviously, she’s been a very good 
horse for us,” said Kumin. “She’s got some 
good residual value.” 

Elysea’s World also finished a neck 
better than Dream Awhile in Gulfstream 
Park’s Suwannee River Stakes-G3 Feb. 10. 
In their next encounter. Dream Awhile 
stumbled at the start and stiU reached 
the wire first in Monmouth’s Eatontown 
Stakes-G3 June 30; Elysea’s World, car¬ 
rying seven more pounds, finished 2% 
lengths back in third. 

For her salty Eatontown performance. 
Dream Awhile raced as the 7-10 favorite in 
the WinStar Matchmaker; Elysea’s World, 
carrying equal weight, was the 4-1 third 
choice among seven runners. 

Jockey Jose Ortiz, who rode the winner, 
disliked his chances deep into the race. 
Up to the quarter-mile pole, Ortiz said, he 
thought Elysea’s World had no means to 
catch Dream Awhile as both horses rallied. 
At the sixteenth pole, with Elysea’s World 
digging in tenaciously, Ortiz said he finally 
believed. 

Dream Awhile, under Joe Bravo, fin¬ 
ished 5 lengths better than third-place 
Special Event as the Brown-trained duo 
stole the show. 

“In a situation like this, you’re hoping 
for a dead heat, and we almost got it,” 
Brown said. “These fillies are so close. 
They were equal weights, which made a 
difference. I thought both of them got 
good trips. They were a nose apart; they’re 
that close in ability.” 

Kumin, meanwhile, praised Elysea’s 
World’s grit and consistency. 

“She always shows up,” he said. “Look 
at some of the horses who beat her,” men¬ 
tioning two-time female turf champion 
Tepin. “When she got up there right at the 
wire, it was awesome.” 

The owners of the top three WinStar 
Matchmaker finishers receive a stallion 
season to one of three WinStar stal-

lions, with the winners of the race get¬ 
ting first pick among 2016 Haskell win¬ 
ner Exaggerator, 2016 Breeders’ Cup Mile 
winner Tourist and multiple graded stakes 
winner Commissioner. 

But Elysea’s World, who has also tangled 
with Grade 1 winners Catch a Glimpse and 
Time and Motion, is likely headed to the 
sales ring in November following another 
race or two. A date with a WinStar stallion 
may be moot. 

“You don’t have to use the share for 
Elysea’s World; we can use it for a different 
horse,” Kumin said. “I think our plan will 
be to sell her because she’s 5, and that’s 
probably the right time to sell her. That’s 
part of our program. We have to take the 
dollars and recycle them to buy the next 
horse.” ^

Road Warrior 

Van rides through the mountains 
inspire 9-year-oid vet Heip a Brother

L ewis Craig Jr. has said the 9-year- 
old gelding Help a Brother actually 
enjoys the 250-mile van ride across the 
Appalachian Mountains from the Eastern 
Panhandle of West Virginia to its Northern 
Panhandle. The results of the long journey 
seem to support the case. 

Help a Brother made his 10th such 
trip to race in a $25,100 West Virginia- 
bred allowance event that kicked off the 
Aug. 4 West Virginia Derby program at 
Mountaineer Casino, Racetrack & Resort. 
Like last year, it proved a fruitful trip. 

With Mountaineer-based rider Luis 
Batista aboard. Help a Brother quickly 
took command and puUed away to a sharp 
6V4-length victory in 1:10.25 for 6 fur¬ 
longs on a track rated fast. A year ago, he 
won the same type of race on the same 
Mountaineer card in 1:11.31. 

Craig’s management has allowed Help 
a Brother to continue racing in West 
Virginia-bred allowance and stakes com¬ 
pany. The son of Windsor Castle out 
of the Seacliff mare Kom Kim Lass is a 
homebred owned and trained by Craig 


and based at Hollywood Casino at Charles 
Town Races, where he is popular with the 
local fan base. With the August allowance 
score. Help a Brother picked up a check for 
$14,558 to put his earnings about $17,000 
shy of $400,000. 

“He’s an older horse now, so I usually 
run him about five times a year,” Craig 
said. “I look for specific races for him and 
try to spot him as well as I can.” 

The goal each year for Craig and other 
horsemen with West Virginia-bred runners 
is the West Virginia Breeders Classics pro¬ 
gram at Charles Town in October. Help a 
Brother has made his mark that night, rac¬ 
ing in the Onion Juice Stakes the last four 
years with two wins, a second and a fourth. 

The Aug. 4 Mountaineer sprint his sec¬ 
ond straight victory. Help a Brother was 
striding purposefully toward the Oct. 13 
Classics program. 

“We might squeeze in a race before 
then, but maybe not,” Craig said. “I try to 
give him the best of care. He spends a lot 
of time on a farm in between races.” 


‘T REX’ PREYS AGAIN 

The final race of the Derby card was a 
companion state-bred allowance event for 
filli es and mares. And the winner of that 
race in 2017-David Raim’s T Rex Express, 
trained by Jeff Runco—won again. 

Local rider Luis Quinones was aboard 
the 5-year-old Warrior’s Reward mare 
who won by 6% lengths in 1:10.94 for 
6 furlongs to push her earnings beyond 
$269,000. T Rex Express, now 3-for-3 
at Mountaineer, last fall finished second 
in the West Virginia “Cavada” Breeders 
Classic for fillies and mares at 7 furlongs. 

Out of the Maria’s Mon mare Chocolate 
Mon, T Rex Express was bred by Mr. and 
Mrs. John Link. 

MR FREEZE HEATS UP 

This year’s Grade 3 West Virginia 
Derby for 3-year-olds carried a purse of 
$500,000-down from $750,000 in recent 
years —but still attracted a nine-horse 
field. The winner, Jim Bakke and Gerald 
Isbister’s Mr Freeze, romped home by 8 
lengths under Robby Albarado in a brisk 
1:47.95 for IVs miles. He appears to have 
plenty of upside. 

By To Honor and Serve out of the 
Tabasco Cat mare Heavenly Cat, Mr Freeze 
was purchased by trainer Dale Romans 
as agent for $75,000 at the Keeneland 
September yearling sale. The colt has 
three wins in four starts for earnings of 
$434,400; the West Virginia Derby was his 
first stakes victory. 

“He ran really well,” Romans said. “We 
think he’s a special horse, and I’m pretty 
sure we haven’t seen the best of him.” 

Romans had won the Derby once 
before, taking the 2006 running with Bright 
One, who romped by nearly 6 lengths. 

The West Virginia Derby purse was 
reduced this year in an effort to help 
maintain overnight purses at Mountaineer. 
Nonetheless, the track had two graded 
stakes on the program for the first time 
with the $200,000 West Virginia Governor’s 
Stakes for 3-year-olds and up elevated to 
Grade 3 status. 

Trainer Brad Cox took the top two 
spots in the 1 Vi 6-mile race with Leofric, 
owned by Steve Landers Racing, and Term 
of Art, owned by Calumet Farm. It marked 
the first stakes win for the 5-year-old 
Candy Ride (Arg) horse, who finished 
second in the Razorback Handicap-G3 at 
Oaklawn Park in February. ^

Return to Splendor 

Kobiskie, PTK ship in to win Twixt 
with New York-bred fiiiy Stiii There

A promising 4-year-old on dirt, Still 
There had dawdled her way to a lus¬ 
terless finish in a New York-bred turf 
allowance at Belmont Park June 29. Eager 
for an antidote, trainer Dane Kobiskie 
found the tonic in the very place that 
helped launch his career. 

In her first start at Laurel Park, Still 
There made quick work of the Twixt 
Stakes, managing 7 furlongs in a spry 
1:21.72 with a 3y2-length victory over Lake 
Ponchatrain. 

“It’s good to be back when you win 
like this. We’ve just been gone for a few 
years,” said Kobiskie, a Mid-Atlantic stal¬ 
wart for years before moving his base to 
Kentucky. “I brought a few horses to run 
this weekend, and she was the main reason 
for coming. 

“She’s a New York-bred, and I had run 
her on the grass up there because they 


didn’t have any long dirt races for her. She 
didn’t like the grass at aU and this was our 
[next] option. The race came up a little bit 
tougher than I thought it would, but we 
decided to go ahead and run anyway.” 

Jockey Jevian Toledo positioned StiU 
There ideally in third behind a pair of 
dueling leaders down the backstretch. The 
lightly-raced filly advanced three wide 
around the turn, took the lead at the top 
of the stretch and drew clear of her com¬ 
petition through the stretch. 

“I just put her in a great spot, and when 
I asked her, she gave me everything she 
had,” Toledo said. “I had plenty of horse. 
In the last part, I just put my stick away.” 

Before running poorly in her turf 
debut. Still There had gone 2-for-2 for 
owner PTK LLC. She won her first start 
April 18 at Keeneland and her second at 


Belmont Park, an off-the-turf New York- 
bred allowance, six week later. 

PTK bought the daughter of Union 
Rags for $160,000 at the Fasig-Tipton New 
York-bred sale in Saratoga as a yearling 
in 2015 from breeder Joanne Nielsen’s 
Sunnyfield Farm. 

■ Trainer Eddie Pies a shipped Miz 
Mayhem to Laurel from Florida to win the 
$100,000 Stormy Blues Stakes July 7. It was 
the third stakes win in a row—and fifth 
consecutive victory overall—for the 3-year- 
old daughter of Yesbyjimminy out of the 
Forest Camp mare Forest Retreat. Edgard 
Zayas has been aboard all five. 

“It was a different trip than I was used 
to—normally, the wins she’s had have been 
from the outside stalking the pace, if not 
on the lead,” said Zayas. “Today she was 
a little bit nervous going into the gate, and 
she broke a bit slow, so it was a completely 
different scenario, [but] she made it work 
out. She’s aU class, really. She’s an amazing 
fiUy” 

Owned and bred by Plesa’s wife, Laurie, 
Miz Mayhem stalked the pace as 1-2 favor¬ 
ite, angled clear around the turn and rallied 
to prevail by E4 lengths. She covered 5 A 
furlongs in 1:01.69. 

■ An hour before Miz Mayhem’s stakes 
win, Whereshetoldmetogo won the 
$75,000 Concern Stakes. The Maryland- 
bred took the road less traveled on Laurel’s 
main track, never leaving the rail during the 
7-furlong stakes for 3-year-olds. 

Black Cloud Stable LLC’s $7,000 year¬ 
ling purchase has produced a silver lining: 
The son of El Padrino has won five of 13 
starts and $218,570. 

“That was a very good performance 
from a maturing horse,” said Black Cloud 
managing partner Mark Esposito. 

Whereshetoldmetogo relaxed a few 
lengths off the early pace for jockey Jeremy 
Rose. He advanced inside of horses around 
the turn, took second at the top of stretch, 
wrested the lead from Old Time Revival at 
the sixteenth pole and inched clear late to 
win by three-quarters of a length. 

“I rode [Old Time Revival] in the 
Gotham and the Wood, so I knew his 
antics,” Rose said. “As soon as I left the 
paddock, I was going to stay on the rail 
every step, and it worked out.” 

I Crabcakes was fresh July 26. Last year’s 
Maryland Million Distaff winner and 
Maryland-bred champion made a success¬ 
ful seasonal reappearance at Laurel by win¬ 
ning a 6-furlong allowance race in 1:08.84. 











It was the first start since November for 
the 4-year-old trained by Bernie Houghton 
and owned by Morgan’s Ford Farm. 

Two-time stakes winner Shimmering 
Aspen, herself back from an eight-month 
layoff, took a quick lead before Crabcakes 
and jockey Forest Boyce engaged her. By 
the top of the lane. Shimmering Aspen 
had had enough; Crabcakes moved clear 
and held off a nonthreatening late rally 
by runner-up Hailey’s Flip to score by VA 
lengths. Shimmering Aspen finished third. 
Moon Virginia fourth and last. 

“I was thinking down the backside that 
Forest was in a perfect spot,” trainer 
Houghton said. ‘T sent down specific 
instructions to take a hold of her a little bit 
and save her just in case she is a little tired 
her first race back. 

“When she made the move around 
the turn, I thought she might have moved 
to soon, but you could see [Shimmering 
Aspen] was getting a little tired, and Forest 
said she could have turned her loose any 
time she wanted to.”

Uptown Girl 

Grandma Gertie proves dazzling 
in season’s first race for juveniles

H ope. Promise. Optimism. Dreams of 
something special danced through 
horsemen’s minds as the first 
2-year-olds of the season paraded to the 
post at Parx Racing July 9. For Uptown- 
charlybrown Stud LLC and trainer Ed 
Coletti Jr., the dream quickly materialized. 

Their charge, Grandma Gertie, left five 
other unraced fillies groping for lesser 
shares as she blasted off to a 7!/4-length 
victory at 4y2 furlongs. The margin could 
have been greater had jockey Mychel 
Sanchez sought. 

“She had been training really well in the 
morning,” Coletti said, “and we thought 
she would do well against open company.” 


The 6-5 favorite. Grandma Gertie took 
an immediate lead under Sanchez, expand¬ 
ed it to 3 lengths at the quarter pole, to 6 in 
midstretch and finished under wraps. The 
Pennsylvania-bred bay got the distance in 
:53.96, a feat worth $37,800. 

Nearly 20 people greeted Grandma 
Gertie in the winner’s circle, a fractional 
number of partners that owns a piece 
of her and other runners campaigned 
by Uptowncharlybrown Stud. Bob Hutt, 
president of the partnership group, raced 
Uptowncharlybrown and moved him to 
stallion duty in 2013. An 11-year-old son 
of Limehouse, Uptowncharlybrown car¬ 
ried a bargain-proving $ 1,500-pay-when-

you-win stud fee this season at Diamond B 
Farm in Mohrsville, Pa. 

The day before Grandma Gertie’s romp, 
another daughter of Uptowncharlybrown, 
Dixie Serenade, became his first stakes 
winner when she captured Belmont Park’s 
$150,000 Victory Ride Stakes-G3 at 47-1, 
also with Sanchez aboard for Coletti. It 
represented the first graded stakes win for 
stallion, trainer, jockey and owner. 

“I was thinking Dixie Serenade had a 
real good shot at hitting the board, and she 
ended up winning the race,” said Coletti. 

A 29-year veteran and third-generation 
trainer, Coletti appears destined for his 
first miUion-doUar year. Through August 
8, he’d won 25 of 104 starts (24 percent), 
finished in the money nearly half the time, 
and reaped purses of $905,447. 

“We’ve got real nice 2-year-olds, and 
everything that Uptowncharlybrown 
throws runs,” said Coletti. “And Bob 
[Hutt] has been great, supporting Uptown¬ 
charlybrown with mares. It’s just been an 
amazing ride.” 

Other Uptowncharlybrown runners 
Coletti conditions includes Midtown- 
charlybrown, winner of seven of 13 starts 
and $202,378, including a second-place 
finish in the Danzig Stakes; Charlybrown’s 
Rose, a multiple allowance winner of 
$118,014, and Wait for It, third in the 
Crowd Pleaser Stakes at Parx July 21 and 
earner of $79,690. 

A former assistant to Uptown¬ 
charlybrown trainer Alan Seewald, Coletti 
has been a fixture on the Parx back- 
stretch through the years. And there are 
more Uptowncharlybrowns waiting to be 
trained. 

Aside from the Uptowncharlybrown 
Stud horses, Coletti conditions Smokin- 
paddylassie for owner Edward Bruzek. A 
3-year-old Pennsylvania-bred daughter of 
Paddy O’Prado, Smokinpaddylassie has 
won half of her six starts, including the 
Beyond the Wire Stakes at Laurel Park in 
March. Second in the New Start Stakes 
at Penn National June 2, she’s earned 
$163,280. 

FIELDER CATCHES SPARTIANOS 

Second-generation horsewoman Marya 
Montoya enjoyed a profitable afternoon 
July 21 when she saddled Waldorf Racing 
Stable’s Fielder to an upset victory in 
the $100,000 Marshall Jenney Stakes for 
Pennsylvania-breds. 

A 4-year-old son of Sidney’s Candy 
bred by HnR Nothhaft Horseracing 
LLC, Fielder won four of five starts from 
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Vision Perfect (8) edged Pool Winner in the Grade 3 Parx Dash and 
helped make trainer Jason Servis’ phenomenal July even better. 


Fielder (5), under Mychel Sanchez, nosed out Spartianos in the 5-furlong 
Jenney to become the second-richest runner for trainer Marya Montoya. 


December 2017 through last April. But a 
duU June 30 allowance effort discouraged 
bettors who made him 16-1. 

Never far off the pace and always wide, 
Fielder took aim at the leaders in deep 
stretch and barely got up in the final jump 
over Spartianos. With a well-timed ride by 
Sanchez, Fielder managed 5 furlongs in 
:57.51 for his first stakes score. 

Out of the Ten Most Wanted mare 
Karakorum Fugitive, Fielder left the Jenney 
5-for-13. His earnings, $205,744, make 
him the second-richest Thoroughbred 
Montoya has trained behind Ever Rider. 
Montoya’s dad, Dennis ‘"Goose” Heimer, 
was a leading conditioner at the Bensalem 
course for many years. 

A SPECIAL SENSE 

Aztec Sense apparently has a spiritual 
connection to Parx. Four times the bay 
gelding has made a pilgrimage to Parx; four 
times he’s found fulfillment. 

His third transcendence touched the 
$100,000 Turning for Home Stakes June 
23. The 5-year-old son of Street Sense 
deftly outperformed seven rivals as the 
favorite and won by nearly 4 lengths over 
Moon Gate Warrior. The runner-up was 
making his first start after a $5,000 claim 
by trainer Lou Linder. 

Trained by Jorge Navarro and ridden by 
Paco Lopez, Aztec Sense entered the lVi6- 
mile test on a three-race winning streak, 
which included the Rough and Ready 
Stakes at Gulfstream Park in February. 

Aztec Sense starred on an afternoon 
dedicated to the Turning for Home pro¬ 


gram, celebrating its 10th anniversary. 
The aftercare program has provided new 
homes and careers to more than 2,500 
Thoroughbreds. 

After the Turning for Home, Aztec 
Sense returned to Parx for a starter allow¬ 
ance July 30 and moved his Parx record 
to 4-for-4. Hammered down to five cents 
on the doUar, he ran true to his backing, 
rolling home unchallenged at 1 mile and 
70 yards and winning by nearly 5 lengths, 
again under Lopez, and has now won all 
five starts this year. 

Since being claimed for $12,500 out 
of a start last October by Navarro, Aztec 
Sense has won five of six starts. 


ONE HOT JULY 

Trainer Jason Servis had Bensalem 
abuzz in July, scoring at tracks up and down 
the East Coast at nearly a 50 percent strike 
rate. One of those victories took place July 
7, when Mr. Amore Stables’ Vision Perfect 
took the $200,000 Parx Dash Stakes-G3 by 
a nose over Pool Winner, from the Alan 
Goldberg barn, with a gritty stretch grind 
under Frankie Pennington. 

The 6-year-old son of PoUard’s Vision 
tracked pacesetter Pool Winner until deep 
stretch, took a short lead and barely held. 
Covering 5 furlongs in :57.18 over a good 
turf course. Vision Perfect improved to 
6-for-29 with earnings of $612,784. ^

Loose Rains 

Historic flooding prompts waves 
of challenges for racetrack officials

I t was not quite “build an ark” time, 
but after nearly 16 inches of rain fell in 
Grantville, Pa., from July 20 through July 
26, Penn National Racing management 
surely was thinking along those lines. 

“The rains certainly caused some 
havoc,” said Eric Johnston, director of 
racing operations. 

Training was canceled several mornings 
and delayed two others. The July 25 card 
ended after the first race when a thunder¬ 
storm unloaded two inches of rain on a 
waterlogged track. 

The National Weather Service reported 
“historic flooding ongoing in the Lower 
Susquehanna Valley,” with the Swatara 
Creek, on the outskirts of Grantville, 
reaching 16.5 feet above flood stage July 
25. It was the second-highest recorded 
level since the weather service began keep¬ 
ing such data in 1975. 

Johnston said the rain inundated the 
turf course, rendering it unusable through 
early August. Consequently, the $100,000 
RobeUino Stakes, scheduled for Aug. 4, had 
to be run on the main track. 

“WeVe been able to maintain decent 
fields despite being off the turf, and 
the handle numbers have been strong 
compared to last year,” said Johnston. 
“However, the loss of the July 25 card has 
set us back for the entire month.” 

WELL MEANT 

Freshman sire Well Spelled got his first 
winner July 26 when Well Graced led near¬ 
ly aU the way in a maiden special weight at 
4y2 furlongs, zipping under the wire almost 
four lengths in front of his nearest rival. 
His debut performance lasted :53.48. 

Owned and trained by Erin McClellan, 
Well Graced was bred by Judy Barrett’s 
Godstone Farm in Littlestown, Pa. His 
dam, Nancy’s Grace (by Attorney), has 
produced four foals and four winners. 


including Graced, a 10-time winner of 
$226,980. 

“I can’t remember when I have been 
more excited winning a race,” said Barrett, 
Pennsylvania’s leading breeder in 2007. 
“We thought Well Graced could win it 
because he was showing so much in the 
morning, but you never know until they 
do.” 

Barrett has bred many stakes winners 
over the years, including Speechifying, 
a daughter of the stallion Activist, who 
stood at her farm. Speechifying captured 
the $250,000 My Juhet Stakes at Parx 
Racing, a 2007 Claiming Horse of the Year 
title by the Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association and more than $500,000 in 
earnings. Another homebred by Activist, 
St John’s Gospel, won the Pennsylvania 
Nursery and two other stakes. 

Barrett said that Nancy’s Grace remains 
a viable broodmare at age 15: She has a 
yearhng colt by Well Spelled and is back in 
foal to him. 

Well Spelled, a son of Spellbinder, was 
an accomplished sprinter who won the 
Jersey Shore Stakes-G3 at Monmouth Park 
and the Gallant Bob Stakes at Parx Racing, 
earning nearly $365,000. He retired to 
Godstone after Barrett became enamored 
with his pedigree and conformation. 

“I love his dam. Well,” said Barrett. 
“Her grandsire is Raja Baba, [whom] I used 
to gallop when I exercised for Del Carroll a 
long time ago. He was a leading 2-year-old 
sire, and Well Spelled is just his type; he 
really resembles him in every way.” 

For Barrett, an epiphany emerged in 
the Gallant Bob, when Well Spelled busted 
loose from the back of the field and blew 
past 2012 champion sprinter Trinniberg. 

“I was hooked,” she said. “Now Well 
Spelled has babies ready to run, and we’U 
see what they can do. In this business, you 
can only be cautiously optimistic and hope 
for a httle luck.” 


If aU goes well, Barrett said. Well Graced 
could be pointed for several Pennsylvania- 
bred stakes this fall. 

A SPORTING PLAN 

Penn National Gaming Inc., owner of 
Penn National Race Course and several 
other tracks across the country, plans to 
introduce sports betting in Pennsylvania 
despite the steep cost. PNG issued a state¬ 
ment in mid-July, which read in part: “We 
anticipate accepting wagers on sporting 
events at our casinos in Mississippi, West 
Virginia, and potentially Pennsylvania 
prior to the start of the National Football 
League’s season opener in September.” 

As Pennsylvania regulators awaited 
the first applications for sports betting, 
PNG and other state gaming companies 
expressed displeasure with the $10 milhon 
license fee and 36 percent tax on wagers. 
As July ended, the state showed no sign of 
amending those terms. 

PNG said it is “continuing to engage 
with state lawmakers” in other jurisdictions 
as well, advocating for regulated sports bet¬ 
ting under a more reasonable framework. 
Meantime, the company was finahzing 
its acquisition of Pinnacle Entertainment, 
the owner of harness oval Meadows in 
Washington, Pa. 

TIME TO SHINE 

He didn’t make his first start until 
October 2017 as a 4-year-old and didn’t 
break his maiden until June 8 as a 5-year- 
old, but SMS Racing’s Division One has 
certainly shown the wait was worth it. 

Through mid-July, the Pennsylvania- 
bred son of Lion Hearted had finished 
third or better in each of four starts, 
winning two. He led throughout a July 
12 allowance sprint against seven fellow 
state-breds, finishing 3 lengths in front of 
Sargent Suds. With a 4-2-0-2 record, he’s 
earned $45,279 for owner-trainer Sherene 
Bracho. 

Out of three-time winner Julies Journey 
(by Jules), Division One is a half-brother to 
$ 125,000-earner Queen’s Rule. 

MAN OF VISION 

Trainer Lou Linder Jr. has had a reward¬ 
ing summer at Penn National, winning 
with five of 16 runners and hitting the 
board four times more, for a winning rate 
of 31 percent and in-the-money rate of 56 
percent. 

Linder’s final strike in July came in the 
first race July 27, when he sent out F and 
F Racing’s Moon Gate Warrior to a rous- 
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ing score in a starter allowance despite a 
very troubled trip. Over a sloppy surface 
at 1 mile and 70 yards, Moon Gate Warrior 
was bumped out of the gate and steadied 
by Silvestre Gonzalez into the congested 
first turn. He bumped with another rival 
approaching the far turn, then found clear 
going. The 5-year-old son of Bernardini 
scampered away down the lane to a nearly 
3-length victory over Built That Way. 


Linder, a native of northeast Philadel¬ 
phia, has been training since 1977. When 
slots money began flowing into Pennsyl¬ 
vania, he took a proactive approach to his 
business, not content to wait for owners to 
contact him as purses began to climb. 

“I worked hard at upgrading my barn,” 
he said. “I went out and talked to people, 
made them aware of the benefits of rac¬ 
ing in Pennsylvania, and made some nice 


contacts. I was able to get horses from 
California, bought and claimed some from 
Kentucky, and got my name out there.” 

Linder had a career-best year in 2013, 
when he won 44 races and $1.2 milli on in 
purses. He was ahead of that pace through 
July with 31 wins and $715,791. ^

Kingsley, Mitchell team up to win 
A.R Smithwick-GI with Show Court

I h man, Mike Smith. . . I mean Mike 
Mitchell. . .” 

Forgive Arch Kingsley for mis¬ 
taking the Hall of Fame flat jockey for 
the steeplechase jockey moments after 
the Grade 1 A.P. Smithwick Memorial 
Handicap at Saratoga Race Course July 30. 

Mitchell improved his record on the 
Kingsley-trained Show Court (Ire) to a 


cool 3-for-3 over hurdles, sneaking up the 
inside of a tiring Personal Start and staving 
off a previously undefeated Iranistan in 
the Grade 1 steeplechase. Owned by South 
Carolinian Mark Buyck Jr. and trained by 
Camden, S.C.-based Kingsley, the 9-year- 
old registered his third hurdle stakes win 
and first open stakes win since exiting 
Dermot Weld’s Irish barn in 2016. 


Kingsley, who won the Smithwick as a 
jockey in 1998 and watched the race with 
valet Harry Rice from the winner’s circle, 
gave aU the credit to Mitchell, a British- 
born, New Zealand-cultivated, now 
American-based jockey who was flawless 
aboard the son of Vinnie Roe. 

“I swear to God, he rides as good as 
anybody here,” Kingsley said. “He puts 
more into it than anyone. He’s done his 
homework, he comes in knowing exactly 
what he wants to do, but he’s totally cool 
about it; he hasn’t overthought it, he isn’t 
freaked out about it.” 

Kingsley shipped seven horses to 
Monmouth Park for the summer and fur¬ 
ther split his division, arriving in Saratoga 
with two horses. Both won. Show Court 
took the rescheduled Smithwick July 30 
and Boss Man, with Mitchell, an allowance 
hurdle two days later. 

“This is what I came up for, right here,” 
Kingsley said after Show Court’s victory. 



The verdict is in: Show Court (7) and rider Mike Mitcheii have bonded beyond a reasonabie doubt, moving to 3-for-3 with the Grade 1 Smithwick score. 
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New Member (Ire) extended himself for jockey Willie McCarthy in the Jonathan Kiser Novice Stakes. 


‘I was confident because he’s a nice horse, 
and he’s doing really well. I knew God was 
going to smile on one of us, and I couldn’t 
be happier with my horse. Everything just 
felt right. There are no variables I can mea¬ 
sure; it’s just a feeling.” 

Mitchell made sure of it, angling 
Show Court from the outside to a sweet 
spot in fourth, buffered from the rapid¬ 
ity of Personal Start, British raider Oskar 
Denarius (Ire) and favorite Iranistan and 
the tardiness of All the Way Jose, Modem 
(GB) and Overwhelming. With a circuit to 
go, even-money favorite Iranistan, who 
hadn’t come off the bridle in three hurdle 
starts, drifted back to Show Court, still 
sitting and waiting, while All the Way Jose, 
Modem and Overwhelming continued to 
lag. 

Down the backside the final time. 
Personal Start led but looked vulnerable, 
Oskar Denarius backpedaled. All the Way 
Jose wheeled out for a clear run, Iranistan 
shifted outside Personal Start, and Mitchell 
kept riding the cones with Show Court. 
Leaving the backside, Iranistan engaged 
Personal Start, All the Way Jose faltered 
and Show Court slid into third, Mitchell 
sitting as still as Smith on a Bob Baffert 
certainty. 

“I was in a nice spot,” Mitchell said. “I 
could see the horse in front of me veer 
out and make Iranistan work a little harder; 
I thought that was my opportunity. The 
short distance, tight track really helps this 
horse. He’s not a keen horse—he needs to 
be there to be able to use that turn of foot.” 

Darren Nagle asked Iranistan for the 
first time in his hurdle career, and the 
4-year-old responded, but more deliber¬ 
ately than dynamically with a two-wide 
move that soon became a three-wide 
move when MitcheU powered Show Court 
inside Personal Start. In a matter of strides, 
Iranistan was in trouble as Show Court 
opened up, switching to his right lead as he 
roUed through the wings to win by a length 
over a game Iranistan. Overwhelming fin¬ 
ished third, 6 lengths behind Iranistan. 
Sent off at 14-1, Show Court finished 2V\6 
miles in 3:49. 

As smooth as the trip was in the Smith- 
wick, Show Court’s trip to the Smithwick 
was more like a midnight drive on the 
Taconic Parkway in the rain. Winner of 
the Carolina Cup and Jonathan Kiser nov¬ 
ice stakes last year, he stepped into open 
stakes in the Colonial Cup in late March 


but faded to last, beaten 64^2 lengths and 
coming out of it with an injured shin after 
hashing through the last hurdle. 

“He hit his shin, and it didn’t turn into a 
wound until about 10 days after,” Kingsley 
said. “It came from the inside, like a blister; 
I treated it topically Two months later. I’m 
still messing with it. It’s blowing up and 
getting cellulitis. I sent him to a vet clinic, 
and they cultured it and found out there 
was a low-grade infection and got him on 
the right antibiotic and, aU of a sudden, 
he’s better fast.” 

By then, the beginning of June, Show 
Court hadn’t had a saddle on his back 
since March 31. The vet who cultured 
the leg recommended that Show Court 
rest for another three months. Kingsley 
disregarded that—Show Court is 9 years 
old—turned up the heat and aimed at a flat 
race for jumpers at Suffolk Downs July 8. 
Buyck called Kingsley and asked if he was 
encouraged or discouraged. 

“A little of both,” Kingsley told Buyck. 
We’ve got a shot to do better than what 
they told us. Don’t rule out Saratoga.” 

Show Court responded, staying sound 
and rounding into form, turning up at 
Suffolk with a strong third. Thirteen days 
after that, he worked 4 furlongs in :49.80 
at Monmouth and used that to win the 
Smithwick nine days later. Originally slated 
for July 26, the race was postponed four 
days because of wet turf 

“Amen, God bless us, we just won the 
Grade 1 at Saratoga,” Kingsley said. “This 


is a special place for me. Saratoga and 
Camden, South Carolina, are the places 
I want to bring my best. They mean so 
much to me.” 

■ Lifelong friends Ben Griswold IV and 
Perry Bolton decided to buy some horses 
together 28 years ago, and in that time have 
worked out a bit of a routine. Griswold is 
the nervous one. Bolton brings the confi¬ 
dence. 

On July 25 at Saratoga, they stayed in 
character after New Member (Ire) won 
the $75,000 Jonathan Kiser Novice Stakes 
over hurdles. 

“I was a little worried that he moved a 
little too soon,” Griswold said while watch¬ 
ing the replay. “On that far turn there, he 
goes to the lead, and I thought maybe he 
should have waited ...” 

Bolton jumped in before his friend 
could finish: “It was never in doubt.” 

New Member and jockey Willie 
McCarthy made sure of it, stalking Dane- 
king (GB) early, taking over before the 
final fence and maintaining from there. 
Trained by Jack Fisher, the Irish-bred won 
by IV 2 lengths over late-arriving favorite 
Mutasaawy, with Lord Justice (Ire) third. 

The win was a year late, but still appre¬ 
ciated. 

“It’s always the best,” said Griswold of 
Saratoga. “It’s just a unique place. You 
know you always have the best competi¬ 
tion up here, so when you beat the best 
competition, it’s always a thrill. The history 
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of the sport is here. It’s special to be part 
of it.” 

Bolton and Griswold, who race as 
Armata Stable, purchased the 7-year-old 
for last season’s jump campaign at Saratoga. 
He ducked inside a cone on the far turn in 
the 2017 Kiser, and finished third in the 
M.G. Walsh late in the meet. He placed 
in two other novice stakes last faU, and 
started 2018 with three more defeats, then 
a sixth on the flat at Suffolk Downs July 
8. Fisher added blinkers for that run, and 
they helped produce a sharper effort over 
jumps 17 days later. 

■ Kingsley and Mitchell teamed for a quick 
double, taking the allowance hurdle with 
Carrington Holdings’ Boss Man Aug. 1. 

Mitchell asserted early, placing Boss 
Man on the lead, allowing the son of 
English Channel to bowl along while 


jumping with alacrity. Leaving the back¬ 
side the final time, Mitchell let First Friday 
kick for home, giving Boss Man a breather 
before re-rallying to score by 2Va lengths 
over late-gaining Dark Gemini (Ire) and 
First Friday. 

Boss Man began his career with Bill 
Mott for owner/breeder Kinsman Stable, 
breaking his maiden for a $40,000 tag at 
Saratoga in 2014. The long-striding chest¬ 
nut spent the next three seasons on the 
hard road, banging out solid turf efforts 
for Jason Servis. On every steeplechase 
trainer’s radar over the years. Boss Man 
wound up with Kingsley when the trainer 
called Servis and offered him $16,000 after 
the Florida-bred 8-year-old finished 10th 
for that price at Gulfs tream Park in January. 

“I liked this horse four years ago,” 
Kingsley said. “He stays in my virtual 
stable, keeps grinding away. He’s winning a 


race or two every year, picking up checks; 
he’s getting older and getting more mileage. 
Then he just popped up again, first time he 
dropped in for 16, and I called Jason. He 
said he was sound, and he sold him to us. 
Right away, from the time I started jump¬ 
ing, it was like, 'Be careful where you’re 
going to run him because he’s going to 
win.’ I was very confident today.” 

■ In other summer early racing action, 
Monmouth Park hosted three hurdle races 
Aug. 9. Camden, S.C.-based trainer Kate 
Dalton swept both maiden races—with 
Gigi Lazenby’s Dancin in the Rain and 
Gary Barber’s Belisarius (Ire). Dalton’s 
husband Bernie rode both winners. 
Thomas Hulfish’s SweUelegent prevailed 
in an allowance hurdle, hanging on to deny 
Cheers to Us by a nose for trainer Neil 
Morris and jockey Mitchell. ■ 


Bet On It 

Far Hills takes next step with 
full pari-mutuel wagering

W ith $850,000 in purses, led by a 
$450,000 Grade 1 feature. New 
Jersey’s annual Far HiUs Races race 
meet is the most important stop on the 
National Steeplechase Association calen¬ 
dar. 

And the venerable event goes a step 
further in 2018 with the addition of pari¬ 
mutuel wagering for the first time. The 
move, at the meet’s 98th running, has 
been several years in the making and takes 
the event-and American jump racing-to 
another tier with full simulcasting to 
racetracks, off-track betting facilities and 
advanced deposit wagering platforms. 

Far Hills received the legal right to 
conduct wagering a few years ago, but 
partnered with Monmouth Park to simplify 


the process and gain traction as a wagering 
signal. Beyond that, the move opens new 
areas of potential growth and interest for 
Far HiUs, which relies on robust ticket sales 
and healthy corporate backing to support 
its racing. 

“It’s about investing in the future and 
changing the makeup of Far HiUs and 
continuing to improve it going forward,” 
said Guy TorsUieri, the race meet chair¬ 
man. “It’s more about the scalability of the 
event. We’re in the middle of $850,000 in 
purses, and you should be able to bet on 
$850,000 of purses ... to verify it and put 
it on the map.” 

TorsUieri made that statement in mid- 
August, shortly after a 2 V 2 -hour phone 
meeting with people from AmTote, 


Monmouth Park, International Sound and 
Roberts Communications. All those pieces 
and more must fit together to create a day 
of racing that can reach beyond the coun¬ 
tryside of northern New Jersey. TorsUieri’s 
time wiU be fiUed with connectivity tests, 
scheduUng, fiber-optic capacity and so on 
at a site that not aU that long ago struggled 
to maintain ceU-phone service on raceday. 

“It’s incredible what goes into this,” 
TorsUieri said. “It’s extremely compUcated.” 

OfficiaUy, Far HiUs wiU use Monmouth 
Park’s pari-mutuel Ucense, with the state 
granting permission to host an off-site 
day much Uke the racing held at The 
Meadowlands in recent years. Teaming 
with Monmouth, rather than trying to go it 
alone, gives Far HiUs access to the various 
betting customers served by Monmouth 
Park’s simulcast signal and eUminates the 
need to negotiate multiple contracts. Also, 
American jump racing is not known as a 
strong betting product in terms of handle, 
so Monmouth’s access to a wider network 
spreads the potential for increased handle. 

TorsUieri singled out Monmouth’s BiU 
Knauf and Dennis Drazin for help making 
it aU happen. To help bettors get famiUar 
with the product, the outgoing signal wiU 
be co-branded (with Monmouth and Far 
HiUs). 

“If you can bet Monmouth Park where 
you are, you’U be able to bet Far HiUs,” 
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said Torsilieri, also the president of the 
National Steeplechase Association. The 
NS A and Monmouth combined to card 
three hurdle races at the Jersey Shore track 
in August, further solidifying the partner¬ 
ship. Revenue generated by wagering at 
Far Hills will be shared among Far Hills, 
Monmouth and New Jersey horsemen. 

“The horsemen get a piece of it per 
the statute like they would for a race at 
Monmouth Park,” said Torsilieri. “Fm more 
than happy to participate with Monmouth 
Park and the New Jersey horsemen. We 
had three races there [in August], and that 
was very good for all of us. They’re our 
partners. We’re the business, and we need 
to grow the sport together.” 

Like any initial venture, this comes with 
its share of unknowns. No one expects 
massive handle numbers, and Far Hills 
isn’t even sure the venture will cover the 
expenses of 60 on-site tellers and all the 
logistics that come with them. Wagering 
does open the potential for new revenue 
streams —from handle, customized market¬ 
ing/ sponsorship avenues and even upgrad¬ 
ed hospitality on-site. 

Torsilieri’s high-end chairman’s tent will 
have private mutuel tellers, and other cor¬ 
porate customers have asked about adding 
mutuel clerks to sponsorship packages. 
Beyond wagering dollars, the move simply 
expands Far Hills to more viewers in the 
United States and abroad. Far Hills typi¬ 
cally draws some international participa¬ 


tion, meaning the attention in England and 
Ireland could be strong. 

“We’re excited about it,” Torsilieri said. 
“It’s going to change for the better the way 
the event unfolds during the day, and cre¬ 
ate some new marketing opportunities and 
new areas of expansion.” 

Like most NSA meets. Far Hills is a 
nonprofit that raises funds for a variety 
of charities, including the Robert Wood 
Johnson University Hospital in Somerset, 
the Bonnie Brae School for boys in Liberty 
Corner, The Arc of Somerset County, 
the Cancer Support Community of cen¬ 
tral New Jersey, the Community in Crisis 
opioid abuse prevention and recovery 
organization, the LifeCamp summer pro¬ 
gram for children from Newark, N.J., and 
more. Years ago, the hospital created the 
Steeplechase Cancer Center in honor of 
Far HiUs’ commitment, and now the reach 
is expanding to other charities and other 
areas, including transportation for cancer 
treatments and assisting with living expens¬ 
es while people are in treatment. 

“We want our money to have a direct 
impact in our community,” said Torsilieri. 
“We think we’re getting away from bricks 
and mortar, and finding ways to help 
people in need.” 

Ultimately, pari-mutuel wagering adds 
another potential source of revenue for 
such efforts. 

Far Hills becomes the fifth NSA 
meet with pari-mutuels, joining Fair 


HiU in Maryland and the Virginia and 
International Gold Cup meets in Virginia. 
The others do not send out their signals, 
allowing on-track handle only. 

FALL SCHEDULE 
STARTS SEPT. 20 

A short but lucrative fall racing season 
starts Sept. 20 at Belmont Park, where the 
Grade 1 Lonesome Glory and the William 
Entenmann Memorial novice stakes will 
attract plenty of Far Hills-bound horses, 
including 2018 leader Zanjabeel (GB). 

Kentucky’s High Hope meet has a 
fall date for the first time. The move to 
Sept. 23 should attract more horses than 
the crowded May date long occupied by 
the meet at the Kentucky Horse Park. 
Maryland’s Shawan Downs races Sept. 29, 
while Foxfield in Charlottesville, Va., is set 
for Oct. 7. 

Genesee (New York) and the Virginia 
Fall Races (Middleburg, Va.) run Oct. 13. 

The International Gold Cup (worth 
$395,000 in purses) includes the $75,000 
Zeke Ferguson Memorial over hurdles and 
the $75,000 Gold Cup over timber Oct. 
27. Aiken, S.C., also races that Saturday. 
Georgia’s Callaway Gardens meet and 
Virginia’s Montpelier Races share the Nov. 
3 race date, followed by the Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup Nov. 4 and the season finale at 
Charleston, S.C., Nov. 11. ■

in 2019 at Anchor & Hope Farm in Port 
Deposit. His stud fee is $5,000 live foal. 

‘'He’s going to be the last Group 1-win¬ 
ning son of A.P. Indy to retire, best we can 
teU,” said Louis Merryman, who owns and 


operates Anchor & Hope. “We feel fortu¬ 
nate to have a piece of history with us, 
never mind of this caliber, available to the 
Mid-Atlantic.” 

Long Rver raced from 2 to 8, won or 
placed in seven stakes in 27 starts and 
earned $770,347. The highlight of his 
career came at age 7, while based in Dubai, 
when he captured the Group 1A1 Maktoum 


Challenge Round 3, leading throughout 
the VA miles. Earlier in the meet, he fin¬ 
ished second to Le Bernardin in the 1-mile 
Group 2 A1 Maktoum Challenge Round 1. 

Bred by Darley and campaigned under 
the Godolphin Racing banner. Long River 
launched his career in New York at 2 with 
trainer Kiaran McLaughlin. He capped his 
juvenile season with a win and put together 
a three-race win streak from 3 to 4, which 
included his first stakes score. Aqueduct’s 
Time for a Change Stakes, at 1 mile in 
December 2013. He followed with a vic¬ 
tory in the 1 Vi 6-mile Evening Attire Stakes 
at Aqueduct in January. Attempting to 
extend the streak, he missed by a neck to 
stablemate Romansh in the Grade 3 
Excelsior. The blaze-faced chestnut con¬ 
cluded his 4-year-old season with third- 
place finishes in Belmont’s Jockey Club 
Gold Cup-Gl behind classic winner 
Tonalist, and Keeneland’s Fayette 
Stakes-G2 to Pick of the Litter and 
Departing. 

Long Rver is the first foal for Round 
Pond, an earner of nearly $2 million and 
Grade 1 winner at 3 and 4. The daughter 
of Awesome Again sold for a record $5.75 
million as a broodmare prospect in 2007 
and is the dam of three winners from three 
to race, including 2018 stakes-placed 
Holland Park. 

Group 1-placed third dam Coral Dance 
(Fr) produced influential sires and classic¬ 
winning champions Black Minnaloushe 
and Pennekamp, four-time Grade 1 winner 
and millionaire Nasr El Arab and stakes 
winner Shaal. 


Freshman sire Well Spelled 
gets first winner 


T he first starter for Well 
Spelled became his first 
winner, July 26 at Penn 
National. 

Well Graced sprang to the 
front and led at every call, 
drawing off to win by 3y4 
lengths over six rivals in a 
414-furlong open maiden spe¬ 
cial weight. The time was 
:53.48. Owned and trained by 
Erin McClellan, the 2-year-old 


gelding, a May 21 foal out of 
the Attorney mare Nancy’s 
Grace, was bred by Godstone 
Farm. 

Well Spelled stands at Judy 
Barrett’s Godstone Farm in 
Littlestown, Pa., and has 15 
2-year-olds in his first crop. 
Barrett owns the 9-year-old 
stallion with Frank R. Vento’s 
Vento Equine LLC, and said, 
“Our partnership is excited 


about Well SpeUed’s stallion 
future since aU of his foals are 
athletic with excellent confor¬ 
mation.” 

Well Spelled ranked as one 
of the best 3-year-old sprinters 
in the Mid-Atlantic region in 
2012, winning or placing in 
seven of his eight starts his 
sophomore season. He turned 
in late-running victories in the 
Grade 3 Jersey Shore Stakes at 
Monmouth Park and $300,000 
Gallant Bob Stakes at Parx, 
both at 6 furlongs, the latter ral¬ 
lying from last after a quarter- 
mile, more than a dozen lengths 
off the early pacesetters, and 
catching Trinniberg late to 


score by a half-length in 
1:09.08. Trinniberg won the 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl in his 
next start. 

Well Spelled compiled a life¬ 
time record of 4-3-4 from 17 
starts for earnings of $364,160. 

Out of Well, a winning 
daughter of Well Decorated, 
Well Spelled is a half-brother to 
Kobe’s Back, a multiple graded 
stakes winner and three-time 
Grade 1-placed runner of 
$1,116,595. He is from the 
family of graded stakes win¬ 
ners Notation and My Creed. 

Well Spelled stands for 
$1,500 live foal, payable when 
the foal stands and nurses.

H Activist —Stood at 
Godstone Farm, Littles- 
town, Pa. 

Longtime Pennsylvania 
sire Activist was eutha¬ 
nized in mid-June, God- 
stone Farm owner Judy 
Barrett reported. The son 
of Wild Again was 24. 

An allowance winner at 
3 in New York, Activist 
only made five starts before 
retiring to stud. He was the 
second foal, and first son, 
for graded stakes winner 
Voodoo Lily (by Baldski), 
who would go on to pro¬ 
duce 16 foals, 11 win¬ 
ners, five of them stakes- 
placed runners, including 
graded performers Lily 
O’Gold, Shah Jehan and 
Magical Illusion. The latter, 
a daughter of Pulpit who 
raced one season, made 
six starts, and finished 
third in the Coaching Club 
American Oaks-Gl, is the 
granddam of 2018 Triple 
Crown winner Justify. 

Standing his entire 
career with Barrett, Activist 
had only one foal in his 
first crop, born in 2000, 
and that a winner. He went 
on to sire a total of 193 
foals in 17 crops, his final 
crop yielding a single foal, 
a 2-year-old this year yet to 
start. His 73 winners from 
124 starters include his 
leading earner, stakes-win- 
ning sprinter Speechifying 
($530,173), juvenile stakes 
winner St John’s Gospel 
($357,088), distance-run¬ 
ning stakes winner Grey 
Dorian ($225,253) and 
stakes-placed turf runner 
Pink Elephant, a winner 
this year with earnings of 
$216,355. 

Activist’s progeny earn¬ 
ings exceed $5.2 million, 
for average earnings per 
starter of $42,505. 


Rrst stakes winner graded 
for Uptowncharlybrown 



P ennsylvania sire Uptown¬ 
charlybrown got his first 
stakes winner in dra¬ 
matic fashion when 3-year- 
old daughter Dixie Serenade 
won the Grade 3 Victory Ride 
Stakes at Belmont Park July 8. 

Never worse than third in 
six starts this year, the Ed 
Coletti Jr. trainee had earned 
her first black-type in her previ¬ 
ous start, a third-place finish in 
Penn National’s New Start 
Stakes. The bay fiUy was com¬ 
pletely overlooked at nearly 
48-1 in New York, and in the 
opening half-mile appeared to 
justify the odds, racing more 
than a dozen lengths off the 
early leaders in the bV-furlong 
stakes. With more than 5 
lengths to make up heading 
into the stretch, she caught the 
front-runners near the wire to 
win by a neck, completing the 
distance in 1:16.57. She came 
back to finish second by a head 
in the Jose L. Flores Memorial 
Stakes Aug. 4 at Parx. 

Dixie Serenade campaigns 
for Bob Hurt’s Uptowncharly¬ 
brown Stud partnership. Hutt 


bred her in the name of Fantasy 
Lane Stable, which he used 
while campaigning Uptown¬ 
charlybrown. Out of the 
Malibu Moon mare Moonlight 
Serenade, Dixie Serenade is a 
full sister to True Sweetheart, 
Uptowncharlybrown’s first 
winner as a 2-year-old in 2016. 

Uptowncharlybrown has 
impressive numbers from three 
small crops to race. Of his 13 
starters, 10 are winners, three of 
them stakes performers (23 per¬ 
cent of his starters). He has 
seven juvenile winners lifetime 
from nine starters, including 
both to start in 2018. And he 
leads all Mid-Atlantic sires (10 or 
more runners) this year by aver¬ 
age earnings per starter of 
$43,000. 

Two weeks after Dixie 
Serenade’s stakes win, the 3-year- 
old gelding Wait for It was third 
in the Crowd Pleaser Stakes at 
Parx. Midtowncharlybrown, a 
winner of seven of 13 career 
starts and member of his first 
crop, was stakes-placed in 2017. 

Uptowncharlybrown was a 
winner of his first start at 2, 


and in his second career start 
in January of his 3-year-old 
season captured the 7-furlong 
Pasco Stakes at Tampa Bay 
Downs. He was classic bound 
after third-place finishes in 
that spring’s Sam F. Davis-G3 
at Tampa Bay and Keeneland’s 
Grade 2 Lexington. The son of 
Dmehouse crossed the finish 
fifth, 3 lengths behind winner 
Drosselmeyer, in the Belmont 
Stakes-Gl, but was disqualified 
to last after losing a lead pad 
from his saddle on the back- 
stretch. He eventually retired 
having competed on dirt, turf 
and synthetic with two wins, two 
seconds and two thirds from 13 
starts, and earnings of $125,030. 

Uptowncharlybrown is a 
half-brother to $218,280-earn¬ 
er Startjumpin Mamie, a 
stakes winner on dirt and turf, 
Uptowncharlybrown is out of 
Langfuhr’s winning daugh¬ 
ter La Iluminada, the dam of 
seven winners from eight start¬ 
ers.

Grade 3 Cougar II victory 
for Beach View at Dei Mar 



M ore than a decade ago David Wade, manager of Richard 
Golden’s Sycamore Hall Farm, took a call from Maryland 
bloodstock agent Bill Reighder about a mare for sale off 
the track. Robert Meyerhoff was interested in selling his home¬ 
bred Broad Brush filly Blushing Broad. Out of Reina Terra (by 
Blushing Groom-Fr), she was a stakes-placed full-sister to graded 
stakes winner Brushing Gloom, and half-sister to four-time stakes 
winner Clash by Night and stakes-placed La Reinette. Two of the 
state’s most successful breeders struck a deal, and the new pros¬ 
pect joined Sycamore Hall’s broodmare band in Chesapeake City. 

Two generations later, in the Grade 3 Cougar II Handicap at 
Del Mar July 25, Sycamore HaU-bred Beach View added his name 
to the list of family accomplishments with his first stakes victory. 

Making his California seaside track debut. Beach View easily 
defeated multimillionaire Hoppertunity by 4y4 lengths to score the 
upset in the lV 2 -mile marathon on the main track. 

Owned by Levy Racing (the nom de course of Paul and 
Mark Levy of Chicago), the 5-year-old son of Giant’s Causeway 
recorded his third win in 10 outings. The other wins came on the 
turf -a maiden special weight at Parx Racing in September 2016 
at 1 mile, and a lV4-mile Santa Anita allowance on March 12, 2017. 
But trainer Leonard PoweU wasn’t concerned about the switch in 
surface. “He was O-for-2 on the dirt, but one of them was the first 
race of his career and the other was the Tokyo City Cup [when he 
finished fourth, beaten 2A lengths], where he ran the best number 
of his life,” said Powell. 

Beach View is the first foal out of Love’s Blush, a stakes-win- 
ning daughter of Not For Love campaigned by Golden to victory 
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in the 2011 Maryland Million Ladies and 2009 AU Brandy Stakes, 
and placings in eight other stakes, for earnings of $299,247. 
He was sold as a yearling for $180,000 at the 2014 Keeneland 
September sale. 

Love’s Blush has three other foals of racing age, including 
the 3-year-old filly Stormy Love Affair (by Stormy Atlantic) still 
owned by Golden, and juvenile colt Empire State (by Scat Daddy), 
a $275,000 Keeneland September sales yearling who placed in his 
debut in Ireland in May. The mare delivered a Munnings colt in 
late April and was not bred back for 2019. 

Sycamore HaU bred eight named foals out of Blushing 
Broad-the last, her 2012 Congrats filly Toast to Love, never 
raced, and is now a member of the broodmare band. She pro¬ 
duced her second foal, an Uncle Lino colt, this past February and 
was bred back to Declaration of War. 

Also in residence at Sycamore Hall is Beach View’s half-sister 
Love Abroad (by Hard Spun), who produced her first foal, a 
Quality Road colt, in February and is in foal to Practical Joke. 
Signaling (Smoke Glacken—Blushing Broad) is the dam of 
$218,635-earner Hammerin Aamer and four other foals, the most 
recent a colt by Uncle Lino born in February; she was bred back 
to Great Notion.

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A Lifetime Tribute: 
Maryiand Hali of Fame 
honors Boniface

Longtime horseman Bill 
Boniface fully supports recent 
changes to revive the Mary¬ 
land horseracing industry. He 
particularly likes a measure 
that awards a $500,000 bonus 
to the connections of a Mary¬ 
land-bred Preakness win¬ 
ner. He would like to see one 
amendment, however. 

"I asked the guy who was 
working on that bill, 'Can we 
make it retroactive?"' Boniface 
recalled with a laugh. 

The vintage Boniface barb 
had a special point, given that 
he bred, trained and co-owned 
the last local Preakness hero. 
Deputed Testamony, in 1983. If 
the victory remains Boniface's 
seminal accomplishment, the 
Maryland State Athletic Hall 
of Fame has deemed it just one 
of many. 

The MDSAHOF selected 
Boniface to receive the John F. 
Steadman Lifetime Achieve¬ 
ment Award, given to a Mary¬ 
land resident whose lifetime 
career in sports has brought 
honor and distinction to the 
state and its citizenry. The 
award ceremony will take 
place Nov. 8 at Martin's West 
in Baltimore. 

For Boniface, the hon¬ 
or bears a special meaning. 
Steadman, the longtime Bal¬ 
timore Sun sports columnist. 









































worked for decades with Sun 
racing editor William Boni¬ 
face, the trainer's dad. 

"Well, I don't know that 
I'm worthy of it, but I appreci¬ 
ate it," Boniface said. 

The selection commit¬ 
tee found worth in a distin¬ 
guished career that has fea¬ 
tured 20 major winners of 10 
graded stakes, the Haskell, 
Manhattan, Ohio Derby and 
Michigan Derby among them. 
But for Oliver Twist's ob¬ 
structed 1995 stretch run, Bon¬ 
iface might have had a second 
Preakness score. 

Thrilled and surprised by 
the Steadman Award, Bon¬ 
iface typically diffused the 
praise beyond himself and Bo¬ 
nita Farm, his family-owned 
operation in Darlington. 

"What's significant about 
this award to me is that they 
recognized horse racing as 
a major sport in the state of 
Maryland," Boniface said. 
"Because, to me, horse racing 
is the greatest game played 
outdoors. There are very few 
people who can buy a football 
team or a baseball team, but 
there are a lot of people who 
can buy a horse or a part of 
a horse and have a chance to 
win a Super Bowl. That's the 
great part about the game." 

No Maryland-bred has 
won the Preakness in 35 years, 
Boniface said, because large, 
mega-funded outfits increas¬ 
ingly outmuscle smaller ones. 

"Ten percent of the trainers 
have 90 percent of the good 
horses, and they dominate the 
classics," Boniface said. "I've 


always said there's a lot of 
good horsemen and women in 
Maryland, but I think they're 
intimidated by trying to go 
against these heavy-hitting 
guys. You know, you've got to 
be in it to win it." 

First awarded in 1997, the 
Steadman has honored one 
other horse trainer-King T. 
Leatherbury in 2003. Eight 
other horse-racing principals 
have gained induction to 
the Hall: jockeys Buddy En- 
sor (1968), Paddy Smithwick 
('70), Sam Boulmetis ('74), 
Joe Aitcheson Jr. ('75), Charlie 
Fenwick ('88), Phil Grove ('94) 
and Mario Pino (2012) and 
Thoroughbred titan Native 
Dancer ('14), the only non-hu¬ 
man enshrined. 

At 76, Boniface still makes 
the rounds at 5:30 each morn¬ 
ing, for Bonita remains a bus¬ 
tling venture: The 400-acre 
farm can breed, board, foal, 
break, train and retire your 
racehorse. And the 2018 addi¬ 
tion of Santa Anita Derby-Gl 
winner Dortmund (joining 
Alliance and Kobe's Back) has 
brought new energy to the 
stallion ranks. 

"You hope that one of them 
is going to be the next North¬ 
ern Dancer," Boniface said. 
"All horsemen live in hope 
and die in despair, but the 
hope part is good." 

He said he was hopeful, 
even confident, about Deput¬ 
ed Testamony 35 years ago 
even after a bad shipping trip 
led to a poor outing in the Blue 
Grass Stakes and derailed him 
from Kentucky Derby conten¬ 


tion. Eyeing the Preakness, 
Boniface brought the horse 
home-but not to rest. 

A week before the Preak¬ 
ness, Boniface ran him in a 
small stakes in Philadelphia, 
where he won and "came out 
of it confident, like a million 
dollars." Boniface added, "A 
lot of people said it was un¬ 
orthodox to run him that close 
but, hell, the old days we used 
to run them every three days." 

Deputed Testamony lived 
to 32 and is buried at Bonita. 

"He was a very underrated 
horse-to reporters," Boniface 
said. "As a 2-year-old, he set a 
track record in Meadowlands, 
and reporters said it was be¬ 
cause the track was frozen. 
Then, when he won the Preak¬ 
ness [as part of a 14-1 coupled 
entry], everybody said he won 
because the track was muddy. 
But what a lot of people lose 
sight of is, he came back a year 
later in the City of Baltimore 
Handicap, and he set a track 
record on the fast track going a 
mile and a 16th in 1:40^5. That 
record still stands. You know 
how many times they've run 
a mile and a 16th at Pimlico 
in the last 35 years?" Boniface 
paused, and with a catch in 
his voice added, "He just was 
a hell of a horse." 

Boniface has been infatuat¬ 
ed with Thoroughbreds-"the 
most magnificent animal on 
the planet"-most of his life. 
He went from exercise rider to 
jockey as a teen and, after four 
years in the military, from as¬ 
sistant trainer to trainer. "I got 
the bug and just never left it," 
he said. 

He doesn't understand 
how the sport-and the ani¬ 
mals who star in it-have lost 
their allure. "It's crazy to me," 
he said. "Way back in the day, 
90 percent of the 16-year-oId 
boys and girls in the country 
had ridden a horse. Today, 98 
percent have driven a car, but 
maybe only 10 percent have 
ridden a horse-or even seen 
one." 

Boniface chuckled softly, 
said his wife, Joan, accuses 
him of telling too many sto¬ 
ries. Then he told one more. 

He recalled teaming with 
friend Jim McKay, the ABC 


Wide World of Sports legend, to 
create the Maryland Million in 
1986, which has become the 
state's second-biggest racing 
day of the year. 

"The second year was a 
big day for me. I won three 
races, and it was the first 
time a trainer had won three 
$100,000 races in one day," he 
said. It also was a big day for 
McKay, who won the Juvenile 
with homebred Sean's Ferrari, 
named for McKay's son. 

"We went down to the 
winner's circle, and Jim was 
speechless, the only time I 
ever saw him speechless in my 
life," Boniface said. "Now [Se¬ 
an's] the head of CBS Sports, 
but back then Sean was hus¬ 
tling his old man to get him 
a Ferrari, and I said no, for¬ 
get the Ferrari, we'll buy this 
mare, and we'll raise a stakes 
winner. So we named the 
horse Sean's Ferrari." 

Perhaps Boniface gets his 
ability to recollect facts from 
his late father, who covered 
horse racing from 1937 until 
his retirement in 1982. Boni¬ 
face said of his dad and Stead¬ 
man: "They were both first- 
class reporters. They didn't 
take any cheap shots, but yet 
still told it bold." 

Boniface and his dad start¬ 
ed the original Bonita Farm 
in Bel Air with 40 acres. After 
Deputed Testamony made 
history, they expanded it to 
200 acres. 

Now doubled in size, Bo¬ 
nita remains a family opera¬ 
tion. Boniface's sons, Kevin 
and John, remain fixtures of 
the operation, and daughter 
Kim trains part-time. Son Bil¬ 
ly worked there too before 
becoming a Harford County 
administrator. 

Construing his life as "a 
big parlay," Boniface said he'll 
share the Steadman Award 
with his family and horse-rac¬ 
ing colleagues. 

"You know, to me, it hasn't 
always been about the money 
I make or the trophies I take," 
he said softly. "It's really been 
about the people I've met and 
the memories I keep."

MHIB opens 2019 grant process 


T he Maryland Horse Industry 
Board, a program within the Maryland 
Department of Agriculture, is accepting 
grant applications for research, 
educational and promotional projects 
that support horses or the equestrian 
community, or develop new oppor¬ 
tunities for the state horse industry The 
application deadline is Oct. 5. 

Among the organizations eligible for 
grants are nonprofit organizations, clubs 
and associations, businesses, licensed 
farms and stables, government entities, 
schools and educational institutions. 
Projects of interest to the Board include 
(but are not limited to) those that develop 
new opportunities for the Maryland 
horse industry. 


'The Maryland horse industry brings 
an additional $1.3 billion dollars to the 
state economy and impacts more than 
21,000 jobs," said Maryland Agriculture 
Secretary Joe Bartenfelder. "As an 
important component of Maryland's 
diverse agriculture sector and overall 
economy, the grants provided by the 
Maryland Horse Industry Board and the 
Maryland Feed Fund ensure that the 
state's horse industry continues to grow 
and thrive for years to come. I encourage 
eligible organizations to fill out a grant 
application today." 

Projects will be evaluated for their 
value to the industry, degree of industry 
promotion, size and scope of activity, 
financial need, potential for matching 
funds, benefits and quality of the written 


presentation. Grant requests should not 
exceed $3,000; the average grant amount 
is approximately $1,000. In 2018, 20 
projects received $30,000 in grant 
allocations. 

Funding is provided by the Maryland 
Feed Fund, which collects $6 on every ton 
of horse feed sold in Maryland. Since the 
fund was established in 2002, the MHIB 
has awarded over $450,000 in grant 
monies to more than 320 projects 
throughout Maryland. 

Grant recipients will be announced no 
later than Jan. 1, 2019. Funding will be 
available after that date. Projects should 
be completed by June 30,2019.

O Dionysus sets course record in 
Cape Henlopen Stakes 


Stretching out to VA miles 
for the first time in his 16-start 
career, O Dionysus battled for 
the lead the majority of the trip 
and proved gritty late to win 
the $75,000 Cape Henlopen 
Stakes by a head at Delaware 
Park July 7. He set a course 
record in the process, getting 
the distance in 2:25.99 over the 
firm turf while recording his 
third career stakes win. 

The 4-year-old Bode- 
meister gelding, owned by 
Marathon Farms Inc. and 
trained by Gary Capuano, re¬ 
mained perfect in three starts 
on the turf, having scored in 
allowance company at Pimli¬ 
co in May and Delaware Park 
in June. Earlier in his career. 


he captured the Christopher 
Elser Memorial Stakes at 2 
and Miracle Wood Stakes at 
3. Four times he finished sec¬ 
ond in stakes company, most 
memorably missing by a nose 
to Irish War Cry in the Mary¬ 
lander Stakes at Laurel to con¬ 
clude his juvenile season. 

Off 10 months after finish¬ 
ing second in the 2017 Federi¬ 
co Tesio Stakes, he returned 
in February of this year but 
didn't get back to the winner's 
circle until May. The Cape 
Henlopen makes it three wins 
in his last four starts-the only 
blemish a fourth-place fin¬ 
ish in the off-the-turf Grade 3 
Dixie Stakes, run on a sloppy 
track at Pimlico on Preakness 



Day. With a record of six wins, 
five seconds and a third, he 
has earnings of $335,099. 

O Dionysus was the high¬ 
est-priced colt sold at the 
2015 Fasig-Tipton Midlan- 
tic Fall Yearling sales when 
purchased for $190,000 by 
Peter Angelos. He is one of 
three stakes performers for 
the winning Flatter mare Safe 
Journey, who has also pro¬ 
duced multiple stakes winner 
and $250,544-earner Joy and 
stakes-placed $153,080-earner 
Combat Diver. O Dionysus 
represents three generations 
bred by Dark Hollow Farm, 


descending from David and 
Jo Ann Hayden's foundation 
mare Safely Home. His second 
dam, stakes-placed Safe At the 
Plate, is a half-sister to Breed¬ 
ers' Cup winner, champion 
sprinter and Hall of Famer 
Safely Kept and graded stakes 
winner and sire Partner's 
Hero. 

Safe Journey produced a 
full brother to O Dionysus in 
2016, named Tauber, who sold 
for $280,000 at the Keeneland 
September Yearling Sale, and 
has a yearling colt by Malibu 
Moon. ^

The first five foals out of

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Golden Brown takes 
Grade 3 Kent Stakes 

Valedictorian captures 
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A “golden” performance by 
Jersey-bred in Grade 3 Kent 

By Bill Finley 




T rainer Pat McBurney knew he was taking 
a shot when he entered his New Jer¬ 
sey-bred Golden Brown in the July 14 Kent 


Stakes at Delaware Park. It was a Grade 3 with 
a $200,000 purse and, on paper. Golden Brown 
was clearly among the least accomplished hors- 
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es in the field. McBurney knew it wouldn’t be an easy race, but 
he also knew that he had a horse that was just coming into his 
own and would love two turns on the grass. 

Put together a good ride by Jairo Rendon, a shrewd job of 
management by McBurney and a horrible trip for 6-5 favorite 
Untamed Domain and it added up to Golden Brown scoring 
an upset win in the Kent at odds of 15-1. 

“The first time this horse raced, Paco Lopez rode him in a 
2-year-old maiden at Monmouth and he was just second best,” 
McBurney recalled. “But Paco came back and said, ‘I love this 
horse, and when he gets to run at a mile or more everyone is 
going to love him even more.’ You hear something like that 
from a jockey like that, and you become confident that you’re 
eventually going to have a good horse.” 

This story actually begins well before Golden Brown won 
the Kent. By Offlee Wild out of the Chester House mare Suzee 
Sunrise, he was bred by Esther de Jong. Born and raised in 
the Netherlands, de Jong was a renowned European model 
in the 1990s. She got her first break when appearing on the 
cover of Vogue Italy. She modeled for, among others, Calvin 
Klein, Chanel, Marc Jacobs, Prada, and Saks Eifth Avenue and 
was featured in the advertising campaigns of Prada, Hermes, 
Bloomingdale’s and others. Her father bred and raced trotters 
in her native country, and that began her lifelong love affair 
with horses. 

De Jong moved to the U.S. to be with her husband, stayed 
involved with horses and eventually decided to start breeding 
Thoroughbreds. She began her operation when buying Suzee 
Sunrise privately after the mare’s last race, in 2012. Golden 
Brown is the mare’s second foal. The first. Pink Cashmere, is 
also a winner. 

“She had 60 races and won 14 times, and I followed her 
career because I knew any horse that ran that many times and 
won that many times had to be tough,” de Jong said. “When 
the opportunity arose, I bought her and brought her home. 
That was my first Thoroughbred broodmare. I have high 
expectations for Suzee. She had speed, was sound and had a 
very big heart. Hopefully, she passes all that along.” 

McBurney and his partners in Golden Brown like to shop at 
the Easig-Tipton Kentucky October Yearling Sale, an unusual 
place to find a New Jersey-bred. But McBurney didn’t even 
realize, at first, where the horse was born until he was told by 
friend Terry Gabriel. McBurney wound up loving a Jersey- 
bred not knowing it was a Jersey-bred. 

Golden Brown checked off several of the boxes McBurney 
looks for in yearlings. He was able to purchase the colt for 
$ 22 , 000 . 

“He had a nice big walk on him, and conformation-wise he 
looked fine,” McBurney said. “Being a Jersey-bred hurt him in 
a sale in Kentucky, so we got him for a good price.” 


Shin problems stopped the colt’s 2-year-old season after one 
start. He broke his maiden this past Eebruary at Parx and then 
ran in two Jersey-bred allowances at Monmouth, both at 6 
furlongs on the dirt. He won the second of the two. 

“In the back of my mind, I wanted to get him on the grass 
going long but didn’t want to pass up a $50,000 Jersey-bred 
allowance race,” McBurney said. 

Making his career debut on the grass and in a distance race. 
Golden Brown then ran second in the Dan Horn for Jersey- 
breds. He had the misfortune of having to run against the 
6-year-old Irish Strait, the half-brother to Irish War Cry and a 
graded stakes winner. But the effort was good enough to give 
McBurney the confidence to try the Kent. 

It didn’t hurt that Untamed Domain, second in last year’s 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Turf-Gl, was in trouble for most of 
the race. Hot Springs, who was second, also ran into traffic 
problems in the stretch. 

“We had a good trip, and a couple of others had nightmare 
trips,” McBurney said. “It worked out for us.” 

De Jong, living in New Jersey at the time Golden Brown 
was born, now lives in Kentucky. She was tempted to have the 
horse foaled in Pennsylvania or Maryland but stayed loyal to 
her then-home state. 

“We had just moved out of Manhattan to the countryside, 
and I had a farm in New Jersey,” she said. “A lot of people will 
foal their horses in Maryland or Pennsylvania, but I figured 
I would stay where I was because I do all the foaling myself 
I used to breed Warmbloods and grew up with trotters. I just 
wanted to foal at home, and home at the time happened be in 
New Jersey. I just love New Jersey and think Monmouth is the 
best.” 

She is well aware that few people breed a graded stakes 
winner in their second try. 

“It’s crazy,” she said. “I’ve known horse people for years, and 
everybody has the same dream, to produce a graded stakes 
winner. Not a whole lot of horses make it. Golden Brown was 
always a tough colt, and I always had high hopes for him. 
When he was at the farm, he looked exactly like his sire, Offlee 
Wild. And there’s Seattle Slew in his pedigree. I called him 
‘Seattle Lou’ because he had a lot of presence. He grew up with 
five other colts, and all they did growing up was run and play 
really rough. He grew up the right way.” 

McBurney still isn’t sure what he has in Golden Brown 
and isn’t ready to tackle a race like the Grade 1 Secretariat at 
Arlington. He said he will consider the Grade 3 Saranac at 
Saratoga on Sept. 1 or the Sept. 5 Centaur Stakes at Indiana 
Grand. He wants to stick to 3-year-old races, where there is 
plenty of money available. A good year could get even better. 
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Valedictorian captures Jersey Girl Handicap 



V aledictorian provided 20-year-old jockey Carlos 
Hernandez with his first stakes victory, grinding 
down front runner Heading Home before poking her 
head in front at the wire to capture the $75,000 Jersey 
Girl Handicap July 4 at Monmouth Park. 

Hernandez, who won three races on the nine-race 
card, had Valedictorian closely stalking Heading 
Home throughout the mile grass race for Jersey-breds, 
surging late in deep stretch for the victory 

Trained by Kelly Breen, Valedictorian returned 
$5.60 to win as the second choice in the field of eight. 

The 4-year-old filly won for the seventh time in 18 
career starts and for the second time in three tries on 
the Monmouth Park turf course. 

Owned by Epic Racing, the daughter of Temple 
City out of Smart N Classy covered the distance in 
1:36.20. It was her first start since late March. 

“I wasn’t concerned at all about the three-month 
layoff, because the reason for it was to give her time 
planning for Monmouth Park,” said Breen. “There was 
nothing wrong with her. It was by design. We just wanted to 
have all of our ducks in a row for her for this race.” 

Hernandez kept Valedictorian on the flanks of Heading 
Home throughout before finally getting by the 6-1 shot. It was 
another 2 lengths back to Diamond Play in third. 

“I know that we haven’t had any rain lately and that the 
turf would probably favor speed, so I told Carlos Hernandez, 
‘I don’t want to see her any worse than third early on,’ ” said 
Breen. “He got her out and put her in a great spot. Carlos has 


worked her and ridden her, and now he got his first stakes win 
with her. It’s pretty neat to see.” 

Hernandez had ridden Valedictorian once before, in a 
claiming race victory Jan. 25, 2017, at Gulfstream Park. The 
filly spent the past winter at Gulfstream before returning 
north. 

“She felt strong today,” said Hernandez. “I just wanted to be 
behind the speed, get her to relax and then make one big run, 
and that’s what happened.” 


Monmouth Park reports 
strong sports betting start 


I f the initial numbers on sports betting in New Jersey are 
any indication, Monmouth Park may have found the 
much-needed alternative revenue stream it needs to survive. 

The state Division of Gaming Enforcement released the first 
revenue report relating to the new industry July 12, and the 
Monmouth Park Sports Book by William Hill generated a total 
handle of $8,176,212 for 17 days in June following the June 14 
launch. 


According to the report, taxable gross revenue off sports 
wagering at Monmouth Park, which the state taxes at 8.5 
percent, was $2,277,703, which equates to $193,605 in taxes. 
Not included in the report is the 1.25 percent that goes to 
county and municipal government. 

The sports betting numbers do not reflect future bets on 
things like winning the Super Bowl or the World Cup, with 
those numbers not reported until after the event has been 
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completed. For the state, including the Borgata and Ocean 
Resort casinos in Atlantic City, the total handle on future 
sports bets is $1,045,772. 

“We are extremely pleased with our numbers,” said Dennis 
Drazin, president and CEO of Darby Development LLC, 
which operates Monmouth Park. “We think they show there 
is a huge appetite for sports betting. To be generating these 
numbers early, and its not even football season yet, speaks 


enormously of the potential for when football season comes 
around. So we re thrilled by the early numbers.” 

“While its still early, we re obviously off to a great start,” 
said Joe Asher, CEO of William Hill US. “We always knew 
there was a big appetite for legal sports betting during the 
years of litigation, and now it is being proven. We are proud to 
be creating new jobs in New Jersey and bringing excitement to 
our customers. We cant wait until football season.” 


Sunny Ridge rolls to victory in 
Belmont Park’s State Dinner Stakes 



D ennis Drazins homebred Sunny Ridge became a million¬ 
aire when he won the State Dinner Stakes at Belmont 
Park July 6. 

Sunny Ridge had raced too close to the pace in his two 
most recent races, both losses, a fact jockey Irad Ortiz Jr. knew 
all too well. Ortiz was aboard Sunny Ridge April 20, when he 
finished second to Pioneer Spirit in an allowance race. 

“I rode him at Aqueduct and was close to the pace,” Ortiz 
said. “I don’t think he wants to run like that.” 


So, despite Sunny Ridge breaking on top 
in the State Dinner, Ortiz took him back, 

IVi lengths behind early leader Timeline. At 
the five-sixteenths pole, Ortiz sent Sunny 
Ridge after Timeline, and straightening away 
into the lane. Sunny Ridge seized command. 
Ortiz kept Sunny Ridge to task, smacking 
him eight times in the lane to secure the win. 

“Timeline is a nice horse, and he’s a 
fighter,” Ortiz said. “You get close to him, he’s 
going to come back at you. When I made my 
move past him, I tried to clear him.” 

Timeline finished second by a half-length 
over You’re to Blame. Giuseppe the Great 
and Erammento completed the order of 
finish. 

Sunny Ridge, a 5-year-old gelding by 
Holy Bull and trained by Jason Servis, 
covered the IVie miles in 1:40.71. 

The victory was the sixth from 18 starts 
for Sunny Ridge and pushed his career 
earnings to $1,024,402. It was his fifth stakes 
victory, and he’s won at least one stakes race 
in each of his four years of racing. 

“Anything can happen, but that horse is 
good enough to make some serious money in the next three or 
four years,” Servis said. 

Servis said he would look to run Sunny Ridge at Saratoga, 
possibly the Grade 1, $750,000 Woodward Sept. 1. 

“If he sits back, and they go quick early, one of these days 
they’re going to come back to him, and he’s going to get there 
and get that big check,” said Servis.

L ong On Value was short on price 
when he entered the starting gate at 
Woodbine June 30, going off as the 2-1 
favorite in the Highlander Stakes-Gl. 
Only his second start coming off a layoff, 
the 7-year-old Virginia-bred son of Value 
Plus earned his first Grade 1 victory. With 
a come-from-behind finish and closing 
the last eighth-mile in 10.4 seconds. 
Long On Value won by a neck over Lady 
Alexandra, having run 6 furlongs in 
1:07:13 over a firm turf course. Ridden by 
Florent Geroux and trained by Brad Cox, 
the millionaire earned NCTA member 
Steve Laymon and his partners Madaket 
Stables and Ten Strike Racing both a 
share of the $250,000 purse and a free 
trip to the 2018 Breeders’ Cup Turf 
Sprint-Gl at Churchill Downs with this 
Win and You’re In Challenge Race. 

Acquired by the trio of owners at the 
2017 Keeneland November sale. Hip 


Number 2884A dropped the hammer at 
$100,000. While his former owners con¬ 
sidered him to be at the end of his career, 
and others at the sales not giving the 
hard-knocking, globe-trotting winner of 
nearly $1 million from 30 starts much at¬ 
tention, agent Liz Crow saw an opportu¬ 
nity and further potential. She subse¬ 
quently approached Steve Laymon about 
participating in a partnership with her 
and others whom they had shared horses 
with in the past. After passing the vetting 
and knowing the horse previously trained 
by Bill Mott was well cared for, Steve did 
his statistical research. He concluded 
that Long On Value was worth purchas¬ 
ing. 

Consequently, while teaming up with 
Brad Cox, giving the horse some time off 
and then winning his first race back in 
the Mighty Beau Overnight Stakes at 
Churchill Downs in June, the team real- 
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ized the Highlander Stakes was the right 
race to capture the Grade 1 that eluded 
Long On Value over his lengthy career. 
For his past connections, he raced at 
Meydan Racecourse in the A1 Quoz 
Sprint-Gl, placing by a nose in 2017; he 
ran at Royal Ascot; he was third in the 
2015 Maker’s Mile-Gl at Keeneland and 
2017 Woodbine Mile-Gl. He’s raced in 


Delaware, Virginia, New York, Florida 
and even Minnesota. Finally, once again 
racing in Canada, the magic happened, 
not only for Steve and his partners but al¬ 
so for Long On Value. Had “the trifecta” 
not seen what escaped others at the sale, 
the story and future for what this older 
top-level racehorse that has given so 
much could be so different. Their smart 


horsemen’s decisions and a horse with a 
lot of class paid off for all of them. 

As a racing fan, this is exactly the type 
of Thoroughbred I delight in seeing run 
and rooting for. He’s a racehorse that 
sticks around. He enjoys his job, and af¬ 
firms it by an improving race record. Go 
Long On Value! Congratulations Steve!

Magic Tale canjures up a Ouiely trip 
iu the $75,000 Clevelaud Kiudergarleu 


B ruce Tallisman is an O.T.B.O. 
member who has been active in 
the Ohio Program for decades. 
He’s had success at every level of the game 
as both owner and breeder. His homebred 
mare Proper Discretion (Discreetly Mine 
—Prizes, by Prized), had been his stable 
star for several seasons as a multiple stakes 
winner and earner of over $331,000. After 
selling her privately to Loooch Racing 
Stables, he thought it was time to search 
for a new headliner to run in his silks. It 
looks like he found a very promising one. 

“Last spring, I was looking for horses at 
the March Ocala Sale,” saidTaUisman.“My 
trainer, Kelly Breen, was there, and we had 
a list of horses. I started to look for Ohio- 
breds, and a colt by Tale of the Cat out of 
the Indian Charlie mare Conjuress caught 
my eye. We looked at the video of his 
breeze, Kelly checked him out and he vet¬ 
ted out. I told Kelly ‘I’ll go to $70,000 on 
him,’ and that is exactly where the hammer 
fell.” Magical Tale was bred by the Kloster- 
man family’s Langsem Farm. 


“From the sale, he went to a farm in 
Ocala and was sent to Kelly in May, and at 
first he was just another horse in the barn,” 
TaUisman recalled. “Breen has a great out¬ 
fit; in my opinion, he is one of the best 
trainers I’ve ever had. Magic Tale started 
taking to his lessons at his Monmouth Park 
base, and he was suddenly posting bullet 
works against some talented older horses. 
That said, I was still shocked by his first 
race when he just ran away from the field 
by 13^2 lengths at Thistledown.” 

With the cat out of the bag. Magic Tale 
was sent away as the 1-2 favorite in the 
6-furlong, $75,000 Cleveland Kindergar¬ 
ten. Diamond Dust, undefeated in two 
starts and coming out of a win in the 
$75,000, 514-furlong Hoover Stakes at 
Belterra Park, was installed as the second 
choice. Ohio Player took up the third spot 
in the wagering off a smashing 714-length 
score at Belterra Park, where he established 
a track record going 414 furlongs in :53.07. 

The field broke cleanly, and a match 
race developed quickly between Magic 


Tale and Diamond Dust. They raced stride 
for stride while setting spirited fractions of 
:21.88 and :45.66, and steadily separated 
themselves from the rest of the field. Into 
the stretch,jockeyAlbin Jimenez began to 
urge Magic Tale for more, and the match 
race scenario was soon ended. 

Jimenez gave the leader a courtesy call 
with a left-handed stick at the furlong 
marker; he drifted out a bit, was quickly 
righted and won in hand by 3 lengths in 
1:11.82. Diamond Dust easily secured the 
second spot by IVA lengths over stable- 
mate Private Drive. 

In the parade to the winner’s circle. 
Magic Tale appeared to have about 100 
pounds on his competition. “Yes, he carries 
a lot of flesh-he’s big, and we are excited 
about what the future holds,” Tallisman 
commented. “There is a lot of time from 
now to the $150,000 Best of Ohio Juve¬ 
nile on October 13. Hopefully we can find 
a spot where he can try two turns in be¬ 
tween.” 







School Board Proz goto back to her winning ways 
in the $75,000 Vivacions Handicap

W ith the 5-year-old School 
Board Prez it’s all about “pa¬ 
tience, patience, patience.” 
She likes her races well-spaced, her con¬ 
nections prefer to wait for a route race 
and her jockey needs to relax with her 
come-from-behind style and not make 
their move too soon. Luckily, she is owned 
and was bred by O.T.B.O. Board member 
John Royer, who has had racing in his 
blood since his teenage years and knows 
you have to let the horse do what they do 
best. 

“It’s been over a year since she’s had a 
win and she’s had lots of seconds when 
you have her running style,” Royer said 


after her well-timed last-to-first win in 
the $75,000 Vivacious over the Belterra 
Park turf Aug. 5. “The way she runs offers 
opportunity for a troubled trip and a lot 
of races just didn’t set up for her. She runs 
well fresh and that certainly showed today. 
That was a very deep field top to bottom 
with horses out of the Pletcher and Mak¬ 
er barns, half the field could have won 
and you wouldn’t be surprised.” 

The new faces in the crowd were 
Takechargedelilah and Touch of Bling. 
Takechargedelilah is a daughter of Take 
Charge Indy out of Ohio Broodmare of 
the Year Lilah, bred by Steve DeMaiolo 
and sold as a yearling for $170,000. She is 


a half-sister to two-time Ohio Horse of 
the Year Mo Dont No and races in the 
colors of StarLadies Racing. The 3-year- 
old filly had won two of four lifetime 
starts at Gulfstream Park, Aqueduct, Bel¬ 
mont and Delaware Park for trainer Todd 
Pletcher. She was transferred to the barn 
of Tom Drury Jr. for the Vivacious. Touch 
of Bling is a 5-year-old daughter of Tale 
of the Cat out of Got Bling, by Langfuhr, 
bred by Langsem Farm. Trained by Mike 
Maker she must travel with him wherever 
he goes. Eight of her last 12 starts were 
made at different tracks and all but two 
were run on turf. Only nine of her 21 
lifetime starts had come on main tracks 
and she entered the grassy Vivacious with 
earnings of $232,433. 

School Board Prez was the last of 10 in 
the early going as favored True Cinder 
dueled with Touch of Bling through the 
early fractions, including a sharp opening 
quarter of :22.78 on the yielding turf. 
School Board Prez had worked her way 
to fifth by upper stretch as the leaders fad¬ 
ed. Pedro Cotto Jr., swung her wide in 
the lane and she exploded in the final six¬ 
teenth for a perfectly timed half-length 
victory over a rallying Takechargedelilah, 
finishing the lYie miles in 1:41.48. It was 
another 2% lengths to Snowie Hill in 
third. Multiple stakes winner True Cinder 
faded to seventh, finishing off the board 
for the first time since her career debut in 
2016. 

School Board Prez was recording the 
seventh stakes victory of her career, but it 
was her first since taking the same race 
two years ago, she was second last season. 
She is trained by Doug Matthews at Ar¬ 
lington Park. She came out running as a 
juvenile winning the first three starts of 
her career in 2015, all stakes, capped by 
the John W. Galbreath Stakes on the Best 
of Ohio showcase program. She added 
three more stakes victories in 2016, in¬ 
cluding that year’s Vivacious. Since then, 
she has placed in four stakes, including a 
runner-up effort in last fall’s Best of Ohio 
Distaff, and a runner-up effort in the J. 
William Petro Memorial Handicap last 
out. She now has a record of 23-8-5-2 for 
earnings of $480,540.

I n the $75,000 Miss Ohio for 2-year- 
old fillies at Thistledown July 21, 
Drillit, who defeated Baby Nina by 
21 lengths the first time they met, was 
sent away a heavy odds-on favorite. Dril¬ 
lit, a Robert Gorham trainee, was com¬ 
ing off a second-place finish vs. the boys 
in the $75,000 Hoover Stakes at Belterra 
Park. Her stablemate Candy Lane shot 
out of the gate strongly at the start and 
held a 134-length lead to the top of the 
stretch. At this point jockey Scott Spieth, 
who had maneuvered Baby Nina into 
the second spot, let the daughter of Flat¬ 
ter loose and she pulled away with ease 
from the field by 9 widening lengths. 

Owned by an extended Loooch Rac¬ 
ing Stables Inc., Anthony Quartarolo 
trains Baby Nina. She toured the 534 fur¬ 
longs in 1:07.28 while Candy Lane se¬ 
cured the second spot over stablemate 


Drillit. Baby Nina is a product of decades 
of breeding to this female family by for¬ 
mer O.T.B.O. President Fleming Fraser 
and has continued to keep it flourishing 
by his son James, who is the current 
O.T.B.O. Vice-President. 

Baby Nina was purchased out of the 
2017 Saratoga Sale of Selected Yearlings 
for $120,000 by Steven W. Young on be¬ 
half of Ron Paolucci. Her full brother is 
Silver Tongued ($335,392) a multiple 
stakes winner and the 2012 Two-Year- 
Old Champion in Ohio. Her half-broth¬ 
er by E Dubai is the multiple stakes win¬ 
ner Dubacious ($352,747) who captured 
the Best of Ohio Endurance among oth¬ 
ers. The dam, Whitelacenpromises (by 
More Than Ready), is a half-sister to 
Muir Woods ($129,904), the 2011 
Champion Three-Year-Old Filly in the 
state.

espected author Tom Ainslie 
wrote in his Encyclopedia ofThor- 
^oughbred Handicapping, “Don’t 
ever bet on a horse to do something it 
hasn’t done before.” I guess trainer Bren¬ 
dan Walsh skipped that chapter when he 
entered Magna Rose in the $75,000 
Norm Barron Queen City Oaks. She had 
never run outside of California, never 
competed on a dirt surface, had never run 
134 miles and had never won a race. 

All that changed at Belterra Park July 
22. Sent away at odds of 6-1, she was in 
contention all the way over the sloppy 
sealed track and pulled away with author¬ 
ity through the lane to win by 6M lengths. 
“She just squeezed herself out of there 
running and I could tell she was a classy 
filly the way she took the bit and then let 
me relax her around the first turn,” said 
jockey John McKee. “We just let Jesus 
(Castanon aboard longshot Distinctive 
Flower) go down the backs tret ch and 
when I called upon her, that class pre¬ 
vailed and she was all guts that final fur- 
long.” 


Distinctive Flower held on to the sec¬ 
ond spot and 4-5 previously unbeaten 
Marathon ran third the entire trip. 

Magna Rose is a daughter of Magna 
Graduate out of the Woodman mare 
Woodflower. She was in the dispersal of 
the late Elisabeth Alexander, former Pres¬ 
ident of the O.T.B.O., that was part of the 
2016 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky Horses of 
Racing Age Sale. She was purchased for 
$70,000 as a yearling and races for Ten 
Broeck Farm Inc. 

Amanda Olds was on hand to accept 
the trophy. She personally rides Magna 
Rose in the mornings since she was 
moved to Kentucky for training. “She’s 
been training on dirt since she came to 
Keeneland and has no issues,” said the as¬ 
sistant to trainer Brendan Walsh. “Like 
John said, she just exudes class.” 

As has become tradition, Judy Barron 
and her extended family was on hand not 
only to present the trophy, but to pose 
with the jockeys and present a generous 
donation to the PDJF in memory of her 
husband Norm.

True Cinder scores a slam dunk in the Buckeye Native

T he $75,000 Buckeye Native at 
Belterra Park brought together 
the cream of the crop of accredit- 
ed-breds on July 22. Over the past two 
seasons Eightthehardway ruled the males 
and Leona’s Reward was crowned the top 
of the female division. It looks like True 
Cinder is throwing her tiara into the ring 
to compete for top honors this year. 

Owned and trained by Mike Rone, 
who is having the best season of his ca¬ 


reer, True Cinder finally got to turn the 
tables on Leona’s Reward. She had lost 
four of her last five starts to the “Queen 
of the Accredited-breds.” The Buckeye 
Native was scheduled for IVis miles on 
the turf, but three days of rain moved it to 
sloppy sealed track. True Cinder came 
into the race with two 2018 starts at 6 
furlongs-a second to Leona’s Reward 
and a big win in the Angenora-both at 
Thistledown. 


Neither the distance nor surface gave 
Rone cause for concern. She won her 
only “off track” start vs. stakes company 
and sported a record of 5-2-2-1 at the 
distance. She was sent away as the even 
money favorite against her male counter¬ 
parts and lived up to her billing while 
widening her lead at every point of call. 
Mobil Solution chased in second for most 
of the race, while Leona’s Reward did the 
same in third. Mike Rone’s riding in¬ 
structions must have been “bring home a 
clean pair of silks” because that’s exactly 
what jockey Gerardo Corrales did. They 
covered the gooey distance in 1:44.84. 

True Cinder is by former Ohio sire 
Alcindor (it is believed he was sold to 
South American connections) out of Be 
True, by Shakespeare, and was part of the 
dispersal held at the Lebanon farm of the 
late Larry Beyer. Rone signed for several 
trailers full of Alcindor offspring and 
mares in foal, including Be True carrying 
a full sibling to True Cinder. A man of few 
words. Rone was asked what the key to 
his success with the offspring of Alcindor 
was, he stated, “Keep them healthy and 
happy and they’ll tell you when they are 
ready to run.” The way she performed in 
the Buckeye Native, you must believe 
True Cinder is quite healthy and happy. 


BALLOPINGOUT... 

T he ageless wonder Perry Ouzts 
celebrated his 64th birthday at 
Belterra Park over the 4 th of July 
holiday with one win and a placing in the 
Cincinnatian Stakes. Ouzts is the subject 
of an Eclipse Award winning documenta¬ 
ry available for viewing on You Tube at 
“Ironman: Perry Ouzts”. A rare occur¬ 
rence took place on July 22 when Mario 
Pino came to ride in Cincinnati. It fea¬ 
tured the ninth and 10th leading riders in 


the history of the sport. Ouzts (6,958 
wins) passed Pino (6,874) last season. 

• Mike Rone-trained Trigger Warning 
came out of his third-place finish in the 
Grade 3 Ohio Derby in fine order. He 
took on a solid field next out on July 14 
in the Grade 3 $500,000 Indiana Derby 
and was nipped in the final stride for the 
win. Rone was featured nationally after 
that effort on Horseracingnation.com. 
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A rather hasty decision pays off

Upon stumbling 
across a serene farm 
for sale in 1974 in New 
Hope, William (Bill) 

Hartwell did something 
few men would dare to 
do: He purchased the 
property without telling 
his wife. 

"Frances did not 
want to leave our place 
in Warrington,” Hartwell 
said. "I bought this 
place on a whim, even 
though I know I shouldn’t have done it that 
way. But I promised she would love it, and 
now she wouldn’t leave here.” 

The Hartwells were capitalizing on a 
swift start in the Thoroughbred game, where 
their mare Reigning T. V. had been cleaning 
up at local racetracks. “I claimed her, and she 
won seven races in a year for us,” Hartwell 
said. "I didn’t want anyone else to have her. 
My uncle was our trainer, and he told us we 
had to take her home because she's so fast 
that she’d have great foals. So I bought the 
farm and broughf her here.” 

Reigning T. V. (by Rainy Lake) won 10 of 
77 starts with 17 seconds and 13 third-place 
efforts. Her bloodline is still prevalent in some 
Hartwell homebreds today, 44 years later. 

Her first mate was Buck Private, a son 
of one of Hartwell’s favorite stallions, Buck- 


passer. The resulting foal was Private Show¬ 
ing, a stakes winner and 18-time winner in 
137 starts. The second, a full brofher named 
Mike’s Surprise, was also a sfakes winner. 

From their quick beginnings, the Hart¬ 
wells have had, “a mountain of sfakes win¬ 
ners.” Reigning T. V.'s stakes-placed daughter 
Richard’s Lady J. produced seven winners 
from eight foals. The 31 -year-old mare is still 
alive and living out her time on the Hartwells’ 
farm. 

Anofher elder homebred mare, 24-year- 
old Little Daisy Brown (by Norquestor), 
produced Disco T, a multiple stakes-placed 
earner of $356,808. “Disco T blew his ten¬ 
dons in both front legs as a juvenile,” Hartwell 
recalled. “He was a gigantic animal at 17 
hands, and he must have weighed 1,300 
pounds. We ended up bringing him back and

he won seven races for us. He was worth 
every bit of time we put into him.” 

Continued success from the Hartweii 
bioodiines came in the form of Goiddig- 
ger’s Boy. Reigning T. V. produced winner 
Fiagniinda, who threw the cieveriy named 
Goiddigger Beware, by Prenup, a muitipie 
stakes-piaced winner of $164,209. Her 
first foai was the Pennsyivania-bred Jump 
Start coit Goiddigger’s Boy. 

‘‘He was my best one so far,” Hartweii 
said, "i never think about the Kentucky 
Derby or any of those things, but i'd do 
anything to win a Grade 1 race at Sara¬ 
toga.” 

After winning five straight races 
(three stakes) at Parx and Penn in 2011, 
Goiddigger’s Boy was a 13-1 shot in 
Saratoga’s $250,000 Forego Stakes-GI. 
Hartweii joked he wouid have “roiier 
skated up there” to be in attendance, but 
was abie to arrive in pienty of time by car. 
His homebred ran fifth, beaten iess than 5 
iengths for fhe victory whiie defeafing such 
graded winners as Regai Ransom and 
Sidney’s Candy. 

Goiddigger’s Boy uitimateiy earned 
$585,985 and now stands at Whiriwind 


Stabies. The Hartweiis have a yeariing by 
him out of fheir muitipie stakes-winning 
homebred mare Jemiiyn. 

On Aprii 9,2011, Goiddigger's Boy 
and Jemiiyn both won stakes races at 
Parx, the same day the Hartweiis ceie- 
brated their 58th wedding anniversary, it 
was Jemiiyn's finai start, wrapping up her 
career with seven wins in 18 starts and 
earnings of $449,703. 

"We’ve been doing it a iong time, 
and we’ve been extremeiy iucky,” Hartweii 
said. “A iot of owners don't iast too iong, 
because it’s not an easy business, it's the 
oniy one on earth where if you win at 20 
percent, you're doing better than most. 
We’ve iearned that you don’t get too high 
when you win, and you don't get too iow 
when you iose.” 

The coupie knows a bit about the 
difficuit side of fhe industry, in 2017, they 
iost babies by Twiriing Candy and Super 
Saver just two days apart. And the oniy 
time that Biii Hartweii cried over a horse 
was when Ucan'tcme unexpectediy died. 

The swift coit by Bowman's Band 
was a haif-brother to Goiddigger's Boy. 

He broke his maiden by 4 iengths as the 


favorite, then wheeied right back to win 
the Christopher Eiser Memoriai Stakes by 
5% iengths. Soon after, Ucan'tcme died 
of uicerative coiitis. “That was the first 
time i ever had tears for a horse,” Hartweii 
recaiied. “That reaiiy bothered me. He had 
such a great stride on him; he may have 
been our very best.” 

But where there is heartbreak, there is 
often hope. The Hartweiis have four horses 
in fraining at Parx, three yeariings on the 
farm, and a promising foai by War Front’s 
son Summer Front. 

“The Pennsyivania Breeders’ have 
come a iong way,” Hartweii said. “One year 
we made $70,000 in award money. That's 
just found money. We don’t race here 
because of that; we are from here, and we 
iove if here. But it's a big item now; the 
program here is as good as any of them.” 

And that spur-of-the-moment decision 
to buy a farm? “i’ve been here 44 years, 
and I stiii iove it,” Hartweii said. “I come 
home from work on Friday, and I stay here 
untii Monday morning, i reaiiy do iove it.”

W e had 11 South Carolina 

graduates enter the winner’s 
circle following stakes between 
June 21 and July 20. It is interesting to 
note, three of these victories occurred 
June 23 and four July 1. 

Determined Vision, who was 
developed early on by Cary Frommer 
in Aiken, wired the field in the White 
Oak Farm Stakes at Laurel Park June 23. 
Pushed along throughout, he reached the 
wire a half-length in front. 

At Thistledown in Ohio on the same 
day. Proper Discretion also wired the 
field in the J. William Petro Memorial 
Handicap. This 5-year-old mare quickly 
took command and was never really 
threatened, winning by 2H lengths. She 
received her early lessons at Travis Durr’s 
Webb Carroll Training Center. 

I’m Betty G proved best in the Lady 
Canterbury Stakes at Canterbury Park 
that afternoon but she did not wire the 
field! She didn’t take the lead until 
after the opening half-mile, opening up 
by 3 lengths in the stretch and, while 
pressured late, crossed the wire VA 
lengths in front. Kip Elser’s Kirkwood 
Stables in Camden is where I’m Betty G 
went through the breaking process. 

On June 30, Harlan Punch provided 
his fans a dominating performance 
in the Philip H. Iselin Stakes-G3 at 
Monmouth Park. He quickly put daylight 
between himself and the rest of the field, 
galloping home a 5!4-length winner. 
Harlan Punch came up under Travis Durr 
in St. Matthews. 

Dreamcall recorded her third win in a 
row capturing the Iowa Distaff at Prairie 
Meadows July 5. She won the Jack 
Bishop Stakes there in May. Dreamcall 
had only one beat before launching her 
bid while four wide on the far turn. She 
took the lead in the stretch and quickly 
drew off, leaving the field 4H lengths 


With the legality of sports betting 
in place by the U.S. Supreme Court, a 
movement is afoot in South Carolina 
to create a racing commission whose 
intention would be to help create a 
bill to allow sports betting, including 
horse racing through Advanced Deposit 
Wagering. 

A mission statement has been formed. 

“The South Carolina Racing 
Commission is charged with the 
responsibility to direct, regulate and 
promote horse racing and related 
activities in the state of South Carolina, 
including horse welfare, wagering, and 


behind. This filly was taught her early 
lessons by Brad Stauffer and Ron Stevens 
at Legacy Stable in Aiken. 

O Dionysus, winner of the 
Christopher Elser Memorial Stakes at 
2, has not slowed down. In a fight from 
start to finish in the Cape Henlopen 
Stakes at Delaware Park July 7, O 
Dionysus would not be denied, winning 
by a head in course record time. The 
victory was part of a big day for Travis 
Durr as three of his Webb Carroll 
Training Center grads won stakes. 

Firenze Fire, who captured the 
Champagne Stakes-Gl at 2 and earned 
the opportunity to run in the Kentucky 
Derby in May, rebounded to his best 
form in the Dwyer Stakes-G3 at Belmont 
July 7. Racing fifth the opening half- 
mile while well off the rail, Firenze Fire 
exploded in the stretch, demolishing his 
well-regarded competition and winning 
by 9 lengths. This colt has made Travis 
Durr’s team proud over the past year. 

Up at Suffolk Downs in 
Massachusetts, Dr Blarney completed a 
stakes hat trick. Following wins in the 
Patriot Handicap at Finger Lakes in 


aftercare. The SC Racing Commission 
will be a leader in both the safety and 
integrity of the sport. The commission 
intends to encourage agriculture, the 
horse breeding industry, the training 
industry, horse ownership, infrastructure 
improvement, tourism, and employment 
opportunities in the state of South 
Carolina.” 

South Carolina has a long and rich 
history in the horse industry and in 
Thoroughbred horse racing. We believe 
the decision by the U.S. Supreme Court 
can help revitalize the industry in our 
state. 


April and the Rise Jim Stakes at Suffolk 
Downs in June, Dr Blarney quickly 
opened up by 3H lengths and maintained 
the lead throughout in the Last Dance 
Stakes July 7. This win also contributed 
to Durr’s hat trick for the day. 

Dot Matrix recorded his seventh win, 
and first in a stakes, at Indiana Grand 
July 14 with a 1-length victory in the 
Warrior Veterans Stakes. While racing 
mid-pack. Dot Matrix advanced between 
horses in early stretch as the favorite 
in the field of 12. Dot Matrix is also a 
graduate of the Webb Carroll Training 
Center. 

Gamble’s Ghost got her ninth career 
win, and second stakes in a row, at 
Woodbine July 15. Following her victory 
in the Trillium Stakes-G3 in June, the 
5-year-old mare had only one beat for 
much of the Ontario Matron Stakes-G3 
before putting in a tremendous rally in 
the stretch. She got up in the shadow 
of the wire to win by a neck. Gamble’s 
Ghost was the seventh stakes winner 
to represent Travis Durr’s Webb Carroll 
Training Center between June 21 and 
July 20.

The new Virginia Certified Residency Pro¬ 
gram, which recently completed its first full 
year in operation, has been met with docu¬ 
mented success along with great enthusiasm 
from Commonwealth based training centers 
and farms. Horse owners that decided to 
send their horse to Virginia are now begin¬ 
ning to see dividends as well courtesy of the 
programs bonus element. 

Bird Mobberley s Maryland-bred No Refunds 
became the first Certified horse to score a 
bonus on June 30th, and others have fol¬ 
lowed since. A horse is eligible for a bonus if 
it maintains residency in Virginia for any six 
month consecutive period prior to December 
31st of its two year old year. Owners of those 
Virginia-Certified horses are then eligible for 
a 25% bonus for non-Virginia restricted wins 
at Mid-Atlantic racetracks (NY, NJ, PA, MD, 
WVA, DE). 

Virginia Certified horses also got a chance 
to compete with Virginia-bred and Virgin¬ 
ia-sired horses in a pair of restricted $40,000 
maiden races for two-year-olds August 10th 
at Laurel. Maryland-bred No Mo Lady and 
West Virginia-bred Burnin Ring O Fire each 
prevailed in their respective 5 1/2 furlong 
turf events. 

No Mo Lady, a Mike Trombetta trainee, won 
by two lengths as the betting favorite against 
four others. Bred and co-owned by Larry 
Johnson, the winner was second in the turn 
before securing command at the top of the 
stretch. The filly is by Uncle Mo out of Thun¬ 
derous Lady by Thunder Gulch. She spent 
her residency at Legacy Farm in Bluemont, 
Virginia. 


Kentucky-breds Beale Street, Creative Time 
and Trimmed in Grey finished second, third 
and fourth respectively while Maryland-bred 
Admirals Row was fifth. All three Virgin- 
ia-breds in the field were scratched. 

Burnin Ring O Fire faced seven other chal¬ 
lengers in his division. Susan Cooneys Ready 
to Run led from the start until mid-stretch 
before tiring and surrendering the lead to the 
eventual winner. Burnin Ring O Fire circled 
the turn three deep from fifth and won by 
three lengths in 1:05.70. The Ray Pennington 
owned/bred gelding spent his six month 
residency at Ashland’s Eagle Point Farm. He 
is by Limehouse and is out of the E Dubai 
mare, Nashi. 

Maryland-bred Tracy With a Y was second. 
Ready to Run, Drosselmoon, River Gal and 
Total Bien, all Virginia-breds, captured the 
third through sixth spots. Candys Delight 
(Kentucky) and Luna de Fuego (Maryland) 
rounded out the field.

A year later, top trainer Todd Fletch¬ 
er offered Thomas the opportunity to return

Thomas gained opportunities to go out on 
his own following the many successes under 
Fletcher and in 2013, he joined Bridlewood 
Farm in Ocala, Florida to help reestablish 
their training division as a premier outfit. In 
his first ever stakes try at Saratoga, Thomas 
won the 2017 With Anticipation Stakes (G3) 
with Catholic Boy.

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West Virginia-bred? 
YeSj please!

T hursday July 19,2018, welcomed 
the introductory 2-year-old race 
at Charles Town Races and Slots. 
Approximately a month behind last 
year's freshman commencement 
Mother Nature was the main culprit 
throwing a monkey wrench into 
winter training schedules by forcing 
numerous track cancellations. 

This weather malaise further 
complicated the standard plague of 
juvenile infirmities and exacerbated 
the assortment of respiratory issues. 
Since that time owners and trainers 
have been scrambling to catch up 
on their youngsters formative lessons. 

Race two was a West Virginia 
Accredited maiden special weight 
contest with a field of seven runners 
going postward. All the attention 
at the betting windows was 
concentrated on Taylor Mountain 
Farm's Windsors for It. The dark bay/ 
brown gelding by Windsor Castle 
out of Forint by Touch Gold, was 
hammered down to 3-5 favoritism 
and did not disappoint. 


After an alert beginning, the 
James W. Casey trainee raced three 
abreast into the far turn before 
establishing his solo dominance. In 
the final furlong, the February foal 
mirrored his superb morning trials 
and handily held his advantage 
to the wire under jockey Antonio 
Lopez. Closing smartly for second 
was owner/trainer John A. Casey's 
Boundtobegood, a well-molded 
son of Charitable Man. Final time 
for the 4V2 furlongs was 52.51 
seconds, exceptional under normal 
circumstances; however the track 
surface that evening was playing 
particularly lively. 

The continuing careers of 
both horses will be followed 
closely, especially the runner-up 
Boundtobegood. He is a half-brother 
to the multiple stakes-winning filly 
Bound to Windsor.

Many years ago, in an ascending 
period that could be labeled the 
"Camelot" of Charles Town, top-level 


racing executives discussed the 
feasibility of expanding the track 
circumference to 7 furlongs and 
placing a 6-furlong turf course inside 
that oval. Those were the days of 
opulent purses and 5-days-a-week 
racing. 

Grandiose ideas flowed over 
the lips of visionaries ultimately to 
be dismissed; however that grassy 
image still has merit for some local 
owners and trainers that believe 
turf racing swells entries, attracts 
fans and increases the usefulness 
of pedigrees. Without the weeds, 
runners are forced to take their 
talents on the road seeking 
proverbial greener pastures. 

Lately, none has been more 
successful than the West Virginia- 
foaled Ruby Notion. 

Winner of the $200,000 Caress 
Stakes at fabled Saratoga, the 
5-year-old bay mare is by Great 
Notion out of the Volksraad mare 
Modena Bay (NZ). Owned and bred 
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by Silverton Hill Farm, the trainer of 
record is Darrin Miller. 

Fans at Charles Town are very 
familiar with Bonnie and Tommy 
Hamilton's pink silks as they compete 
periodically for the barn of leading 
conditioner Jeff Runco. Ruby 
Notion has been well-traveled in 
four seasons of competition and is 
best remembered, by this writer, for 
a dominating 8-length win in the 
$75,000 Selima Stakes at Laurel Park 
in 2015. 

♦ 

Wise Mac is the quintessential 
example of why Thoroughbred 
horse racing appeals to its hearty 
enthusiasts. At 8 years old, the son 
of Wiseman's Ferry out of Sharp 
Reef (by Another Reef) continues to 
chalk up wins in impressive fashion, 
evidenced by his latest, a 7y4-length 
romp July 27. His come-and-get-me 
attitude has been a strong trait since 
his maiden-breaking performance 
on Feb. 11,2014, at Charles Town. In 
45 career starts, the bay gelding has 
accumulated 12 wins, six seconds 
and seven thirds, earning just shy of 
$300,000. 

His return on investment is $6,522 
per start. 

Claimed from owner Moshe Mark 
and trainer Joan Reynolds by new 
owner/trainer Ronney W. Brown, the 
"Leader of the Pack" had his most 
productive year as a 4-year-old, 
where he finished second in the 
Confucius Say, his only stakes start. 
Wise Mac was bred by Louis Carrico. 
♦ 

Valley of Gems, a son of 
Gemologist out of London Valley, by 
Fast Play, sold for substantial sums of 
money as a yearling ($65,000) and 


2-year-old ($72,000), but this year 
under the watchful eye of trainer 
Todd Beattie has finally recognized 
his full potential. Bred by Catherine 
Jennings and Scott Mallory, the 
4-year-old gelding has had effortless, 
back-to-back allowance victories, 
suggesting a not-too-distant 
encounter with stakes company. 

Penn National-based Beattie is 
no stranger to pressure. From 2005 
to 2011 he campaigned millionaire 
Fabulous Strike, a Grade 1-winning 
son of Smart Strike. 

♦ 

Owner/trainer/breeder J. Michael 
Baird is a stalwart at Mountaineer 
Park, where his family name is 
synonymous with that track's 
celebrated history. One of the 
mainstays in his barn is Moovin On 
Machen.The dark bay Machen— 
Miss Maddy Moo, by Bellamy Road, 
gelding has two wins and two 
seconds in just four races this year. 
Career stats show 14 starts with five 
firsts, six seconds and a third. 

Baird purchased Machen 
from Lane's End Farm at the 2012 
Keeneland November sale for 
$70,000. The son of Distorted Humor 
campaigned only one year but won 
three of five starts, including Churchill 
Downs' Grade 3 Derby Trial Stakes. 

♦ 

One constant in the Schneider 
family legacy is horses. Over the 
years, the husband and wife team 
of Geoff and Stephanie have toiled 
at various jobs to support their small 
stable and lessen expenses incurred 
by their daughter Jordan's passion 
for the show ring. 

Last December, the couple 
unveiled Hecalledhertrouble, a filly 


by Fiber Sonde out of Prized's stakes- 
placed daughter Cat o' Nine Tails. 
The stout bay out-sprinted her rivals 
just like her workouts suggested. 
Placed on the shelf for the winter, 
the conservative pair knew from 
experience that harsh winter 
months are not suitable conditions 
to maintain fitness, especially when 
your equine ammunition is limited. 

Railbirds readily proclaimed 
the return to readiness of 
Hecalledhertrouble when she hit the 
entries July 28, and an open riding 
assignment had phone lines lighting 
up like Christmas. The lucky jockey 
turned out to be veteran J.D. Acosta. 
After a mild bumping incident 
leaving the gate, the 3-year-old 
asserted herself, gliding home to 
a cozy 2-length margin to remain 
perfect in two starts. 

The Schneiders raised the filly at 
their farm in nearby Kearneysville. 

Geoff said, "My grandfather was 
ill with cancer, but appreciated 
any opportunity to visit with Jordan. 
When Charles saw her he would 
always say,'Well here comes trouble.' 
When he passed it was obvious that 
phrase would be incorporated into 
the name for our filly." 

Geoff is the trainer, while 
Stephanie is the groom and hot 
walker. They recently doubled the 
size of their stable by bringing in 
Hecalledhertrouble's 2-year-old 
half-sister Back Mountain Cat, by 
Charitable Man. When Steph's 
chores are done at the track she 
packs up and heads to Taylor 
Mountain Farm where for the last five 
years she has been proprietor James 
W. Casey's right-hand woman.

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Grand National, up to $450,000, 
tops fall championship season 



Far Hills Races’ Grand National (Gr. 1), 
increased to $450,000 for the New Jersey 
meet’s 98th annual running, highlights a rich 
racing schedule for the National Steeplechase 
Association’s fall championship season. In 
all, purses for the fall season total more than 
$2.5-million. 

The Grand National purse is a $50,000 increase 
over last year when the race attracted international 
participation and a thrilling finish in which Mr. 
Hot Stuff, Modem, and All the Way Jose were 
noses apart in that order in the year’s richest 
NS A race. 

Far Hills’ purses will total $850,000, up 
$50,000 from last year. Also on the Oct. 20 
program are the $125,000 Foxbrook Champion 
Hurdle for novices, the $75,000 Peapack Stakes 
for fillies and mares, and the $50,000 Gladstone 
for three-year-olds. 

The season kicks off Thursday, Sept. 20, at 
Belmont Park with the $ 175,000 Lonesome Glory 
Handicap (Gr. 1), the first of the fall season’s two 
Grade 1 races. 

Also on that program is the $75,000 William 
Entenmann Memorial Novice Stakes. The novice 
program, for horses in their first seasons of racing 
over fences, also features the $75,000 Aflac 
Supreme Hurdle at the Steeplechase at Callaway 
in Columbus, Ga., on Nov. 3. 

Joining the fall schedule is the High Hope 
Steeplechase, long a spring fixture at the 
Kentucky Horse Park in Lexington. Two of its 
races on Sunday, Sept. 23 will honor the memory 
of steeplechase horseman and equine attorney 
Edward S. “Ned” Bonnie, who died in March. 

One of High Hope’s featured races is the 
$25,000 Oxmoor Steeplechase, a ratings 


handicap. Bonnie, who lived and practiced law 
in the Louisville area, was the long-serving 
race secretary of the Oxmoor Steeplechase. The 
afternoon’s training flat race will be the Ned 
Bonnie Challenge Cup. 

The fall timber season kicks off on Saturday, 
Sept. 29, with the $25,000 Legacy Chase at 
Shawan Downs in suburban Baltimore. In all, 
Shawan’s purses will total $135,000 for its 18th 
annual running. 

Highlighting the fall timber stakes schedule 
will be the $75,000 International Gold Cup at 
The Plains, Va., on Oct. 27. Also on the fall 
timber stakes schedule are the $30,000 Genesee 


Valley Hunt Cup and Virginia Fall’s National 
Sporting Library and Museum Cup on Oct. 13, 
Far Hills’ $50,000 New Jersey Hunt Cup, and the 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup on Nov. 4. 

The International Gold Cup also will feature 
the $75,000 David L. “Zeke” Ferguson Memorial 
(Gr. 2). The 84th annual Montpelier Hunt Races 
on Nov. 3 will feature the $40,000 Noel Laing 
Handicap over the natural brush course. 

Jump racing begins each season in South 
Carolina, and the fall season will conclude 
there. On the schedule for the Palmetto State are 
the Aiken Fall Steeplechase on Oct. 27 and the 
Steeplechase at Charleston on Sunday, Nov. 11.

“After years of working elosely with the Far 
Hills Raee Meeting team, we’re so pleased the 
partnership is finally offieial,” said Dennis Drazin, 
president and CEO of Darby Development EEC, 
whieh operates Monmouth Park. 

With strong support from Central New Jersey 
legislators and near-unanimous votes in the 
New Jersey Assembly and Senate, legislation 
authorizing pari-mutuel wagering at Far Hills 
passed in August 2016, with the law taking

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effeet the following month. Far Hills offieials 
had worked to prepare for pari-mutuel wagering 
last year, but logistieal issues at its Moorland 
Farm raee eourse delayed the launeh until the 
2018 meet. 

“We have resolved the logistieal issues, 
and we’re now ready to provide a top-quality 
wagering experienee,” Torsilieri said. 

While pari-mutuel wagering will primarily 
serve Far Hills’ patrons, bettors around the world 
will also have an opportunity to wager on Far 
Hills’ raees. Far Hills will eontinue to provide 
high-definition video streaming of its raees, as it 
has done for the past two years. 

“We feel that Far Hills offers a premier 
steepleehase experienee, and we weleome the 


opportunity to share our raees with all of Ameriea 
and jump-raeing fans around the world,” said 
Torsilieri, who also is the National Steepleehase 
Assoeiation’s president. “We hope that this 
eombination of top-level eompetition, a superior 
video experienee, and a wagering opportunity will 
attraet new fans to steepleehase raeing.” 

Over the years. Far Hills Raee Meeting 
has provided more than $ 18-million to fund 
loeal health-eare initiatives, ineluding the 
Steepleehase Caneer Center at Robert Wood 
Johnson University Hospital Somerset (named 
in honor of the Far Hills Raee Meeting), Caneer 
Support Community of Central New Jersey, 
Bonnie Brae, the ARC of Somerset County, 
EifeCamp, and Community in Crisis.

0TB network 
continues growth with 
streamiined model

I S it worth it to maintain or even expand 
an off-track betting network in some rac¬ 
ing jurisdictions today? 

It seems to clearly depend on the model. 
In states like Pennsylvania, the days of 
expansive OTB facilities, either standalone 
or as part of strip mails, are nearing an end. 
Multiple facilities owned by four racetrack 
casino companies have closed in the past 
10 years, though non-track casinos, includ¬ 
ing smaller satellites expected to open 
around the state, are eligible to offer pari¬ 
mutuel wagering via the state’s racetracks. 

The advent of advance deposit wager¬ 
ing, coupled with the spread of casinos, 
has made it difficult to keep an OTB par¬ 
lor viable. Years after the monstrous New 
York City Off-Track Betting network went 
bankrupt, there stiU are no replacement 
facilities in that major market. 

And then there’s Maryland, which has 
experienced a rise, fall—and surprisingly a 
rise—in off-track betting fortunes. Several 
years ago only one of four OTB parlors 
remained, but as of August of this year, 
there were six. By the end of the year, there 
wiU be eight pending regulatory approval. 

The current Maryland Jockey Club net¬ 
work is as follows: The Maryland State 
Fair at Timonium, Horseshoe Baltimore 
Casino, Hollywood Casino at PerryviUe, the 
Boonsboro Event Center, Greenmount in 
Hampstead, and Riverboat on the Potomac. 
Two OTB outlets that should debut soon 
win be located at MGM National Harbor 
Casino and inside a hotel and conference 
center near a mail just off the interstate in 
Frederick. 

The MJC’s three racetracks-Laurel 
Park, Pimlico Race Course and Rosecroft 


Raceway—offer year-round full-card simul¬ 
casts, as does Casino at Ocean Downs, 
the lone wagering outlet in Maryland not 
owned by the MJC; it’s owned by Churchill 
Downs Inc. 

Though pari-mutuel wagering from 
aU sources on MJC races, primarily the 
Laurel product, has increased substan¬ 
tially in recent years, Maryland Racing 
Commission statistics indicate handle gen¬ 
erated by bettors at all Maryland facili¬ 
ties—not including ADW—has been fiat. 
Laurel and Rosecroft remain the top two 
handle locations, respectively. When aU off¬ 
track betting facilities are combined, they 
make up the growth sector. 

Under the OTB model, the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association, 
MJC, and the facility owner have a three- 
way agreement in which they equally pay 
expenses and share revenue. The mission 
is to expand racing’s footprint around the 
state in a cost-effective manner and also 
add money to the purse account; thus far it 
has been successful. 

Last year, five MJC-operated OTB facil¬ 
ities generated $1.48 million for purses. 
Through July, with the addition of Green- 
mount, which opened in January, six OTB 
parlors generated $1.02 million, so revenue 
is up year-over-year with two new facilities 
on the horizon. 

The MRC has scheduled a meeting 
at the Great Frederick Fair Sept. 20. It is 
expected to include a public hearing on the 
OTB plan. 

“We’ve got off-track betting in casinos, 
but this will be our first time in a hotel,” 
MJC President Sal Sinatra said of the 
Frederick outlet. “It’s also a conference 


center that attracts a lot of groups, so it 
will be interesting to see how our business 
plays out in a hotel. This one basically 
replaces the Cracked Claw, which did very 
well when it was open.” 

The Cracked Claw restaurant was locat¬ 
ed in Urbana, about five miles south of 
the planned Frederick facility. It closed in 
the fall of 2011, but before it did the OTB 
facility had handled almost $14 million that 
year. In 2010, total handle was $19.6 mil¬ 
lion, and in 2009, wagering totaled almost 
$22 million, according to MRC statistics. 

MGM National Harbor has set aside 
about 2,000 square feet for off-track bet¬ 
ting on its new second-floor gaming area, 
which includes a poker room and smoking 
patio. Sinatra said it’s roughly the same size 
of the OTB area at Horseshoe Baltimore, 
and has 21 betting carrels. There has been 
talk about having mobile and in-room 
wagering at the casino. 

The casino, located just off Interstate 
495 south of Washington, DC., is about 
three miles from Rosecroft, which in 2016 
generated more than $32 million in total 
wagering, according to MRC statistics, and 
remains popular with local horseplayers. 

The MRC is scheduled to hold a hear¬ 
ing on the MGM National Harbor betting 
facility Sept. 11 at Rosecroft. If approved, 
Sinatra said, it could open the following 
day. 

Another prospective OTB facility 
would be located in a restaurant in down¬ 
town Silver Spring in Montgomery County. 
Sinatra said its licensing process could 
be more complicated because a zoning 
change probably would be required. ^

75years ago 

B Maryland’s 1943 fall stakes schedule, 
combining the Havre de Grace, Laurel, 
Pimlico and Bowie meetings, had 29 
stakes listed for the 30-day meet to run 
from Oct. 9 through Nov. 13 at Pimlico. 
There was nearly a stakes a day, with the 
headliner the $25,000 invitation-only 
Pimlico Special on Oct. 30. 


B Just shy of 140 juveniles were 
nominated for the 13th running of 
the Maryland Futurity, for 2-year-old 
Maryland-sired Maryland-breds going 
6 furlongs normally run at Laurel each 
fall. Alfred Vanderbilt led aU nominators 
with 13. Mrs. R.H. Heighe nominated six, 
while William L. Brann, Christiana Stables 
and Janon Fisher Jr. had five each. 

Racing writer Don Reed noted: “While 
it is a little early to make any predic¬ 


tions, it is possible that H.L. Straus, the 
Reisterstown [Md.] owner-breeder, may 
have one of the stronger candidates in 
Quarter Moon. . .” 

The winner was Quarter Moon, a son of 
"^Quatre Bras II and one of the Straus' two 
nominees. 

B Due to the “black-out” at Saratoga, 
East Coast breeders were to sell their 
yearlings at the Meadow Brook Polo 
Club in Westbury, Long Island, N.Y., 
in September. Approximately 133 head 
were scheduled to be sold, including large 
contingents from Sagamore Farm, Blue 
Ridge Farm, Hop Creek Farms (WH. La 
Boyteaux), Morven Stud and Nydrie Stud. 

B Maryland lost one of its more noted 
stallions when age and infirmities caught 
up with Bud Lerner. The 23-year-old 
son of The Finn out of the Superman 
mare Dreamsome had stood at Danny 
Shea’s Merryland Farm and before that 
at Adolphe Pons’ Country Life Farm. 
Raced by the Rancocas Stable of Harry F. 
Sinclair, he had retired to the Pennsylvania 
farm before moving to Maryland. 

A prolific sire of winners, his most 
noted was Travers Stakes winner 
Thanksgiving. On the list of Maryland- 
bred winners for July, two of Bud 
Lerner’s offspring—6-year-old daughter 
Streamer and 4-year-old gelded son Bright 
Acre-had won three races that month. 

B The long list of Maryland-bred 
winners in July included William L. 

Brann’s ChaUedonna, a 3-year-old full 
sister to champion ChaUedon who 
recorded her first victory. 



50years ago 

B The Fasig-Tipton Company and 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association’s 
Eastern Fall Yearling Sale was 
approaching, and among those expected 
to attend was Judy Johnson. Earlier in 
the year Johnson became the first woman 
to saddle a Preakness starter when she 
sent out Sir Beau in the classic. She had 
purchased Sir Beau for $4,500, and by 
late summer of his 3-year-old season, the 
multiple stakes winner had earnings of 
more than $81,000. 

In 1943, Johnson became the first (and 
in 1968 was still the only), woman to ever 


be licensed to ride professionally in stee¬ 
plechase races. And in 1935 she took out 
her trainer’s license one week after Mary 
Hirsch (daughter of Max Hirsch) became 
the first woman in the U.S. to do so. 

Asked about her success with the 
Eastern Fall Sale yearlings, Johnson 
quipped, “It’s the place for bargains. I’ll 
be back!” 

There were many examples of bargains 
found at the sale, including undefeated 
2-year-old stakes winner Like a Charm, an 
earner of $79,914 purchased for $6,500; 
Black-Eyed Susan and Barbara Fritchie 
winner HoUy-O., sold for $5,000 and 
amassing over $120,000; and Prince Saim, 
a $4,500 yearling who went on to win 
the rich Garden State Stakes and earn in 
excess of $200,000. 


B The Maryland Horse was to serialize a 
new book about the life of famed trainer 
Sam Hildreth, who dominated racing at 
the turn of the 20th century and died in 
1929 at age 63. His clients included Lucky 
Baldwin, William C. Whitney and August 
Belmont, as well as Harry F. Sinclair’s 
Rancocas Stables, which set an aU-time 
record for purse earnings in 1923. 

Another legendary trainer. Max 
Hirsch, was asked for his recollections of 
Hildreth, whom he’d known as a young 
man. Still training at 88, Hirsch offered: 
“He was as good as they come, but not 
the best. The best trainer I’ve ever known 
was James Rowe.” 

He added, “Hildreth was a top horse¬ 
man. Great eye for a horse. I sold him 
Grey Lag. But Rowe was the best.” 
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25years ago 

B Julie Krone, the first (and still only) 
woman rider to win a Triple Crown race 
when guiding Colonial Affair to victory in 
the Belmont Stakes-Gl that June, was also 
the leading Maryland Million rider. Her 
eight wins in five years gave her a two-win 
advantage over Kent Desormeaux. 

A magazine profile on the rider who 
spent many years plying her trade in the 
region included an account of her big 
break in Maryland, first with agent Chick 
Lang Jr., and then with agent Gerald Delp, 
who set her up to ride first call for his 
father. Hall of Fame trainer Bud Delp. 

The winningest female rider in history. 
Krone was fast approaching 3,000 wins, 
had been leading rider at Monmouth 
and Meadowlands, placed in Breeders’ 

Cup races, and had been on the cover 
of Sports Illustrated. Her Maryland Million 
wins came aboard Countus In, three-time 
winner of the Ladies; Ms. Gold Pole and 
Missy White Oak in the Lassie; Safely 
Kept in the Distaff; Deputation in the 
Oaks; and Classic winner Master Speaker. 

Krone’s 1993 season came to an end on the 
last day of the Saratoga meet, A.ug. 30, when 
thrown during the running of a race and break¬ 
ing her ankle. She would compete just once more 
on a Maryland Million day card, finishing off the 
hoard in two starts in 1997.

B Two of the region’s 1992 classic 
performers were off to stud. Lil E. Tee, 
the first Pennsylvania-bred to win the 
Kentucky Derby-Gl, was retired after 
suffering a hairline fracture of his right 
sesamoid during a morning gallop at 
Churchill Downs. Bred and sold as a 
yearling by Lawrence I. Littman and 
campaigned by W Cal Partee, Lil E. Tee 
retired with a record of 13-7-4-1 and 
earnings of $1,437,506. 

New Jersey-bred Horse of the Year 
Dance Floor, who finished third behind 
Lil E. Tee in the Derby, was in the pro¬ 


cess of being syndicated to stand in New 
Zealand. The multiple graded stakes win¬ 
ner of $863,299 was bred by WiUiam A. 
Purdey and raced for Oaktown Stables, 
the nom de course for rap star M.C. 
Hammer and his family. 

B Racing’s 1993 HaU of Fame class 
included historic runner Cavalcade. Born 
at F. Wallis Armstrong’s Meadowview 
Farm in New Jersey, Cavalcade 
campaigned for Mrs. Isabel Dodge 
Sloane’s Brookmeade Stable. Trained by 
Robert A. 'Whistling Bob” Smith, he won 

I the 1934 Kentucky Derby and missed the 

^ Preakness by a nose. 

S B A dozen Mid-Atlantic-breds captured 
graded stakes from late May through late 
July, topped by Virginia-bred Belmont 
Stakes-Gl winner Colonial Affair. The 
Rokeby Stable of Virginian Paul Mellon 
was represented by homebred fiUy You’d 
Be Surprised in the Grade 1 Top Flight 
Handicap, and Robert Meyerhoff’s 
homebred VaUey Crossing took the Grade 
1 Philip H. Iselin. 

A selection of other notable victories 
included Maryland-breds Green Darlin, 
Rhapsodic and Root Boy in the Delaware 
Handicap-G2, Landaluce Stakes-G2 and 
Stephen Foster Handicap-G3, respective¬ 
ly; New Jersey-bred Class Mirage in the 
Grade 2 Prioress; and Virginia-bred Fairy 
Garden in the Grade 2 Matchmaker. 


10 years ago 

B "Maryland Stallion Station overcomes 
the odds” was the headline about the 
challenges of growth of one of the 
newest, and busiest, stud farms in 
the region. Despite a tough economy, 
indications were that the operation on the 
"handsome, immaculately tended 99-acre 
facility in Maryland’s Worthington Valley, 
overlooking historic Sagamore Farm” 
was on the rise, with 2008 having been its 
best breeding season yet, as eight stallions 
covered 378 mares, 21 more than the year 
before despite a dwindling broodmare 
population in the state. 

The Glyndon farm, which opened its 
doors for the 2005 breeding season, was 
the first major Thoroughbred breeding 
establishment built from the ground up 
in Maryland since the mid-1960s, when 
the late E.P Taylor established Windfields 
Farm in Chesapeake City. The farm’s flag¬ 
ship staUlion was Outflanker, the second- 
leading sire in the state behind only Not 
For Love. It was also the first Maryland 
stallion operation to have a close alliance 


with a Kentucky farm (Lane’s End) and 
in its short history, launched the stud 
career of Bowman’s Band (who eventually 
moved to Lane’s End). 

The challenges proved too great, and by the 
start of the 2009 breeding season, the Glyndon 
location was closed and the resident stallions split 
up to stand at Shamrock Farm in Woodbine and 
Bonita Farm in Darlington, while remaining 
under the Maryland Stallion Station banner. Two 
years later the ownership in the stallions was also 
dissolved. 

B Jerry HoUendorfer returned to 
Delaware Park to capture the Delaware 
Handicap-G2 with his Grade 1 winner 
Hystericalady, whom he trained, and 
co-owned with Rancho San Miguel and 
George Todaro. Two years earlier, he 
shipped the Distorted Humor filly from 
his California base and watched her finish 
fifth in the Delaware Oaks-G2. "It was 
very hot and humid that day, from what I 
remember,” he said. "She just didn’t run 
well. But she’s a good shipper, and we 
thought we’d try our luck at Delaware a 
second time.” 

Brereton Jones’ homebred fiUy Proud 
Spell made her only sophomore appear¬ 


ance at the track where she won her 
first two starts as a juvenile and won the 
Delaware Oaks. Trained by Larry Jones, 
the daughter of Proud Citizen was on a 
streak of never finishing worse than third, 
and earlier in the year won the Kentucky 
Oaks-Gl. 

By year’s end. Proud Spell was named the 
nation’s champion 3-year-oldfilly after adding a 
victory in the Grade 1 Alabama Stakes to her 
list of accomplishments. She retired with a record 
of 13-7-4-2 and earnings of $2,131,610. 

B In his second start of the year, 
Castleton Lyons’ Gio Ponti battled Court 
Vision to the wire to win the Grade 2 
Virginia Derby by a nose at Colonial 
Downs. It was the fourth win in five starts 
for the Christophe Clement-trained son 
of Tale of the Cat, who was twice offered 
for sale at auction but didn’t sell. 

A $95,000 RNA as a yearling, and a 
$45,000 RNA at 2, Gio Ponti was a home run 
for his connections—an Eclipse Award-winning 
grass horse at 4 and 5, and champion older horse 
at 4, he won or placed in 23 of 29 starts, won 
seven Grade 1 races, and retired with career earn¬ 
ings of $6,169,800.

In Memoriam 


Nancy Lee Boyce: Cartoonist 
Sketched an Illustrious Career 



N ancy Lee Boyce, the Thoroughbred 
journalist and artist whose sportive 
cartoons enlivened the Maryland Horse 
for more than three decades, died July 18 at 
her home in Hunt Valley, Md. She was 95. 

A horsewoman and longtime school¬ 
teacher at Bryn Mawr, her alma mater, and 
later Harford Day School, Boyce instructed 
Maryland Horse readers as well on the comical 
quirkiness of equine-related ventures. From 
racetrack to farm to steeplechase course to 
fox-hunting hollow, Boyce used black-and- 
white panels to colorfully capture the under¬ 
lying humor of equestrian pursuits, often 
framed by the day’s prevailing social issues. 

With his 1953 selection as Maryland Horse 
editor, Raleigh Burroughs identified the need 
to dress one magazine page each month with 
a dash of levity. He turned to Boyce, a Smith 
College art history major and oil-painting 
portraitist who that December introduced 
readers to “Bill the Stable Pony,” a cartoon 
character cast in the image of her husband’s 
racetrack lead pony. 

Under editor Snowden Carter, Boyce 
expanded her repertoire by introducing 
“Hapless Hardscramble” and “Confidentially 


Speaking.” The latter appeared monthly 
from 1963 to 1986 and allowed Boyce great¬ 
er latitude with respect to subject matter and 
social context. 

Before she drew horses, Boyce drew sus¬ 
tenance from them. Her father, artist/insur¬ 
ance man O’Donnell Lee Jr., rode in four 
Maryland Hunt Cups from 1906 to 1913, 
taught school-age Nancy to ride and some¬ 
times took her to Pimlico to watch and play 
the races. Nancy’s horse interests endured 
following her father’s death in 1939. 

Boyce married horse trainer Gittings 
Boyce and had five children. Son Tim was a 
Maryland Thoroughbred trainer and jockey 
agent before taking horse-sales positions in 
Texas and Louisiana; daughter Elise showed 
horses. Jockey Forest Boyce is her grand¬ 
daughter. 

“With my children and teaching, the won¬ 
derful thing was that I could do all my 
Maryland Horse work from home and send it 
in,” Boyce said in a 2016 interview. “The 
drawing part was easy; it was coming up with 
the ideas that was hard.” 

Editor Carter saw in Boyce talent beyond 
the sketches, and she justified his vision by

writing articles about steeplechases, horse 
shows, fox hunts and the people who 
engage them. 

Amid the journalistic shift, Boyce main¬ 
tained her hand-drawn delights each month. 
Her work became such a revered feature of 
the Maryland Horse that the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association published a three- 
volume, hardcover anthology that depicts 
every “Confidentially Speaking” cartoon 
from its 23-year run.

“There’s no doubt the industry has 
changed since I joined the magazine all those 
years ago,” Boyce said in 2016. “I’m not sure 
that my cartoons will interest people today” 
Evidence proves otherwise. The February 
1971 “Confidentially Speaking,” published 
during the women’s rights movement, 
depicts a band of picketing broodmares 
seeking a greater voice in their affairs. One 
holds a sign that reads, “You’ve come a long

way, filly”; another, “Don’t falter/slip your 
halter”; another, “Show you care/syndicate a 
mare”; another, “Achieve our goals/no more 
foals.” 

The imminent mega-syndication of 
Justify substantiates an August 1982 sketch 
in which a self-adoring stallion lazes in a pad- 
dock field, sipping a cold drink through a 
straw and further refreshed by a portable fan. 
One human attendant keeps the prize stud

W. DALE EVEREH 

Virginian W Dale Everett, a Thor¬ 
oughbred owner-breeder and retired race¬ 
horse advocate who, with wife Joan, cam¬ 
paigned 2000 Maryland Million Ladies 
winner Caveat’s Shot and recent stakes- 
placed homebreds Any Court Inastorm 
and She’s Achance Too, died July 22. 

From 2000 to 2010, Everett’s horses 
raced under the Ben Dover Stable, the 
cheeky alias of friend and business partner 
Klaus Seemuth, who’d died in a 1986 plane 
crash. The newly minted stable cashed 
in quickly, winning the Maryland Million 
Ladies with Caveat’s Shot, a $30,000 year¬ 
ling purchase by trainer Dale Capuano 
for the Everetts. The daughter of Caveat 
placed in three other stakes, including 
Saratoga’s Glens Falls Handicap, and eve- 
nutaUy produced Ben Dover Stable stakes- 
placed runner Silent Shot. 

Longtime clients of Jerry and Laurie 
Calhoun, proprietors of Summer Wind 
Farm in Libertytown, Md., the Everetts 
maintained a small band of mares, among 
them Wings of the Storm (by Valley 
Crossing), dam of Any Court Inastorm. 
A son of Successful Appeal, Any Court 
Inastorm finished second both in the 
Ben’s Cat at Laurel Park and Decathlon 
at Monmouth in back-to-back starts in 
2016 and ran third in the John B. Campbell 
at Laurel that year. Participate, another 
offspring of Wings of the Storm, was a 
two-time winner for the Everetts in 2017 


before being claimed and later winning 
the Maryland Million Distaff Turf Starter 
Handicap. 

She’s Achance Too (Redeemed—She’s 
Achance, by American Chance), then 
a maiden, placed in the 2016 Maryland 
Million Lassie at Laurel in her second start. 
Her homebred half-brother. He’s Achance 
(by Cactus Ridge), won four races and 
$190,119 for the couple. 

Everett also was a major supporter 
of the Summer Wind Farm-based, 
Thoroughbred Aftercare Alliance- 
accredited Foxie G Foundation. A tribute 
was posted on Facebook by the founda¬ 
tion, which read in part: “Dale Everett, 
who will forever be known as the Ironman 
to us, epitomized tenacity, courage and 
strength in the face of any adversity, much 
like the many retired Thoroughbreds he 
and his wife Joan helped over the years.” 

HUGO PROCOPIO 

Breeder of National Steeplechase 
Association timber champion and two- 
time Maryland-bred steeplechase cham¬ 
pion Incomplete among others, Maryland 
owner-breeder Hugo Procopio died July 
8 at age 85. Procopio was a successful 
builder who turned to racing and hired 
trainer Greg Wilson in the 1980s. 

“He came walking through my barn one 
day and said, ‘Hey, do you want to train a 
horse for me?’” Wilson recalled. “That’s 


the way he was, and that’s the way we got 
started. He was just a super person.” 

Procopio sent Wilson the 5-year-old 
mare Via Venito in the summer of 1984, 
and the trainer was not impressed at first. 
The daughter of Roanoke Island with “a 
mane to her shoulder” hadn’t done any¬ 
thing in months after being retired, bred, 
and failing to conceive, and arrived with a 
broodmare strap on her neck. She won her 
first three starts for Wilson that fall, and 
recorded a total of eight wins, including a 
stakes the following season, from 17 starts 
after her return. 

“It was just amazing she could run that 
way,” Wilson said, “and Hugo went right 
along with it. He was a fun guy to train 
for.” 

For Wilson and Procopio, Incomplete 
won two of 29 races from 2003 to 2005 
(including 22 starts in 2004) before sell¬ 
ing as a steeplechase prospect to owner 
Bob Kinsley and trainer Ann Stewart. 
Over timber with the NSA, the son of 
Press Card and the Poker mare Sioux 
Lady won seven races, including the My 
Lady’s Manor (twice), Virginia Gold Cup 
and International Gold Cup. He won the 
timber championship with an unbeaten 
campaign in 2012 and won back-to-back 
Maryland-bred steeplechase crowns in 
2011 and 2012. 

Procopio is survived by his wife, 
Marilynn, and his children, grandchildren 
and great-grandchildren.
